With  a permanent,  full-time  staff  of  nearly  four  hundred  people,  the  North 
Carolina  Division  of  Archives  and  History  is  the  largest  state  historical  agency  in 
the  nation.  As  the  reports  that  follow  show,  an  extraordinary  amount  of  good  work 
has  been  accomplished  during  this  biennium  in  the  cause  of  history.  If  much  has 
been  done,  much  remains  to  be  done.  There  are  problems  pertaining  to  infrastruc- 
ture in  scores  of  facilities  occupied  by  the  division;  there  are  periodic  shortfalls  in 
necessary  supplies  and  equipment  for  program  support;  there  is  printing  that  has 
to  be  delayed  or  even  cancelled.  Above  all,  there  is  a constituency  sufficiently  eager 
for  our  programs  and  services  that  many  citizens  are  sometimes  frustrated  that 
we  do  not  do  even  more  than  is  detailed  herein.  Nevertheless,  that  same  constitu- 
ency provides  the  bedrock  of  support  upon  which  this  very  sizable  agency  has  been 
built.  Our  foremost  mission  remains  to  serve  our  citizenry  with  professional 
historical  programming  of  the  highest  quality. 

The  Director's  Office  itself  became  increasingly  involved  in  direct  program 
services  during  the  biennium.  With  responsibilities  for  programs  of  the  Stagville 
Center,  the  Research  Branch,  the  Federation  of  North  Carolina  Historical 
Societies,  the  Outer  Banks  History  Center,  and  the  burgeoning  Regional  History 
Sites  initiative  (in  addition  to  ongoing  duties  related  to  the  overall  administration 
of  the  division),  the  Director's  Office  stayed  busy.  A thoroughly  professional, 
hardworking  staff  handled  this  sizable  workload,  and  special  thanks  are  due  Jerry 
Cashion,  Freda  Brittain,  Elizabeth  Buford,  and  Assistant  Director  Lawrence 
Misenheimer. 

Stagville  Center  near  Durham  experienced  nearly  a twofold  increase  in  its 
use  by  historical  groups  and  educational  institutions.  It  continued  to  be  a focal 
point  for  many  black  history  initiatives  in  the  region.  The  Research  Branch  saw  a 
60  percent  increase  in  reference  requests  by  the  general  public  and  other  agencies, 
all  of  which  were  handled  with  no  increase  in  staff.  The  Highway  Historical  Marker 
program  of  the  branch  continues  to  grow  in  public  demand  with  no  diminution  of 
its  long-standing  commitment  to  authenticity.  The  Federation  of  North  Carolina 
Historical  Societies  sponsored  a dozen  excellent  local  history  publications  through 
its  revolving  fund  and  made  its  annual  meeting  each  November  (in  conjunction 
with  the  North  Carolina  Literary  and  Historical  Association)  an  occasion  of 
considerable  interest.  Having  opened  to  researchers  in  October,  1988,  the  Outer 
Banks  History  Center  (OBHC)  was  officially  dedicated  in  the  spring  of  1989.  With 
its  unique  collection  of  charts,  maps,  and  paintings,  as  well  as  the  second  largest 
printed  collection  of  North  Caroliniana,  the  OBHC  in  Manteo  promised  to  be  a 
leading  research  facility  for  coastal  and  environmental  studies.  Finally,  during  the 
1989  legislative  session,  the  General  Assembly  appropriated  $100,000  to  begin  a 
series  of  cash  matching  grants  to  various  nonprofit  historic  attractions  in  the  state. 
Dubbed  the  Regional  History  Sites  Program,  these  grants  will  be  administered 
under  guidelines  adopted  by  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Commission  in  May, 
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1990.  The  program  should  help  to  renew  the  strong  relationship  between  the 
division  and  non-state-owned  historic  properties  that  existed  in  previous  years. 

A major  factor  in  heightened  visibility  for  the  division  in  the  legislature  has 
been  Secretary  of  Cultural  Resources  Patric  Dorsey’s  willingness  to  let  division 
directors  present  their  own  budgets  to  the  General  Assembly  and  involve  them- 
selves directly  in  hearings.  Throughout  1988  the  director  participated  in  hearings 
conducted  by  the  Legislative  Research  Committee  on  Historic  Preservation;  accom- 
panied Secretary  Dorsey  to  the  Advisory  Budget  Commission  meeting  in  Novem- 
ber, 1988;  and  presented  the  division’s  biennial  budget  to  the  Joint  Appropriations 
Committee  in  February,  1989.  Among  the  important  appropriations  coming  out  of 
the  biennial  session  ending  in  the  slimmer  of  1989  were  expanded  staff  for  the  new 
Museum  of  History,  planning  money  for  the  new  Museum  of  the  Albemarle,  and 
operational  funds  to  develop  Home  Creek  Farm  near  Pilot  Mountain. 

Construction  of  the  new  Museum  of  History  building  in  Raleigh  began  in 
April,  1989,  with  expected  completion  late  in  1991.  The  large  commitment  of  state 
and  private  funds  to  the  project  speaks  well  for  the  fine  performance  of  the  museum 
staff  in  recent  years.  Indicative  of  that  excellence  was  the  opening  of  the  impressive 
exhibit  on  constitutional  history  in  November,  1989,  and  the  symposium  on 
women’s  history  conducted  in  March,  1990.  A major  exhibition  on  North  Carolina 
women  will  highlight  the  opening  of  the  new  museum  in  1992. 

New  exhibit  openings  on  tobacco  at  Duke  Homestead  in  October,  1989,  and 
on  automobiles  at  Spencer  Shops  in  June,  1990,  were  part  of  a successful  biennium 
among  the  state’s  historic  sites.  In  addition,  Governor  James  G.  Martin  and  Dr. 
James  R.  Leutze  inaugurated  the  commemoration  of  the  125th  anniversary  of  the 
end  of  the  Civil  War  at  a program  at  the  State  Capitol  in  January,  1990.  With 
special  programs  throughout  the  division  marking  the  anniversary,  historic  sites 
(particularly  Bennett  Place,  Benton ville,  and  Fort  Fisher)  experienced  large  visita- 
tion increases — indeed,  the  most  successful  biennium  for  visitation  since  the 
Revolutionary  War  bicentennial. 

The  Historic  Sites  Section  encountered  some  dilemmas  amid  its  successes, 
however.  In  September,  1989,  Hurricane  Hugo  damaged  six  of  our  sites,  particu- 
larly Reed  Gold  Mine.  Three  months  later  fire  struck  the  eighteenth-century 
Palmer-Marsh  House  at  Bath.  Quick  action  by  staff  and  local  citizens  saved  most 
of  the  furnishings  and  prevented  total  destruction  of  the  National  Historic 
Landmark.  With  solid  support  from  the  Tryon  Palace  staff,  Palmer-Marsh  was 
stabilized  before  spring.  Continued  ocean  erosion  at  Fort  Fisher  led  to  a public 
information-gatheringmeetingin  Wilmington  early  in  1990.  Strong  public  support 
for  saving  the  fort  reinforced  the  division’s  plan  to  seek  a revetment  for  erosion 
control. 

Two  of  the  division’s  most  unique  sites,  Tryon  Palace  and  the  State  Capitol, 
made  important  advances  in  the  biennium.  Tryon  Palace  spent  much  of  the  period 
developing  exhibits  to  be  featured  when  the  New  Bern  Academy  opens  to  public 
visitation  early  in  the  forthcoming  biennium  and  integrating  the  academy  into  the 
overall  interpretation  of  the  palace  complex.  Special  programs  marking  the  150th 
anniversary  of  the  Capitol  and  the  conclusion  of  the  Civil  War  brought  much 
publicity  and  heightened  visitation  to  that  National  Historic  Landmark.  Along 
with  these  successes,  however,  was  continuing  concern  about  lingering  capital 
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needs  in  these  unique  structures.  An  era  of  budget  tightening  will  only  exacerbate 
these  problems. 

The  Archaeology  and  Historic  Preservation  Section  underwent  a thorough 
personnel  study  in  the  biennium,  resulting  in  numerous  upgrades  in  professional 
positions.  This  was  welcome  news  in  such  a productive  program.  The  section  also 
saw  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  federal  support  for  the  program  and  the  promise 
of  funding  from  the  state  Department  of Transportation  for  environmental  review. 

The  Historical  Publications  Section  built  upon  its  solid  record  of  achieve- 
ment. In  April,  1990,  the  program  exceeded  $1  million  in  sales  over  the  eight-year 
tenure  of  its  administrator,  Dr.  Jeffrey  J.  Crow.  That  was  fine  testimony  to  the 
quality  of  titles  produced  by  the  section. 

Computerization  continued  to  be  implemented  throughout  the  division. 
Especially  significant  was  the  inauguration  of  the  Manuscript  and  Archives  Ref- 
erence System  (MARS)  in  the  State  Archives,  developed  without  any  additional 
Btate  or  federal  funds  (to  the  admiration  of  a number  of  our  fellow  agencies 
throughout  the  country).  MARS  was  opened  to  the  public  in  the  spring  of 1990  after 
years  of  development  by  our  staff. 

The  Archives  and  Records  Section  continued  to  grapple  with  space  inade- 
quacies that  suggest  little  hope  of  improvement  until  the  Museum  of  History 
vacates  the  Archives  and  History/State  Library  Building.  Despite  the  expenditure 
of  $40,000  to  revamp  the  heating,  ventilation,  and  air-conditioning  system  in  this 
building,  problems  with  environmental  controls  remained  worrisome.  A crisis  in 
the  backlog  of  undisposed  records  in  the  Records  Center  almost  closed  that  building 
for  lack  of  space,  but  quick  action  by  the  State  Budget  Office,  which  provided  an 
infusion  of  temporary  employees,  bought  more  time.  On  a brighter  note,  the  many 
positive  achievements  of  the  Friends  of  the  Archives  made  the  state’s  documentary 
heritage  more  visible  to  the  public. 

The  Western  Office  in  Asheville  continued  its  important  (and  popular) 
delivery  of  division-wide  services  to  the  state  west  of  Winston-Salem.  Indeed,  we 
hope  to  find  expanded  quarters  for  the  office  in  the  coming  biennium. 

On  a personal  note,  the  director  completed  a two-year  term  as  president  of 
the  National  Association  of  Government  Archives  and  Records  Administrators 
(NAGARA)  in  July,  1988.  He  was  the  first  person  ever  to  serve  two  terms  as 
NAGARA  president.  In  December,  1988,  the  director  was  appointed  for  a three- 
year  term  as  the  first  NAGARA  representative  to  the  National  Historical  Publica- 
tions and  Records  Commission. 

As  the  biennium  drew  to  a close,  revenue  shortfalls  made  it  clear  that  budget 
cuts  would  be  imminent  in  the  next  fiscal  year.  Such  reductions  would  severely 
impact  delivery  of  services,  and  divisional  management  was  looking  closely  at  ways 
to  stretch  our  sometimes  meager  resources  as  July  1, 1990,  approached. 

The  Division  of  Archives  and  History  enters  the  last  decade  of  this  century 
with  gratitude  for  and  pride  in  the  support  of  the  people  of  North  Carolina  whom 
it  strives  to  serve.  With  the  solid  guidance  of  the  North  Carolina  Historical 
Commission  and  the  generous  assistance  of  the  secretary  of  the  Department  of 
Cultural  Resources,  we  expect  to  help  the  state  realize  its  motto:  Esse  Quam  Videri.

The  past  two  years  were  highlighted  by  the  completion  of  a job-reclassifica- 
tion study  of  the  section,  a major  purchase  of  computer  equipment,  legislative 
efforts,  a successful  prosecution  under  the  Unmarked  Human  Burial  and  Human 
Skeletal  Remains  Protection  Act  (North  Carolina  General  Statute  70,  Article  3), 
and  continued  public  education  outreach. 

Created  as  a result  of  a reclassification  study  initiated  in  the  last  biennium 
were  new  job  specifications  that  more  accurately  reflect  the  responsibilities  of  the 
professional  staff.  In  addition,  55  percent  of  the  professional  staff  positions  were 
upgraded  and  no  positions  were  downgraded.  By  the  end  of  the  biennium,  each 
staff  member  receiving  a higher  grade  had  been  awarded  a promotional  salary 
increase.  A study  of  the  clerical  staff  of  the  section  was  begun  in  1989. 

In  late  1989,  $35,000  worth  of  microcomputers  was  delivered  to  the  section. 
To  facilitate  the  purchase  of  this  equipment,  section  staff  curtailed  travel  to 
out-of-state  professional  conferences,  and  the  purchase  of  other  equipment  was 
delayed. 

In  1988  section  head  David  Brook  joined  state  historic  preservation  officer 
and  division  director  William  S.  Price,  Jr.,  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Legislative 
Research  Commission’s  Study  Committee  on  Historic  Preservation.  The  conclusion 
of  the  long  session  of  the  138th  North  Carolina  General  Assembly  saw  six  new 
preservation  acts  that  became  effective  October  1, 1989.  Four  of  these  arose  from 
the  study  committee’s  report  issued  December  14, 1988. 

Two  of  the  bills  recommended  by  the  study  committee  and  ultimately  enacted 
into  law  were  more  in  the  nature  of  housekeeping  measures.  HR.  180  officially 
designated  the  director  of  the  North  Carolina  Division  of  Archives  and  History  as 
the  state  historic  preservation  officer,  and  H.B.  82  authorized  the  North  Carolina 
Department  of  Cultural  Resources  to  develop  a central  clearinghouse  for  informa- 
tion on  historic  preservation. 

Mcgor  study-committee  measures  that  became  law  on  October  1,  1989, 
included  "An  Act  to  Regulate  Historic  Districts  and  Landmarks,”  H.B.  338,  SB. 
139,  which  strengthened  1971  legislation  that  enables  local  government  to  estab- 
lish local  historic  properties  and  district  commissions.  The  act  made  a number  of 
changes,  including  the  indefinite  denial  by  local  commissions  of  the  demolition  of 
properties  determined  by  the  state  historic  preservation  officer  to  be  of  statewide 
significance. 

Another  important  act,  the  "North  Carolina  Register  of  Historic  Places,”  HB. 
116,  has  the  potential  of  greatly  affecting  future  historic  preservation  efforts  in  the 
state.  It  authorizes  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Cultural  Resources  to 
establish  a state  register  of  historic  places.  Until  the  state  register  is  established, 
any  reference  to  it  in  state  law  will  be  construed  to  mean  North  Carolina  properties 
on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 

Study-committee  initiatives  that  did  not  pass  in  the  1989  General  Assembly 
included  a bill  providing  state  income  tax  credits  for  the  rehabilitation  of  historic 
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properties  and  a bill  strengthening  protection  against  the  looting  of  prehistoric 
Indian  skeletal  remains  and  archaeological  resources  from  state-owned  lands  and 
waters.  Efforts  to  increase  the  stewardship  responsibilities  of  state  agencies  over 
historic  properties  under  their  jurisdiction  or  affected  by  their  projects  and  permits 
also  failed  to  gain  approval,  as  did  a proposal  to  establish  a North  Carolina  Advisory 
Council  on  Historic  Preservation. 

In  June,  1989,  the  Rowan  County  Superior  Court  found  two  relic  collectors 
guilty  of  violating  the  Unmarked  Human  Burial  and  Human  Skeletal  Remains 
Protection  Act.  The  conviction  followed  a six-month  undercover  operation  by  the 
Rowan  County  Sheriff’s  Office  and  the  State  Bureau  of  Investigation,  acting  on 
information  provided  by  concerned  citizens  and  the  Office  of  State  Archaeology. 

Educational  activities  of  the  section  included  participation  in  the  "Hands-on 
Rehab"  workshop  held  in  Hickory  in  September,  1989,  and  sponsored  by  the 
section,  the  Historic  Preservation  Foundation  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  National 
Trust  for  Historic  Preservation;  cosponsorship  with  the  North  Carolina  Depart- 
ment of  Transportation  of  environmental  review  workshops  for  state  and  federal 
highway  agencies,  private  consulting  firms,  and  architectural  historians,  in  light 
of  the  proposed  $9.3  billion  dollar  highway  improvement  package;  and  conduct  of 
a workshop  for  National  Register  consultants.  Other  educational  activities  in- 
cluded Archaeology  Month  1989;  archaeological  exhibits  at  the  North  Carolina 
State  Fair;  observance  of  Historic  Preservation  Week  in  1989  and  1990;  and  the 
publication  of  three  issues  of  the  North  Carolina  Historic  Preservation  Office 
Newsletter. 

Section  members  continued  their  participation  in  national  organizations 
relating  to  archaeology  and  historic  preservation.  The  section  administrator  con- 
tinued to  serve  on  the  board  of  directors  of  the  National  Conference  of  State  Historic 
Preservation  Officers. 


ADMINISTRATION  BRANCH 
Federal  Grant  Program 

The  North  Carolina  share  of  the  federal  Historic  Preservation  Fund  (HPF), 
administered  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  the  Interior,  rose  from  $985,761  in  the 
previous  two-year  period  to  $1,178,901  in  1988-1990,  an  increase  of  19.6  percent. 
Despite  mounting  salary  and  operating  expenses,  the  additional  grant  monies 
helped  in  the  purchase  of  automated  data-processing  equipment  for  the  agency  and 
also  helped  to  provide  subgrant  awards  to  local  governments  and  historical  or- 
ganizations throughout  the  state. 

A total  of  $162,500  in  matching  subgrant  funds  was  awarded  to  29  projects, 
including  7 archaeology  projects  and  22  nonconstruction  projects  involving  ar- 
chitectural resources.  Grant  funds  reserved  for  Certified  Local  Governments 
(CLGs)  accounted  for  21  projects,  or  72  percent  of  the  subgrants.  CLG  activities 
funded  included  8 architectural  surveys;  7 projects  for  nominations  to  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places;  3 archaeological  investigations;  and  1 each  for  a 
preservation  plan,  architectural  design,  and  a historic-district  brochure  respec- 
tively. As  in  previous  years,  the  section  conducted  a workshop  on  the  administration 
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of  federal  grant  funds  and  participated  with  the  secretary  of  Cultural  Resources  in 
presenting  award  certificates  to  grant  recipients.  A list  of  HPF  grants  can  be  found 
in  Appendix  VII. 

Federal  Lighthouse  Fund  grants  provided  $66,500  in  subgrant  monies  for 
maritime  preservation  during  the  three-year  duration  of  the  fund  (1988-1990). 
Projects  included  lighthouse  restoration  at  Bald  Head  Island  and  Ocracoke,  as  well 
as  the  exterior  rehabilitation  of  a lighthouse  keeper’s  dwelling  at  Corolla. 

State  Grant  Program 

Because  of  a legislative  trend  toward  eliminating  the  state’s  discretionary 
grants  program,  only  14  projects  funded  by  special  legislative  appropriations  for 
historic  preservation  were  administered  during  the  reporting  period,  a reduction 
of  64  percent  from  the  prior  biennium.  Despite  the  addition  of  2 projects  approved 
by  the  1988  General  Assembly,  only  6 state-funded  projects  remained  with  grant 
balances  at  the  end  of  the  biennium,  57  percent  fewer  than  at  the  beginning  of  the 
biennium.  For  the  first  time  since  1963,  no  special  appropriations  were  made  for 
preservation  projects  in  1989. 

Among  the  14  projects  administered,  9 projects,  or  64  percent,  involved  the 
restoration  of  historic  buildings,  while  2 others  were  for  architectural  surveys,  2 
were  for  archaeological  investigations,  and  1 was  designated  for  the  endangered 
properties  revolving  fund  operated  by  the  Historic  Preservation  Foundation  of 
North  Carolina,  Inc.  Lists  of  state-funded  projects  administered  during  the  bien- 
nium can  be  found  in  Appendix  VIII. 

Computerization 

Entry  of  archaeological  sites,  historic  structures,  and  tax-act  projects  con- 
tinued apace,  with  all  tax-act  information  from  1979-1984  being  proofed  and 
available  for  UBe.  In  December,  1989,  a major  purchase  of  personal  computers, 
printers,  and  software  resulted  in  delivery  of  at  least  two  personal  computers  and 
a printer  to  each  branch  and  regional  office.  With  the  existing  computer  inventory, 
thiB  purchase  helped  existing  staff  deal  with  an  increased  work  load. 

Environmental  Review 

Approximately  5,200  requests  for  review  and  comment  under  Section  106  of 
the  National  Historic  Preservation  Act  of  1966,  North  Carolina  General  Statute 
121-12(a),  and  North  Carolina  Executive  Order  XVI  were  handled.  Reasons  for  this 
400-project  increase  include  the  state’s  sustained  economic  development,  im- 
plementation of  the  Department  of  Transportation’s  $9.3  billion  State  Highway 
Trust  Fund,  and  efforts  by  the  section  to  provide  information  on  historic  properties 
earlier  in  project  and  land-use  planning. 

In  anticipation  of  the  deluge  of  North  Carolina  Department  of Transportation 
(NCDOT)  projects  requiring  review  under  federal  and/or  state  laws,  the  section 
developed  survey  report  guidelines  for  architectural  and  historic  properties  and 
revised  the  archaeological  report  guidelines.  Workshops  to  explain  the  environ- 
mental review  process  to  consulting  engineering  firms  and  architectural  historians 
doing  work  for  NCDOT  were  held  in  May  and  August,  1989,  respectively.  In  June, 
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1990,  a Memorandum  of  Agreement  was  concluded  among  NCDOT,  the  North 
Carolina  Department  of  Cultural  Resources,  and  the  North  Carolina  Department 
of  Environment,  Health,  and  Natural  Resources  to  address  coordination  of 
highway  project  review,  establish  three  time-limited  positions  within  the  section 
to  handle  the  increased  work  load,  and  provide  storage  space  for  archaeological 
materials  resulting  from  surveys  and  data  recovery.  The  section  also  participated 
in  a pilot  Geographic  Information  System  (GIS)  project  for  designing  more  environ- 
mentally sensitive  highways.  GIS  allows  the  overlaying  of  information  about 
historic  resources,  natural  areas,  land  use,  and  ownership  to  be  used  to  design 
highway  corridors  that  would  have  the  least  environmental  impact. 

Close  coordination  with  federal  and  state  agencies  continued  and  was 
marked  by  the  submittal  of  many,  more  complex,  projects  requiring  long-range 
planning  and  follow-up  consultation;  examples  of  these  projects  include  the 
development  of  historic  preservation  plans  for  Department  of  Defense  installa- 
tions, watershed  planning  with  the  Soil  Conservation  Service,  and  timber  sales 
with  the  UJ3.  Forest  Service.  Pursuant  to  Section  106  of  the  National  Historic 
Preservation  Act,  twenty-one  Memorandums  of  Agreement  were  signed,  including 
six  Programmatic  Agreements  for  Community  Development  Block  Grant  and 
Rental  Rehabilitation  programs  in  communities  across  the  state.  These  agree- 
ments establish  a rehabilitation  review  process  that  is  teaching  local  officials  to 
understand  and  apply  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior’s  Standards  to  rehabilitation 
work  in  historic  districts. 

The  number  of  cases  reviewed  by  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Commission 
also  showed  a marked  increase  because  of  the  Department  of  Administration’s 
plans  to  demolish  Raleigh’s  Vance  Apartments,  build  a parking  deck  on  the  site  of 
the  Raleigh  and  Gaston  Railroad  roundhouse  complex  in  Raleigh,  and  revise  the 
landscaping  plan  for  the  State  Capitol  in  conjunction  with  the  installation  of  a new 
Veterans  Memorial.  The  demolition  of  two  Statesville  houses  by  Mitchell  Com- 
munity College  and  the  relocation  of  the  Rains  House  in  New  Bern  to  allow  the 
expansion  of  the  Carteret-Craven-Pamlico  Regional  Library  also  required  recom- 
mendations from  the  Historical  Commission.  In  the  latter  case  the  development  of 
a precedent-setting  Memorandum  of  Agreement  between  the  State  Library  and  the 
Historical  Commission  established  an  alternative  procedure  for  resolving  or 
mitigating  the  adverse  effect  of  state-sponsored  projects  on  historic  properties. 


Research 

During  the  biennium  the  historical  researcher  wrote  reports  on  tobacco 
production  and  marketing  in  eastern  North  Carolina;  the  construction  of  public 
schoolhouses  in  North  Carolina,  1900-1930;  Zion  Hill  Cemetery;  Conrad  Hill  and 
Dodge  Hill  mines;  Baker  Cemetery;  the  Battle  of  Macintyre’s  Farm;  the  abandoned 
community  of  Lukens;  and  the  Hillsborough  Military  Academy.  He  also  wrote  the 
historical  component  for  the  National  Register  nomination  of  Masonboro  Sound 
Historic  District.  He  conducted  research  on  the  John  Peterson  House,  the  John  W. 
McElrqy  House,  Mitchell  County  agriculture,  the  Robertson  Cemetery,  the  first 
North  Carolina  capitol,  the  oldest  Confederate  widow  in  North  Carolina,  the 
Peabody  School,  the  founding  of  the  North  Carolina  Association  for  the  Preserva- 
tion of  Antiquities,  and  N orth  Carolina  prisoners  at  Johnson’s  Island  Prison  Camp . 
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The  historical  researcher  prepared  a response  to  the  National  Park  Service  con- 
cerning potential  National  Historic  Landmark  sites  in  the  state  related  to  the 
theme  of  native  Americans  and  European  colonial  settlement.  He  prepared  a 
brochure  on  sites  relating  to  women’s  history  in  North  Carolina  for  the  Museum  of 
History  and  provided  research  for  its  forthcoming  North  Carolina  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame  exhibit  He  reviewed  sixteen  essays  or  reports  relating  to  National  Register 
nominations. 


ARCHAEOLOGY  BRANCH 
(OFFICE  OF  STATE  ARCHAEOLOGY) 

Archaeology  Month  1989  included  lectures  and  workshops  at  regional 
museums,  a legislative  reception  sponsored  by  the  Friends  of  North  Carolina 
Archaeology  (FNCA),  and  a premiere  of  the  public  television  video  “Archaeology  in 
North  Carolina.*  More  than  25,000  people  visited  yearly  State  Fair  exhibits;  the 
1988  effort  won  a Governor’s  Award.  Office  of  State  Archaeology  (OSA)  staff 
provided  193  talks  or  lectures  to  more  than  7,600  individuals  on  topics  ranging 
from  Indian  village  excavations  and  Civil  War  shipwrecks  to  historic  Moravian 
garden  archaeology.  The  FNCA  presented  annual  Joffre  Lanning  Coe  awards  to 
Lewis  Edwards  of  Asheboro  for  Randolph  Community  College’s  public  archaeology 
program  and  to  Jerry  Dunn  of  Wilmington  for  his  work  in  preserving  North 
Carolina’s  maritime  history.  Additional  efforts  included  a new  photographic  dis- 
play on  underwater  archaeology  and  a law  enforcement  seminar  on  protection  of 
human  burial  sites. 

A new  underwater  archaeology  display  building  has  attracted  more  than 
93,000  visitors  since  it  opened  in  November,  1988.  The  Underwater  Archaeology 
Unit  (UAU)  participated  in  the  Twentieth  Annual  Conference  on  Underwater 
Archaeology  (Baltimore)  at  Marine  Expo  ’89;  SEAS  90;  and  the  Smithsonian-spon- 
sored “Community  Classroom,”  a teachers’  trade  fair  for  southeastern  North 
Carolina. 

Major  field  archaeology  projects  included  the  new  North  Carolina  Museum 
of  History  site  in  Raleigh  and  Quaker  Meadows  in  McDowell  County.  Other  work 
included  the  nineteenth-century  black  freedmen’s  community  at  James  City 
(Craven  County)  and  cooperative  ventures  with  the  Operation  Raleigh  program. 
Field  site  inspections  and  excavations  totaled  304  (see  Appendix  IX). 

Technical  assistance  was  provided  to  Duke  Power  Company,  Carolina  Power 
and  Light  Company,  Alcoa,  the  city  of  Fayetteville,  the  Outer  Banks  History 
Center,  the  North  Carolina  Veterans  Memorial  Commission,  the  Historic  Sites 
Section,  the  USS  North  Carolina  Battleship  Commission,  and  the  governor’s 
working  group  on  Mobil  Oil’s  offshore  drilling  plan.  Some  913  requests  for  technical 
assistance  or  consultation  occurred  during  the  biennium.  Considerable  technical 
and  budget  support  was  required  for  the  division’s  regional  history  site  projects  at 
Quaker  Meadows,  Fort  Branch,  and  Harmony  Hall  in  Kinston.  OSA  also  assisted 
the  National  Park  Service  (NPS)  in  its  National  Historic  Landmark  studies  of  the 
12,000-year-old  Hardaway  site  in  Stanly  County,  which  was  designated  a 
landmark  in  June,  1990.  OSA  staff  members  participated  in  an  NPS  public  meeting 
in  Beaufort  on  the  1987  Abandoned  Shipwreck  Protection  Act,  and  the  state 
archaeologist  organized  a similar  meeting  at  the  National  Conference  of  State 
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Historic  Preservation  Officers  meeting  in  Richmond,  Virginia.  The  Western  Office 
archaeologist  assisted  NPS  and  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Environment, 
Health,  and  Natural  Resources  with  the  DeSoto  Trail  study.  Other  organizations 
aided  included  the  National  Association  of  State  Archaeologists,  the  Government 
Affaire  Committee  of  the  Society  for  American  Archaeology,  the  Sierra  Club,  the 
Southeastern  Archaeological  Conference,  and  the  state  Maritime  History  Council. 

A dramatic  increase  in  environmental  review  responsibilities  developed  from 
the  1989  state  highway  funding  act.  These  responsibilities  involved  a larger 
number  of  complex  project  plans;  more  coordination  with  the  North  Carolina 
Department  of  Transportation  staff  and  consultants;  review  of  more  technical 
reports;  and  processing  of  greater  numbers  of  site  records,  maps,  and  project  files. 
Other  review  duties  continued  under  federal  and  state  regulations  for  the  U.S. 
Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  the  U.S.  Forest  Service,  NPS,  and  the  Department  of  the 
Army;  state  agencies  such  as  Parks  and  Recreation,  Land  Quality,  and  Coastal 
Management;  and  various  local  organizations  and  municipalities.  Federal  and 
state  projects  reviewed  by  OSA  totaled  3,624  during  the  biennium  and  resulted  in 
the  identification  and  investigation  of  1,679  prehistoric,  historic,  and  maritime 
archaeological  sites. 

Much  effort  was  given  to  gaining  passage  of  House  Bill  153  in  the  1989 
General  Assembly.  This  involved  several  bill  redrafts,  as  well  as  appearances  by 
the  state  archaeologist  before  House  committees  and  conferences  with  legislators. 
H.B.  153  would  have  enhanced  protection  of  archaeological  resources  on  state  lands 
and  in  state  waters  and  reconstituted  a citizens’  advisory  body  for  the  state 
archaeology  program.  Despite  strong  support  from  FNCA,  the  Commission  of 
Indian  Affaire,  and  other  parties,  H.B.  153  failed  by  one  vote  to  win  passage  by  a 
House  judiciary  committee.  Negotiations  with  organizations  involved  in  relic 
hunting  negated  their  opposition  to  the  bill  and  may  yield  a broader  base  of  public 
support  for  future  legislative  endeavors. 

Other  administrative  efforts  went  into  preparing  personnel  reclassification 
forms  and  revised  job  descriptions  for  OSA  staff.  Requests  for  critically  needed 
artifact  storage  and  research  space  were  forwarded  to  section  and  division  ad- 
ministrators on  a frequent  basis. 

OSA-administered  grant  projects  involved  studies  of  historic  pottery  kilns; 
Cherokee,  Algonquian,  and  Catawba  Indian  village  sites;  aboriginal  lithic  (stone) 
quarries;  historic  Cherokee  farmsteads;  and  possible  sites  of  contact  between 
Spanish  and  Indian  people  in  the  sixteenth  century.  Counties  involved  included 
Yadkin,  Surry,  Gaston,  Robeson,  Perquimans,  Pasquotank,  Buncombe,  Stanly, 
Hyde,  McDowell,  and  Cherokee. 

The  OSA  volunteer  program  led  to  public  involvement  in  numerous  field  and 
laboratory  activities,  resulting  in  donations  of 9,600  hours  to  tasks  that  otherwise 
would  have  been  impossible  to  accomplish.  Cooperation  among  the  OSA,  the  Rowan 
County  sheriffs  department,  and  the  State  Bureau  of  Investigation  led  to  success- 
ful prosecutions  of  two  individuals  in  June,  1989,  for  violations  of  the  Unmarked 
Human  Burial  and  Human  Skeletal  Remains  Protection  Act  Substantial  fines, 
suspended  prison  sentences,  community  service,  and  probationary  terms  were 
handed  down  for  illegal  sales  and  public  exhibition  of  Indian  skeletal  remains. 
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Two  seasons  of  excavations  at  the  Cane  River  Middle  School  site  (Yancey 
County)  yielded  invaluable  information  on  ancestral  Cherokee  village  life.  Reburial 
of  a human  skeleton  from  the  site  followed  long  negotiations  with  local  Indians  and 
the  Eastern  Band  of  Cherokee  and  marks  the  first  reinterment  of  Indian  skeletal 
remains  under  the  burial  law  since  its  passage  in  1981. 

After  a six-month  study  of  shipwreck  parks,  recommendations  were  made  in 
May,  1990,  to  designate  the  USS  Huron , which  was  lost  in  1877  during  a storm  off 
Nags  Head,  as  the  state’s  first  shipwreck  preserve.  Plans  are  being  formulated  with 
the  U.S.  Navy  and  the  town  of  Nags  Head  to  open  the  park  in  the  spring  of  1991. 

Artifact  collection  and  records  management  persisted  as  problems  for  the 
OS  A in  the  1990s,  especially  with  the  increased  pace  of  data  recovery  under  agency 
programs  such  as  that  of  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Transporta- 
tion/Federal Highway  Administration.  Other  concerns  included  deficiencies  in 
Cultural  Resources  Evaluation  Program  data  files  on  23,000  archaeological  sites. 
Lack  of  staff  for  increased  review  duties  reduced  abilities  to  meet  public  assistance 
requests. 


RESTORATION  BRANCH 

During  the  biennium  planning  for  the  Ocracoke  Lighthouse  restoration  was 
completed,  as  was  interior  repainting  and  cleaning.  At  Bald  Head  Lighthouse 
exterior  stabilization  and  repairs  to  the  masonry  and  stucco  were  undertaken, 
repairs  were  made  to  the  roof  and  lan thorn,  and  new  sash  windows  and  door  were 
installed.  Exterior  shutter  repair  and  installation  was  completed  on  the  Currituck 
Lighthouse  keeper’s  quarters. 

As  reported  above,  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly  reduced  its  special 
appropriations  to  local  governments  and  nonprofit  corporations  for  historic  preser- 
vation projects  in  the  biennium,  and  all  except  two  of  the  state  grants-in-aid  were 
direct  legislative  grants  and  were  not  made  through  the  Department  of  Cultural 
Resources.  However,  many  of  the  direct  grant  recipients  requested  and  received 
technical  services  offered  by  the  restoration  specialists.  Technical  information  was 
given  1,333  times  to  project  architects  and  contractors,  and  68  of  the  state  grant- 
in-aid  preservation  projects  were  monitored  one  or  more  times  for  a total  of  1,868 
times.  For  a complete  listing  of  state  grant-in-aid  projects,  See  Appendix  XII. 
Projects  that  were  completed,  or  for  which  major  work  was  accomplished,  are  as 
follows: 

Northeastern  Region.  Architectural  and  construction  documents  for  the  res- 
toration of  the  Chowan  County  Courthouse  in  Edenton  were  completed  and  Phase 
I work  was  undertaken.  Cleaning  and  repainting  of  the  Sharber  Building  in 
Elizabeth  City  was  completed.  Plans  were  completed  and  construction  began  for 
the  Roanoke/Chowan  Regional  Educational  Center  at  Hope  Plantation  near 
Windsor.  The  first  floor  of  the  Asa  Biggs  House  in  Williamston  was  completed  and 
occupied  by  the  Martin  County  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Renovation  of  the  Old 
Swain  School  Auditorium  in  Edenton  was  completed;  the  remainder  of  the  school 
was  rehabilitated  into  housing  for  the  elderly. 

Southeastern  Region.  Projects  completed  during  the  period  included  roof 
work  at  the  Orange  Street  School  in  Fayetteville,  interior  restoration  at  St.  Thomas 
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Church  in  Wilmington,  roof  repairs  at  Spring  Hill  in  Raleigh,  and  the  rehabilita- 
tion/restoration of  Thalian  Hall  in  Wilmington.  The  latter  was  opened  in  March, 
1990,  as  a performing  arts  center.  The  Wayne  County  Museum  completed  interior 
restoration  and  was  opened  to  the  public  as  a county  history  museum. 

Southern  Piedmont  Region.  The  exterior  restoration  of  the  Chatham  County 
Courthouse  in  Pittsboro  was  completed  in  the  fall  of  1989,  and  the  interior 
rehabilitation  was  begun  in  the  summer  of 1990.  The  Davidson  County  Courthouse 
in  Lexington  was  made  accessible  to  the  handicapped  with  the  construction  of  a 
ramp  on  the  exterior  and  the  addition  of  an  elevator  on  the  interior,  and  exterior 
restoration  was  completed  in  the  spring  of  1990.  A World  War  I museum  was 
completed  at  the  Dowd  House  in  Charlotte.  The  Page-Walker  Hotel  in  Cary  exterior 
restoration,  including  the  reconstruction  of  the  historic  original  porch,  was  com- 
pleted in  the  summer  of  1989.  The  stabilization  of  Rosedale  in  Charlotte  was 
completed  in  the  spring  of  1990,  and  exterior  restoration  work  was  begun. 

Northern  Piedmont  Region.  The  Alexander  Dickson  House  in  Hillsborough 
was  dedicated  in  April,  1989,  and  will  serve  as  the  offices  for  the  local  chamber  of 
commerce  and  visitors’  center.  Renovations  to  courthouses  in  Granville  and  Iredell 
counties  were  completed.  The  rehabilitation  of  the  old  Statesville  City  Hall,  begun 
in  1983,  was  completed  in  1989.  Exterior  restoration  of  the  Parsonage  in  Hickory, 
which  will  serve  as  offices  for  the  Hickory  Landmarks  Society,  was  completed.  The 
stained-glass  windows  at  historic  St  Joseph’s  AME  Church  in  Durham  were 
completely  restored.  Construction  of  an  addition  to  historic  St.  Joseph’s  was 
undertaken. 

Western  Region.  Completed  work  included  rehabilitation  of  the  Farm  House 
and  the  Rock  House  at  the  John  C.  Campbell  Folk  School  in  Brasstown;  renovation 
of  the  main  floor  of  the  YMI  Building  in  Asheville;  restoration  of  the  early 
twentieth-century  storefronts  of  the  Saluda  City  Hall;  rehabilitation  of  the  Jones 
House  in  Boone  to  serve  as  a cultural  arts  center;  and  rehabilitation  and  adaptive 
reuse  of  the  Cranberry  School  in  Avery  County,  which  will  also  serve  as  a cultural 
arts  center. 

The  Restoration  Branch  staff  reviewed  plans  and  specifications  for  45  state- 
owned  National  Register  properties  under  G.S.  121-12(a)  and  provided  technical 
services  for  84  properties  202  times.  Many  of  the  state-owned  building  projects 
required  a considerable  amount  of  staff  time.  These  included  the  State  Capitol 
landscape  plan,  the  Old  Health  Building,  and  Spring  Hill  in  Raleigh;  the  Tap  Room 
in  Halifax;  the  Palmer-Marsh  House  in  Bath;  the  keeper’s  quarters  at  the  Currituck 
Lighthouse  in  Corolla;  and  Broughton  Hospital  in  Morgan  ton. 

Plans  and  specifications  were  reviewed  for  254  environmental  review 
projects,  and  technical  information  was  provided  for  301  projects  a total  of  318 
times,  which  was  a considerable  increase  over  the  131  environmental  review 
projects  advised  or  reviewed  during  the  previous  biennium. 

Local  consultation  services  for  municipal  and  county  government  agencies 
and  for  private  individuals  continued  to  be  a popular  main  work  item  for  the  branch 
staff.  Technical  advice  was  provided  a total  of 4,360  times  to  state-owned,  environ- 
mental review,  tax-act,  and  local  consultation  projects  in  99  counties.  This  repre- 
sented an  increase  from  3,710  in  96  counties  during  the  previous  biennium.  Mayor

local  projects  included  Bellemonte  in  Nash  County;  the  Robert  Cleveland  Log 
House  in  Wilkesboro;  the  Coor-Gaston  House  in  New  Bern;  the  Moss-Johnson  Farm 
in  Henderson  County;  the  Walter  Reed  House  in  Hertford  County;  and  the  Union 
Tavern  in  Milton,  Caswell  County. 

The  tax-act  coordinator,  restoration  specialists,  survey  specialists,  branch 
head,  and  section  head  continued  to  review  Historic  Preservation  Certification 
Applications  Part  1— Evaluation  of  Significance,  Part  2 — Description  of  Rehabilita- 
tion, and  Part  3— Request  for  Certification  of  Completed  Work  for  owners  applying 
for  file  20  percent  federal  investment  tax  credits  under  the  Tax  Reform  Act  of  1986 
for  historic  preservation  tax  projects.  During  the  biennium,  tax-act  information 
packets  were  sent  to  304  individual  owners  and  other  interested  parties,  and  240 
Part  1,  Part  2,  and  Part  3 applications  were  reviewed.  One  hundred  and  twenty-two 
historic  buildings  in  36  counties  were  being  rehabilitated  under  the  tax  act  for  use 
as  apartments,  assembly  halls,  banks,  commercial  and  industrial  sites,  hotels  and 
inns,  offices,  restaurants,  and  retail  shops.  The  projects  generated  an  estimated 
$67,060,628  in  private  investment.  The  average  project’s  estimated  cost  was 
$598,756.  For  a listing  of  tax  incentive  projects,  see  Appendix  XIII. 

SURVEY  AND  PLANNING  BRANCH 

Survey  activity  continued  to  be  intense  through  the  biennium.  Though 
federal  funding  for  grants  for  architectural  survey  projects  did  not  increase  and  in 
fact  was  reduced  by  other  program  demands,  local  funding  sources  played  a greater 
roll  in  survey  initiatives.  Major  survey  projects  were  undertaken  in  nine  counties 
and  twelve  municipalities.  Three  architectural  survey  publications  were  issued 
during  the  biennium:  The  Historic  Architecture  of  New  Bern  and  Craven  County, 
North  Carolina,  by  Peter  Sandbeck;  On  the  Shores  of  the  Pasquotank:  The  Architec- 
tural Heritage  of  Elizabeth  City  and  Pasquotank  County,  North  Carolina , by 
Thomas  R.  Butchko;  and  The  Architectural  Heritage  of  Greenville,  North  Carolina, 
by  Michael  Cotter,  Kate  M.  Ohno,  and  Mary  Hollis  Barnes.  Additional  survey 
publications  on  Gates,  Chatham,  and  Union  counties  are  scheduled  to  appear  early 
in  the  next  biennium.  The  survey  and  National  Register  program  generated  2,134 
rolls  of  photographic  film  and  10,384  photographic  prints  for  National  Register 
nominations  and  publications;  these  were  processed  by  the  staff  photographer  and 
accessioned  by  the  photography  clerk. 

National  Register  activity  remained  at  a high  level.  One  hundred  forty-nine 
new  listings  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  were  achieved  in  the 
biennium,  including  31  historic  district  listings,  with  nominations  submitted  from 
41  counties.  This  represents  a slight  increase  over  the  previous  biennium.  Multiple 
property  listing  nominations  were  submitted  for  Catawba,  Granville,  and  Onslow 
counties.  Other  mcgor  multiple  nomination  projects  of  key  districts  and  properties 
were  completed  for  the  towns  of  Kinston,  Mocksville,  and  Hendersonville. 

While  owners  of  private  property  continue  to  seek  National  Register  desig- 
nation for  the  honor  of  such  listing,  growing  public  interest  in  the  protections 
afforded  by  listing  was  reflected  in  nc  'iinations  initiated  by  private  owners 
concerned  about  the  impact  of  highway  co;  ^truction  and  other  public  undertakings 
on  their  historic  properties.  Such  nominations  included  the  Spears  House  in 
Cabarrus  County,  the  Garner  Farm  in  Halifax  County,  the  Bryan-Bell  Farm  in 
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Jones  County,  and  the  Guilford  College  Historic  District  in  Greensboro.  Interest 
in  federal  investment  tax  credits  continued  to  generate  nominations  such  as  the 
Grimes  and  Church  Street  schools  in  Lexington,  the  Guilford  County  Office  and 
Court  Building  in  High  Point,  Hoskins  Mill  in  Charlotte,  and  the  James  Walker 
Nursing  School  Quarters  in  Wilmington. 

Through  its  preservation  planner,  Beth  Thomas,  the  Survey  and  Planning 
Branch  continued  to  advise  the  70  local  historic  preservation  commissions  active 
in  North  Carolina.  Seven  new  historic  properties/preservation  commissions  and 
three  new  historic  district  commissions  were  established  during  the  biennium.  The 
planner  conducted  workshops  for  local  commissions,  attended  public  hearings,  and 
reviewed  and  commented  on  126  local-designation  reports  or  revisions.  The  plan- 
ner played  a major  roll  in  statewide  workshops  conducted  for  commissions  in 
cooperation  with  the  Historic  Preservation  Foundation  of  North  Carolina  in  New 
Bern  in  1989  and  in  Salisbury  in  1990. 

The  branch  advised  local  commissions  of  changes  in  local  preservation 
legislation  authorized  by  the  1988  session  of  the  General  Assembly.  Staff  drafted 
policies  and  procedures  for  determining  statewide  significance  of  historic  proper- 
ties under  the  new  law,  which  authorizes  local  commissions  to  deny  certificates  of 
appropriateness  for  the  demolition  of  properties  determined  to  be  of  statewide 
significance  by  the  state  historic  preservation  officer.  Three  requests  for  determina- 
tion of  statewide  significance  were  handled  by  the  staff. 

The  branch  continued  working  with  the  expanding  Certified  Local  Govern- 
ment (CLG)  program.  Five  new  localities  were  certified  during  the  biennium, 
bringing  the  total  number  to  twenty-three.  The  new  CLGs  are  the  city  of  Durham, 
Transylvania  County,  New  Bern,  Greenville,  and  Elizabeth  City. 

Staff  members  conducted  117  lectures  and  public  meetings  on  aspects  of 
North  Carolina's  architectural  history  and  its  preservation  programs.  In  addition, 
they  made  206  field  visits  to  historic  properties  and  provided  almost  3,000  consul- 
tations in  response  to  public  requests  for  information  and  assistance  relating  to 
historic  properties  and  their  preservation.  A workshop  for  National  Register 
consultants  and  survey  principal  investigators  was  held  in  Raleigh  in  December, 
1989.  At  this  workshop  staff  introduced  the  new  survey  manual,  North  Carolina 
Historic  Preservation  Office  Survey  Manual:  Instructions  for  Recording  Historic 
Properties , edited  by  Margaret  Ruth  Little. 

EASTERN  OFFICE 

The  Eastern  Office  continued  to  develop  and  expand  its  role  in  survey  and 
National  Register  programs  in  the  region.  Staff  of  the  Eastern  Office  handled 
approximately  400  public  inquiries,  provided  14  tours  of  the  Humber  House,  and 
presented  25  programs  on  topics  ranging  from  "Rural  Preservation  Issues  in 
Eastern  North  Carolina*  to  “Die  Georgian  Architecture  of  the  Coastal  Plain"  to 
"Historic  Preservation  in  Greenville." 

New  brochures  were  developed  to  describe  the  services  of  the  Eastern  Office 
and  to  provide  visitors  to  the  Humber  House  with  a brief  history  and  description. 
Two  computers  and  a VCR  unit  and  monitor  were  added  to  the  office’s  equipment. 
In  addition,  the  office’s  capability  to  carry  out  historic  paint  color  research  was 
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expanded  considerably  by  the  acquisition  of  a tri-ocular  microscope  and  a full  set 
of  Munsell  Color  Standards.  In  the  spring  of  1990  the  office  received  from  the  city 
of  Greenville  and  Pitt  County  $5,000,  with  which  to  fund  repairs  to  the  Humber 
House. 

Survey  activity  in  the  region  has  remained  strong  during  the  period  in  spite 
of  a reduction  in  legislative  funding  of  such  projects.  Rural  county  surveys  were 
completed  in  Halifax  and  Chowan  counties.  The  municipalities  survey  of  Pitt 
County  was  completed;  a similar  survey  of  the  municipalities  of  Halifax  County 
will  be  finished  in  late  1990.  The  survey  of  historic  areas  outside  the  Edenton 
Historic  District  was  completed.  National  Register  nominations  were  completed 
for  historic  districts  in  Ocracoke,  Kinston,  and  Plymouth.  The  office  also  supervised 
the  preparation  of  the  preservation  and  maintenance  plan  for  the  Old  Burying 
Ground  in  Beaufort. 

The  survey  projects  within  the  region  continue  to  result  in  the  production  of 
high-quality  survey  publications,  with  planning  assistance  and  support  provided 
by  office  staff.  New  publications  were  issued  for  New  Bern  and  Craven  County, 
Greenville,  and  Pasquotank  County.  Work  is  now  under  way  on  similar  books  for 
Gates  and  Pitt  counties  and  Edenton.

The  1988-1990  biennium  was  a time  of  deep  contrasts  and  could  well  be 
characterized  as  the  best  of  times  and  the  worst  of  times.  Some  problem  areas 
expanded  into  full-blown  crises.  At  the  same  time,  many  new  and  hopeful  develop- 
ments augured  well  for  the  future. 

One  major  area  of  concern  expressed  in  our  last  report  was  that  of  records 
preservation.  During  this  period  a truly  inclusive  framework  to  deal  with  preser- 
vation issues  was  built  through  the  establishment  of  the  North  Carolina  Preserva- 
tion Consortium,  Inc.  This  new  body,  which  is  composed  of  the  major  archival  and 
library  entities  in  the  state,  offers  great  hope  for  the  future.  It  was  formally 
organized  on  June  7, 1990,  at  a Durham  meeting. 

At  the  same  time  these  issues  attained  crisis  proportion  in  our  archives, 
problems  with  the  heating,  ventilation,  and  air  conditioning  (HVAC)  system 
continued— in  spite  of  major  efforts  at  system  overhaul  in  1989  and  1990.  The  result 
of  numerous  system  failures  has  been  the  outbreak  of  some  mold  in  our  collection. 
The  staff  has  developed  techniques  to  handle  this  problem  in  the  short  run,  but 
only  a completely  rebuilt  HVAC  system  offers  hope  of  dealing  with  this  issue 
permanently. 

Another  issue  of  long-term  concern  that  has  become  critical  is  our  shortage 
of  storage  space  for  records.  While  several  exciting  proposals  may  bear  fruit  to  bring 
us  out  of  this  crisiB,  the  situation  remains  difficult.  Both  the  State  Records  Center 
and  the  Archives  are  short  of  space.  At  one  point  in  1989  the  records  center  was 
forced  to  cut  services  in  order  to  deal  with  its  space  crunch.  This  resulted  in  the 
assignment  of  four  additional  staff  members  to  speed  records  disposals.  This  effort 
did  have  the  desired  effect  of  clearing  out  some  space  in  the  records  center.  Another 
short-term  solution  will  be  realized  when  the  Museum  of  History  vacates  the 
Archives  and  History/State  Library  Building.  The  reallocation  of  space  that  will 
result  from  that  move  should  provide  some  relief  to  this  problem.  Another  ex- 
pedient that  may  assist  in  this  regard  is  the  exploration  of  programmatic  changes 
such  as  the  regionalization  of  certain  services.  Much  time  was  spent  during  this 
biennium  exploring  alternatives.  By  mid-1990  these  alternatives  were  under  study 
by  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Commission. 

The  section  continued  its  participation  in  national  archival  associations.  A 
five-year  stint  on  behalf  of  the  National  Association  of  Government  Archives  and 
Records  Administrators  (NAGARA)  as  producer  of  the  organization’s  newsletter 
Clearinghouse  came  to  an  end  in  June,  1989.  The  state  archivist  continued  to  serve 
NAGARA  in  1989  and  1990  as  program  co-chairman,  and  in  1989  he  was  elected 
to  the  vice-presidency  of  the  Academy  of  Certified  Archivists.  In  addition,  Barbara  T. 
Cain  was  asked  to  serve  the  Society  of  American  Archivists  on  the  important 
Committee  on  Institutional  Evaluation.  Jesse  R.  Lankford,  Jr.,  served  on 
NAGARA’s  Program  Reporting  Standards  Committee.  In  1989  the  section  com- 
pleted the  text  for  Executive  Chamber  Records : A Guide  for  Governors , which  was 
subsequently  published  by  the  National  Governors  Association.  This  work  offers 
governors  advice  on  records  management  and  archival  issues  and  has  been  very 
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well  received  throughout  the  nation.  In  both  1989  and  1990  the  state  archivist  was 
a part  of  a program  for  advanced  archival  administrators  at  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh.  This  NAGARA-sponsored  project  involved  the  use  of  strategic  planning 
techniques  in  developing  an  electronic  records  program. 

An  important  event  discussed  fully  in  the  branch  reports  is  the  development 
and  implementation  of  automation  programs  in  the  agency.  Both  the  Records 
Center  Finding  Aids  System  (FAIDS)  program  in  the  Records  Services  Branch  and 
the  Manuscript  and  Archives  Reference  System  (MARS)  program  in  the  Archival 
Services  Branch  are  state-of-the-art  efforts  in  which  the  agency  has  established 
itself  as  a leader.  In  April,  1990,  the  MARS  program  was  formally  opened  for  patron 
use  in  the  Archives  Search  Room,  the  first  such  availability  in  any  major  archival 
facility  in  the  country. 

Another  important  matter  that  continued  to  be  problematic  during  the 
biennium  was  the  lack  of  funds  to  replace  outmoded  and  in  some  cases  inoperable 
equipment.  The  entire  section  is  afflicted  with  large  and  growing  equipment  needs. 

A long-awaited  event  occurred  in  early  1990  when  the  Office  of  State  Person- 
nel came  to  the  section  to  conduct  a full-scale  study  of  all  positions.  The  last  study 
was  done  in  1974,  and  an  updated  classification  system  is  sorely  needed. 

The  Friends  of  the  Archives,  Inc.,  the  nonprofit  support  group  that  assists 
the  section,  made  substantial  progress  during  the  period,  which  proved  to  be  the 
most  active  biennium  in  the  history  of  the  Friends  organization.  A new  gift,  the 
Yandle  Fund,  was  begun  to  support  records-preservation  activities.  A successful 
annual  meeting  was  held  in  the  Charlotte  area  at  Latta  Plantation  in  June,  1989. 
The  Friends  internships  continued  at  an  expanded  rate.  The  Friends  also  con- 
ducted a successful  fund-raising  drive  to  purchase  a long-lost  logbook  kept  by  the 
comandant  of  Fort  Fisher  during  the  Civil  War.  In  May,  1990,  a special  event 
honoring  Archie  K.  Davis  of  Winston-Salem  was  held  in  the  old  Senate  chamber  of 
the  State  Capitol.  Mr.  Davis  gave  a talk  titled  “What  the  Archives  of  North  Carolina 
Have  Meant  to  Me*  This  event  offered  a chance  for  the  Friends  to  honor  a truly 
unique  North  Carolinian. 

ARCHIVAL  SERVICES  BRANCH 

This  biennium  can  best  be  characterized  as  one  that  reflected  continued 
productivity,  innovation,  and  renovation  in  many  facets  of  branch  facilities,  opera- 
tions, services,  and  staffing.  Retirements,  leaves  of  absences,  important  reassign- 
ments, and  a number  of  well-deserved  promotions  produced  considerable  flux  and 
transition  in  staffing. 

To  compensate  for  the  reassignment  of  an  archivist  I in  the  Reference  Unit 
to  the  job  of  section  administrative  archivist,  a rotation  was  established  among  the 
other  branch  archivist  Ts  to  perform  reference  duties  one  day  per  week.  Another 
significant  change  in  staffing  occurred  in  January,  1989,  when  George  Stevenson, 
Jr.,  Search  Room  supervisor  for  more  than  eleven  years,  left  the  Reference  Unit  to 
join  the  Arrangement  and  Description  Unit  as  the  private  manuscript  archivist 
and  Charles  E.  Morris,  former  private  manuscript  archivist,  assumed  the  duties  of 
Search  Room  supervisor.  This  switch  in  assignments  was  part  of  continuing  efforts 
to  provide  lateral  mobility  within  the  branch. 
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The  effectiveness  and  productivity  of  branch  reference  services  are  manifest 
in  the  statistical  counts  for  the  reporting  period.  Researchers  visiting  the  Search 
Room  between  July  1, 1988,  and  June  30, 1990,  totaled  29,967.  In  carrying  out  their 
research  activities,  visitors  to  the  State  Archives  used  52,866  reels  of  microfilm  and 
88,697  boxes  or  bound  volumes.  The  staff  handled  2,853  telephone  requests, 
produced  2,393  typed  certified  copies,  provided  189,259  electrostatic  copies,  and 
answered  31,800  mailed  inquiries  (a  6 percent  increase)  from  throughout  North 
Carolina,  the  United  States,  and  several  foreign  countries.  Monetary  receipts 
declined  slightly  to  a total  of  $228,917.78.  This  2 percent  drop  chiefly  reflects  the 
loss  of  Barrow  lamination  services  formerly  available  to  the  public. 

The  Arrangement  and  Description  Unit  also  experienced  changes  in  super- 
vision brought  about  by  retirements,  promotions,  and  an  exchange  in  duties.  Most 
important  was  the  promotion  of  Ms.  Barbara  T.  Cain  to  archivist  III  and  supervisor 
of  the  unit  in  October  1989,  following  the  retirement  of  Paul  P.  Hoffman. 

Records  from  eighteen  county  governments  were  appraised,  arranged, 
described,  and  added  to  the  Archives’  holdings  by  the  local  records  subunit.  These 
totaled  68  volumes  and  346  boxes,  most  of  which  were  for  Chowan,  Duplin, 
Guilford,  Northampton,  Rowan,  Transylvania,  and  Union  counties.  For  a list  of 
local  records  accessioned,  see  Appendix  XVI,  item  2a.  An  additional  eleven  volumes 
and  three  boxes  of  records  were  received,  described,  and  accessioned  from  other 
than  official  sources  (CRX  records).  They  related  to  twelve  counties  but  primarily 
to  Brunswick,  Burke,  Chatham,  Halifax  (Edgecombe),  Lincoln,  Stokes,  and  War- 
ren. A complete  list  is  in  Appendix  XVI,  item  2b.  The  thirty-eight  volumes  and  195 
cubic  feet  of  records  received  from  the  counties  for  eventual  arrangement  and 
accessioning  are  listed  in  Appendix  XVI,  item  2c.  Local  records  subunit  archivists 
are  currently  working  on  records  of  Mecklenburg,  Union,  and  Pender  counties.  The 
finding  aids  for  three  counties  (Alamance,  Alexander,  and  Cabarrus)  were  entered 
by  an  intern  into  the  branch’s  automated  finding  aids  system;  they  describe  both 
original  and  microfilm  records. 

The  Btate  agency  subunit  made  excellent  use  of  the  computer  as  a tool  during 
the  biennium.  All  description  iB  now  done  in  the  Manuscript  and  Archives  Refer- 
ence System  (MARS),  and  the  computer  prints  out  folder  labels  and  the  final  finding 
aids.  The  completion  of  preliminary  computerized  finding  aids  for  all  unarranged 
state  agency  records  (ca.  15,000  cubic  feet)  was  especially  valuable  for  reference 
work  in  recent  records.  Moreover,  linkage  through  the  Prime  superminicomputer 
to  data  in  the  automated  systems  of  the  Records  Services  Branch  makes  it  possible 
to  track  state  agency  records  throughout  their  life  cycles. 

In  addition,  the  staff  of  the  state  agency  subunit  worked  on  several  long-term 
arrangement  and  description  projects,  including  Supreme  Court  Original  Cases, 
1930-1939;  Utilities  Commission,  1934-1969;  State  Board  of  Public  Wel- 
fare/Department of  Social  Services,  1868-1964;  and  General  Assembly  Session 
Records,  1900-1975.  The  subunit  also  continued  to  provide  archival  oversight  of 
the  Technical  Services  Branch  project  to  microfilm  and  describe  in  the  automated 
data  base  the  Secretary  of  State  Land  Grant  Records,  ca.  1720-1950.  A computer- 
generated  finding  aid  was  completed  for  the  Transportation  Advisory  Commission 
records,  1921-1940.  Work  began  on  the  Department  of  Justice,  Office  of  Attorney 
General,  Miscellaneous  Opinions,  1953-1969. 
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The  governor's-records  archivist  arranged  and  described  the  Press 
Secretary's  Files  and  the  records  of  the  Legal  Counsel's  Office  for  the  administra- 
tion (1977-1984)  of  Governor  James  B.  Hunt,  Jr.  The  Governor’s  Office  transferred 
302  cubic  feet  of  records  to  the  custody  of  the  Archives.  A list  of  all  state  agency 
records  accessioned  by  the  Archives  during  the  biennium  can  be  found  in  Appendix 
XVI,  item  1. 

The  collection  of  private  papers  was  further  enhanced  by  a number  of  fine 
acquisitions.  Twenty-three  new  private  collections  were  accepted,  and  additions 
were  made  to  seven  collections.  Nineteen  finding  aids  were  completed  during  the 
period.  A complete  list  of  the  private  papers  accessioned  can  be  found  in  Appendix 
XVI,  item  7. 

An  area  of  innovation  and  far-reaching  effect  has  been  the  continuing 
development  of  an  on-line  finding  aid  system  to  operate  through  the  Department 
of  Cultural  Resources'  Prime  4150  superminicomputer.  Since  October,  1983, 
branch  personnel,  in  cooperation  with  the  departmental  computer  manager,  have 
been  designing  an  automated  finding  aid  system  for  public  and  staff  use.  On 
November  1,  1988,  the  official  name  of  this  system  was  changed  from  FAIDS  to 
MARS. 


During  the  biennium,  the  number  of  records  described  in  MARS  grew  from 
45,934  to  99,730.  The  editing  of  old  finding  aids  for  entry  into  MARS;  the  prepara- 
tion of  new  ones  for  the  computer,  and  the  indexing,  proofreading,  and  correcting 
that  must  be  done  for  MARS  data  base  construction  require  manpower.  Despite 
shortages  of  staff  available  for  such  work,  considerable  headway  has  been  made. 

A hardcopy  printout  of  the  finding  aid  for  the  Transportation  Advisory 
Commission  and  catalog  cards  for  the  Map  Collection  were  among  the  initial 
reference  tools  produced  by  computer.  Other  automated  finding  aids  completed 
include  the  Secretary  of  State  Land  Records  for  Tennessee  and  for  Alamance 
through  Bladen  counties  in  North  Carolina,  the  Reginald  A.  Fessenden  Papers, 
and  the  scope  notes  at  the  series  level  for  county  records. 

The  Revolutionary  Army  Accounts  computer  project  was  completed  and 
prepared  for  microfiche  publication.  An  eighteenth-century  names-variations 
project  was  also  finished,  and  a hardcopy  printout  may  be  available  for  purchase 
in  file  next  biennium.  Also  devised  was  a program  whereby  selected  elements  of 
Records  Center  transfer  sheets  and  Archives  preliminary  acquisition  records  were 
merged  to  enable  the  Prime  superminicomputer  automatically  to  produce  a unified 
state  agency  transfer  form.  The  browse  indexes  on  MARS  were  standardized  to 
conform  to  the  Library  of  Congress  indexing  rules. 

Several  new  projects  were  initiated  on  a microcomputer  obtained  in  the  fall 
of  1988.  Many  of  file  daily  operations  of  the  branch,  as  well  as  some  reporting 
aspects  of  the  registrar's  duties,  were  greatly  facilitated  by  this  acquisition.  The 
National  Association  of  Government  Archives  and  Records  Administrators  Preser- 
vation Program  (GRASP)  software  was  installed  and  utilized  in  evaluating  the 
existing  preservation  program  of  the  State  Archives.  Primelink  software  was  added 
to  the  microcomputer,  permitting  direct  access  to  the  Prime  computer.  This  will 
provide  staff  access  to  MARS  and  the  department’s  personnel  and  budget  packages. 
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A prototype  patron-registration  program  for  Search  Room  visitors  was  developed 
and  installed  on  the  microcomputer  as  well. 

Growth  in  the  branch’s  nontextual  records  program  continued,  with  3,616 
reference  requests  for  audiovisual  and  iconographic  records  being  handled  and 
13,688  photographic  replications  being  furnished.  Volunteers  initiated  and  com- 
pleted the  arrangement  and  weeding  of  the  News  and  Observer  photographic 
negatives,  1938-1976.  Progress  continued  on  the  duplication  of  degenerating 
diacetate  negatives  in  the  Albert  Barden  Photograph  Collection. 

A productive  pace  of  activity  was  maintained  in  both  the  Biographical 
Directory  of  the  General  Assembly  and  the  Cemetery  Survey  projects.  Much  of  the 
time  of  the  archivist  in  charge  of  the  Biographical  Directory  was  spent  in  complet- 
ing the  reworking  and  description  of  the  General  Assembly  Session  Records, 
1919-1966.  A phenomenal  response  to  publicity  generated  by  the  Cemetery  Survey 
coordinator  marked  this  biennium.  A total  of  twenty-three  counties  either  joined 
or  rejoined  the  project  after  a period  of  inactivity.  The  current  number  of  participat- 
ing counties  stands  at  ninety-five.  Tyrrell  County  also  completed  its  survey, 
bringing  to  thirteen  the  total  number  of  counties  that  have  done  so. 

A March,  1988,  agreement  with  the  Genealogical  Society  of  Utah  to  conduct 
on-site  security/preservation  microfilming  continued  to  pay  substantive  dividends 
to  the  society  and  branch.  Mr.  Steve  Robison,  microfilmer  for  the  society,  finished 
filming  the  original  wills  and  was  up  to  Caldwell  County  in  the  original  estates 
papers  before  he  was  reassigned  to  the  Midwest  in  June,  1990.  Mr.  Nathan  E.  Ard 
will  replace  Mr.  Robison  on  this  project. 

Archival  Services  actively  continued  to  make  educational  and  training  op- 
portunities available  to  interested  college  and  university  students.  Each  spring, 
graduate  students  in  North  Carolina  State  University’s  archival  management 
program  complete  an  arrangement  and  description  practicum  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  state  archivist  and  assisted  by  the  private  collections  archivist.  The 
Friends  of  the  Archives  is  now  offering  two  paid  internships  each  year,  one  of  which 
was  provided  by  the  generosity  of  Dr.  Lenox  D.  Baker.  In  1988  an  Institute  of 
Government  intern  described  in  the  MARS  system  some  General  Assembly  records 
of  the  Revolutionary  period.  Such  programs  have  contributed  to  the  career  of  the 
student  as  well  as  the  overall  objectives  and  goals  of  the  branch. 

Renewed  emphasis  on  exhibits  and  outreach  continued  as  the  traveling 
exhibit  that  chronicled  North  Carolina’s  ratification  (November  21,  1789)  of  the 
federal  Constitution  completed  its  tour  of  the  state  in  June,  1989.  Additionally,  an 
attractive  directory  of  services  for  the  State  Archives  and  the  State  Library  was 
installed  in  the  main  lobby  of  the  Archives/Libraiy  Building  in  January,  1989.  The 
nineteenth  and  twentieth  Archives  Workshop  for  Beginning  Genealogists  were 
held  April  20-21,  1989,  and  April  19-20,  1990,  and  were  highly  praised  by  par- 
ticipants. 

Renovation  and  repair  work  on  our  HVAC  system  was  not  sufficient  to 
prevent  an  outbreak  of  mold,  which  was  discovered  in  the  stacks  in  February,  1990. 
The  problem  was  probably  caused  by  excessive  stack-area  humidity  resulting  from 
HVAC  system  failure  in  the  summer  of  1987  and  the  fall  of  1989.  A special  team 
of  archivists  and  conservation  technicians  systematically  located  affected  records

and  sent  items  to  the  Technical  Services  Conservation  Laboratory  for  treatment. 
Unfortunately,  about  330  boxes  and  volumes  from  Bertie,  Burke,  Catawba, 
Franklin,  Guilford,  Henderson,  and  Lincoln  counties  show  evidence  of  mold.  The 
survival  of  North  Carolina’s  heritage  contained  in  the  public  records  and  docu- 
ments in  Archives  custody  has  become  increasingly  jeopardized  by  the  environmen- 
tal instability  of  storage  conditions. 

As  with  previous  bienniums,  this  one  has  been  fraught  with  challenge  and 
replete  with  opportunity.  By  any  measure  it  has  been  a time  of  great  productivity 
and  significant  accomplishment,  especially  in  the  areas  of  automation  and  staff 
development.  All  of  this  augurs  well  for  the  next  biennium  and  the  years  beyond 
if  adequate  funding,  staffing,  and  facilities  in  support  of  the  branch’s  mission  are 
forthcoming. 


RECORDS  SERVICES  BRANCH 

During  this  period  the  State  Records  Center  reached  the  end  of  an  era  that 
began  with  the  opening  of  the  new  records  center  in  1975.  The  center,  which 
provides  almost  120,000  cubic  feet  of  records  storage,  was  finally  filled  to  capacity 
during  the  biennium.  Up  until  a few  years  ago,  it  was  possible  to  help  agencies  with 
critical  shortages  of  records-storage  space  by  permitting  transfer  of  records  a year 
or  so  in  advance  of  their  scheduled  transfer  date.  This  service  can  no  longer  be 
extended,  and  it  has  become  essential  that  records  schedules  be  scrupulously 
followed  in  transferring  records  to  the  center. 

Naturally,  this  filling  of  the  center  has  increased  the  number  of  requests  for 
records  searches  by  agencies.  Four  additional  records  center  clerk  positions  were 
added  during  August-November,  1989,  to  handle  the  growing  number  of  records 
searches,  to  remove  records  as  they  reached  the  scheduled  age  of  disposition,  and 
to  shelve  incoming  records. 

The  branch  was  the  recipient  of  a study  conducted  by  the  Office  of  Ad- 
ministrative Analysis,  Department  of  Administration.  The  analyst  team  studied 
methods  and  procedures  of  the  branch’s  work  routines  during  the  latter  part  of 
1989  and  made  its  report  at  year’s  end.  The  team  made  several  recommendations 
that  were  adopted  immediately,  and  others  will  be  implemented  in  the  future. 

The  application  of  computer  technology  to  the  work  of  the  branch  continued. 
As  the  period  closed,  all  microfilm  indexes  were  in  the  computer  at  least  partially, 
and  the  information  was  operational.  Only  one  meyor  program,  that  of  accounting 
for  each  cubic  foot  of  storage  space  in  the  center,  remains  to  be  entered.  This 
program  is  expected  to  be  fully  operational  during  the  next  biennium.  This  turn  to 
automation  has  made  it  possible  for  the  branch  to  increase  control  of  growing 
records  holdings  without  a corresponding  rise  in  staff. 

The  branch’s  records  management  analysts  made  more  than  750  consulta- 
tion and/or  assistance  visits  to  the  various  state  agencies.  They  were  involved  in 
several  micrographic  studies,  as  well  as  micrographic  consultations.  They 
scheduled  or  amended  the  schedules  for  almost  15,000  records  series  in  numerous 
state  agencies.  Branch  personnel  conducted  98  workshops  for  state  agency  person- 
nel in  files  and  filing,  records  management,  legal  and  ethical  considerations  of 
records-keeping,  and  effective  writing. 
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The  records  management  program  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  institu- 
tions of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  system  continued  at  an  even  pace.  Staff 
personnel  conducted  26  workshops  in  records  management,  in  files  and  filing,  and 
in  legal  and  ethical  responsibilities  of  records-keeping.  They  also  scheduled  or 
amended  existing  schedules  for  2,890  records  series. 

The  Scheduled  Disposition  of  Inactive  Records  (SDIR)  program  continued  its 
acceleration.  Sixteen  agencies  were  canvassed,  and  2,867  cubic  feet  of  records  were 
removed  according  to  schedule.  The  estimated  cost-avoidance  savings  in  office 
space  and  equipment  was  $200,000. 

During  the  period  46,690  cubic  feet  of  records  were  received  from  various 
state  agencies,  and  41,690  cubic  feet  were  either  destroyed  or  transferred  from  the 
center.  This  resulted  in  office  space  savings  of  more  than  $600,000  and  in  equip- 
ment savings  of  $1,144,000.  An  additional  $32,000  was  saved  by  the  destruction  of 
records  in  the  center. 

The  Department  of  Revenue  took  over  the  task  of  servicing  the  current 
individual  income  tax  records  stored  in  the  center.  These  records  were  transferred 
to  the  center  because  of  the  lack  of  storage  space  in  the  Revenue  Building.  They 
will  be  housed  in  the  new  Department  of  Revenue  building  when  that  structure  is 
completed  in  the  next  biennium.  Providing  services  to  other  state  agencies  whose 
records  are  stored  in  the  center  continued,  with  61,767  requests  received.  Personnel 
performed  70,338  searches  and  82,935  refiles. 

The  Local  Records  Unit  continued  its  work  with  counties  and  municipalities. 
Members  of  the  unit  made  almost  300  consultation  visits  or  calls  to  discuss  and 
update  schedules,  evaluate  microfilm  equipment  requisitions,  discuss  various 
problems  involved  in  records-keeping  work,  and  transfer  records  of  continuing 
historical  or  research  value  to  the  State  Archives  for  permanent  preservation. 
Branch  personnel  conducted  44  workshops  and  performed  148  micrographic  con- 
sultation visits  to  local  and  state  government  agencies.  They  made  several  presen- 
tations to  various  groups  of  local  officials  at  the  Institute  of  Government  and  at 
annual  conventions  of  state  and  local  officials.  They  also  served  on  committees  to 
determine  grant  awards  and  records  schedules  and  to  Btudy  equipment  feasibility. 

The  microfilming  of  permanently  valuable  records  in  local  courthouses  con- 
tinued to  be  seriously  affected  by  the  scarcity  of  travel  funds.  The  field  program 
microfilmed  2,539  volumes  of  records  on  1,353  reels  of  film  in  fourteen  counties. 
Original  records  were  transferred  from  eleven  counties  to  the  State  Archives,  most 
of  which  were  received  from  the  offices  of  the  clerks  of  Superior  Court. 

The  Central  Microfilming  Unit  filmed  for  security  3,416  reels  of  16mm  film 
and  237  reels  of  35mm  film  of  state  agency  records.  The  unit  filmed  1,880  volumes 
of  county  records  consisting  of  732  reels  of  16mm  film  and  228  reels  of  35mm  film 
and  308  volumes  of  municipal  records  from  68  municipalities  on  90  reels  of  16mm 
microfilm  and  2 reels  of  35mm  film.  In  addition,  it  filmed  74  volumes  of  records 
from  17  churches  on  13  reels  of  16mm  film  and  8 reels  of  35mm  film.  The  staff 
inspected  more  than  10,500  reels  of  security  and  preservation  microfilm  for  micro- 
scopic blemishes  and  other  signs  of  deterioration.  More  than  8,000  reels  of 
microfilm  produced  by  this  branch  and  other  agencies  were  proofread  for  accuracy. 
Staff  members  labeled,  listed,  and  filed  12,691  reels  of  local  records  microfilm  and 
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25,440  reels  of  state  agency  records.  They  also  produced  15,721  film-mounted 
aperture  cards  for  state  and  local  government  agencies. 

The  branch  has  continued  to  make  good  progress  in  its  areas  of  responsibility. 
These  accomplishments  have  been  realized  even  though  growing  difficulties  have 
influenced  the  results.  The  mayor  difficulties  that  affect  the  branch  are  the  lack  of 
space  in  which  to  store  inactive  state  agency  records,  the  continued  use  and 
deterioration  of  obsolete  equipment,  and  the  paucity  of  funds  to  carry  on  the 
program  for  North  Carolina’s  local  records. 

The  lack  of  space  in  which  to  store  and  service  semi-active  state  agency 
records  in  the  State  Records  Center  is  causing  severe  problems  in  many  agencies 
that  create  records  of  long-term  retention  and  which  depend  on  the  center  to  store 
them.  This  unavailability  of  space  to  accept  records  legitimately  scheduled  for 
transfer  to  the  center  prevents  the  branch  from  doing  its  work  fully  and  requires 
additional  state  funds  to  rent  commercial  storage. 

The  Central  Microfilming  Unit  serves  as  the  official  microfilming  supplier 
for  state  and  local  government  agencies.  The  philosophy  for  this  program  of  over 
forty  years’  standing  was  to  provide  excellent  equipment  at  a central  paint  at  which 
the  microfilming  needs  of  many  agencies  could  be  met,  thereby  foregoing  the 
necessity  for  all  agencies  to  buy  equipment.  This  idea  has  saved  the  state  countless 
dollars  over  the  years.  Unfortunately,  the  equipment  being  used  is  not  on  a 
replacement  schedule.  The  results  of  this  are  constant  breakdowns  and  the  conse- 
quential loss  of  staff  time,  the  acceptance  of  lower  quality  and  quantity  of  output, 
and  a growing  backlog  of  records  to  be  filmed.  The  failure  to  replace  equipment 
that  is  as  much  as  thirty  years  old  and  both  inefficient  and  uneconomical  to  operate 
prevents  the  enjoyment  of  benefits  resulting  from  advances  in  technology.  Such 
equipment,  used  to  create  an  enduring  copy  of  permanently  valuable  instruments, 
should  be  kept  on  a short  replacement  schedule  for  many  reasons. 

Transferal  to  the  custody  of  the  State  Archives  of  certain  records  of  enduring 
value  no  longer  needed  for  administrative  use  in  the  offices  of  the  county  clerks  of 
Superior  Court  is  seriously  affected  by  inadequate  travel  funds.  This  facet  of  the 
program  has  transferred  thousands  of  cubic  feet  of  records  valuable  for  research 
and  reference  from  crowded  courthouses,  thereby  making  space  for  current  records 
while  ensuring  the  survival  of  the  older  records. 

The  resolution  of  these  problems  will  enable  the  Records  Services  Branch  to 
carry  out  its  responsibilities  and  obligations  to  North  Carolina’s  state  and  local 
officials  and  to  its  citizens  as  well. 

TECHNICAL  SERVICES  BRANCH 

The  Technical  Services  Branch  continued  to  provide  technical  assistance  and 
production  support  in  the  areas  of  document  preservation,  micrographics  opera- 
tions, and  photographic  services.  All  units  responded  to  special  challenges  this 
biennium;  yet,  solid  progress  was  made  on  long-term  projects  and  commitments. 

Changing  technology,  limited  supplies,  and  significant  preservation  issues 
affected  the  work  of  the  Document  Conservation  Unit.  Although  there  had  been  a 
moratorium  on  lamination  orders  since  April,  1988,  staff  had  continued  to  perform 
limited  lamination  services  on  selected  documents  from  the  Archives  holdings; 
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however,  in  October,  1988,  the  limited  supply  of  archival -quality  cellulose  acetate 
was  exhausted,  and  the  lab  was  no  longer  able  to  conserve  any  documents  by  the 
Barrow  lamination  process.  The  staff  continued  to  perform  other  preservation 
treatments,  including  deacidification,  repair,  and  encapsulation  of  records.  The 
most  significant  achievement  was  the  encapsulation  of  1,091  embrittled  World 
War  I and  II  posters. 

In  February,  1990,  after  a review  of  recent  professional  literature  and  federal 
guidelines  on  the  use  of  ethylene  oxide  for  vacuum  fumigation,  the  state  archivist 
ordered  termination  of  this  process,  which  had  been  used  to  control  mold  and 
insects  in  paper  records.  In  the  same  month  Archives  staff  discovered  a major 
outbreak  of  mold  in  several  series  of  county  records.  Conservation  staff  immedi- 
ately began  cleaning  thousands  of  affected  records  using  nonchemical  means.  It  is 
estimated  that  it  will  take  the  staff  an  additional  six  months  to  complete  the 
cleaning  of  records  identified  as  mold-damaged. 

Work  on  cleaning  moldy  records  and  preservation  treatment  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  Land  Grant  Records  help  account  for  the  110  percent  increase  in  items 
conserved  during  the  biennium.  Of  the  267,446  pages  preserved,  there  were 
253,132  items  from  the  Archives  holdings,  while  only  14,314  items  were  treated  on 
a fee  basis  for  other  institutions  or  the  general  public.  The  latter  figure  represents 
a 25  percent  decline  in  number  of  orders  and  a 55  percent  reduction  in  individual 
items  conserved  for  a fee  and  resulted  in  a corresponding  loss  of  receipts.  The  actual 
decline  in  public  orders  is  even  more  obvious,  since  the  item  count  includes  more 
than  10,000  music  manuscripts  from  the  Moravian  Music  Foundation  that  were 
conserved  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  reporting  period.  For  several  decades 
the  Conservation  Unit  performed  conservation  services,  most  notably  lamination, 
for  other  archival  repositories;  however,  many  of  these  institutions  have  developed 
in-house  capability  to  perform  many  preservation  activities. 

The  increased  production  in  the  Newspaper  Project,  noted  in  the  last  bien- 
nium, continued;  the  221  reels  produced  reflect  a 44  percent  increase  in  output. 
Heightened  interest  in  the  project  was  reflected  in  both  number  of  orders  for  copies 
of  filmed  newspapers  and  in  volume  of  inquiries  concerning  newspaper-filming 
activities.  The  largest  project  undertaken  was  arrangement  and  filming  of  a 
collection  of  newspapers  from  the  estate  of  publisher  F.  Roy  Johnson  of  Murfrees- 
boro. A complete  list  of  titles  filmed  during  the  current  biennium  can  be  found  in 
Appendix  XVII  of  this  report. 

The  Secretary  of  State  Land  Grant  Project,  initiated  in  1988,  made  significant 
progress  on  the  transfer,  preservation,  arrangement,  filming,  and  description  of 
the  estimated  215,000  folders  of  land  grant  records.  More  than  27,000  folders  of 
records  were  filmed  and  processed,  and  a similar  number  of  descriptions  were 
entered  in  the  MARS  automated  finding  aids  system.  This  production,  combined 
with  the  work  undertaken  in  the  first  half  of  1988,  totals  more  than  30,000  records 
and  represents  approximately  30  percent  of  all  MARS  records  on-line.  To  date,  land 
grant  records  from  all  Tennessee  counties  formerly  part  of  North  Carolina  and 
grants  from  Alamance,  Albemarle,  Alexander,  Alleghany,  Anson,  Ashe,  Bath,  and 
Beaufort  counties  have  been  completed. 

The  Duplication  and  Processing  Unit  processed  microfilm  created  by  the 
Archives  and  Records  Section  as  well  as  on  a fee  basis  for  several  other  state 
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agencies  and  one  state  university.  Laboratory  output  remained  fairly  stable,  with 
a total  of  21,458  reels  of  microfilm  produced;  of  these  there  were  8,099  silver 
negatives,  1,953  silver  duplicates,  and  11,406  diazo  duplicates.  In  addition,  the 
branch  produced  4,684  photostats  with  the  graphics  camera  and  1,513  prints  from 
microfilm.  The  2,381  quality  control  procedures  performed  to  evaluate  microfilm 
density,  resolution,  and  residual  hypo  included  1,378  tests  for  other  agencies  and 
institutions  furnished  at  cost. 

The  critical  need  for  acquisition  of  new  micrographics  equipment  was  ap- 
parent throughout  the  period.  One  microfilm  camera  that  was  more  than  forty 
years  old  had  to  be  taken  out  of  service  without  replacement.  The  condition  of  the 
section’s  aging  microfilm  readers  continued  to  decline  because  of  an  inability  to 
replace  deteriorating  parts  and  wiring.  Three  fires  in  these  machines  resulted  in 
the  implementation  of  strict  guidelines  regarding  inspection  and  use  and  high- 
lighted the  immediate  need  for  new  readers.  At  the  end  of  the  biennium,  problems 
were  discovered  in  the  twenty-two-year-old  densitometer,  which  is  used  daily  to 
ensure  compliance  with  archival  microfilm  standards. 

The  Photography  Unit  provided  the  following  services  for  the  Division  of 
Archives  and  History  and  the  Department  of  Cultural  Resources:  production  of 
photographic  prints,  duplication  of  photographic  negatives,  development  of  film, 
and  on-site  and  studio  photography.  Near  the  end  of  the  biennium  the  photog- 
rapher for  the  Archaeology  and  Historic  Preservation  Section,  who  has  shared 
office  and  laboratory  space  with  this  unit  for  many  years,  was  transferred  to  the 
administrative  control  of  the  Technical  Services  Branch. 

Photographic  production  rose,  and  staff  members  developed  493  rolls  of 
35mm  film  and  3,830  film  sheets,  reproduced  19,003  black  and  white  photographic 
prints,  sent  out  155  rolls  of  color  film  for  processing  by  an  outside  lab,  and  supplied 
2,622  other  reproductions,  including  copies  of  slides.  There  were  148  location 
assignments  on  such  diverse  subjects  as  the  opening  of  the  last  link  of  Interstate 
40,  the  annual  lighting  of  the  Capitol  Christmas  tree,  inventoiy  of  Executive 
Mansion  furnishings,  and  events  surrounding  the  sesquicentennial  of  the  State 
Capitol,  as  well  as  awards  and  recognition  ceremonies,  conferences,  and  exhibit 
openings. 

New  inventory  control  and  monitoring  procedures  implemented  in  the 
photography  lab  helped  reduce  supply  wastage  and  will  assist  in  annual  planning. 
The  automatic  print  processor  was  refurbished  and  replumbed  after  ten  years’ 
service.  In  addition,  photographers  resumed  the  preservation  project  of  systematic 
copying  of  deteriorating  negatives  from  the  Albert  Barden  Photograph  Collection; 
by  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  1,014  copy  negatives  and  reference  prints  had 
been  produced. 

Interest  in  the  branch’s  work  by  members  of  the  press  resulted  in  two  widely 
circulated  articles.  Mark  Price  from  the  Fayetteville  Observer  described  the  crisis 
in  the  preservation  of  archival  materials  in  an  article  titled  “A  Memory  for  the 
State:  Passage  of  Time  Endangers  Archives’  Many  Treasures*  Lee  Wilder’s  article 
“Preserving  for  Posterity,*  which  appeared  in  the  January,  1990,  MidAtlantic 
Antiques  Magazine , offered  suggestions  on  the  preservation  of  personal  records  and 
described  services  offered  by  the  Conservation  Unit. 
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Wide-ranging  outreach  and  assistance  activities  involved  staff  from  all  units 
and  included  tours  of  branch  facilities;  presentations  on  branch  services;  technical 
assistance  on  micrographics  operations  for  the  Administrative  Office  of  the  Courts, 
the  State  Retirement  System,  and  the  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles;  a consultation 
visit  to  Central  Piedmont  Community  College  to  make  recommendations  on  the 
disposition  of  records;  and  advice  on  outfitting  a photography  lab.  Staff  members 
assisted  the  Cumberland  County  Mental  Health  Department  in  salvaging  water- 
and  fire-damaged  records  and  the  Columbus  County  Register  of  Deeds  Office  in 
salvaging  more  than  300  reels  of  microfilm  damaged  by  a defective  steam  pipe.  In 
the  latter  instance  each  reel  was  individually  cleaned,  dried,  and  returned  to  the 
county.  The  conservator  once  again  taught  document-conservation  methodology  to 
North  Carolina  State  University  students  enrolled  in  the  archival  administration 
program. 

As  the  biennium  ended,  there  were  concerns  over  probable  budget  cuts,  a 
vacancy  in  the  position  of  supervisor  of  the  Photography  Unit,  and  perennial 
equipment  problems.  Despite  these  issues,  it  is  anticipated  that  staff  will  continue 
to  respond  to  these  and  other  challenges  in  order  to  meet  the  mandated  respon- 
sibilities of  preserving  and  making  available  the  records  of  the  state. 
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During  the  biennium  visitation  amounted  to  1,578,033  persons,  about  5,000 
more  individuals  than  attended  the  sites  in  1986-1988  and  the  second-highest  sum 
yet  recorded  for  the  statewide  system.  The  812,542  guests  in  the  second  fiscal  year 
of  the  period  surpassed  the  765,491  people  counted  in  the  first  year.  The  section 
opened  major  permanent  exhibits  at  two  sites — Duke  Homestead  and  Spencer 
Shops — and  made  progress  in  designing  new  visitor  centers  for  Thomas  Wolfe 
Memorial  as  well  as  the  Iredell  House  and  Historic  Edenton.  A series  of  special 
events  across  the  state  for  the  125th  anniversary  of  the  end  of  the  Civil  War  greatly 
raised  interest  and  visitation  at  some  sites,  such  as  Bentonville.  The  staff  com- 
pleted or  revised  master  plans  for  four  sites.  Emphasis  continued  on  staff  develop- 
ment, with  two  members  in  the  state  public  manager  program,  many  in  supervisory 
skills  classes,  and  numerous  technical  and  professional  training  opportunities 
available  for  personnel  at  all  sites.  In  September,  1989,  Hurricane  Hugo  caused 
substantial  damage  at  several  sites;  at  year’s  end  a fire  destroyed  the  roof  and  attic 
of  the  Palmer-Marsh  House  at  Bath.  In  spite  of  these  tragedies  and  a serious  budget 
shortfall  throughout  state  government  at  the  end  of  the  biennium,  the  two-year 
period  was  a time  of  significant  progress  in  the  sites  program. 

Visitation  at  the  combined  sites  amounted  to  more  than  1.5  million  guests 
(about  one  fourth  of  the  state’s  population)  during  the  entire  biennium.  The  staff 
reached  an  additional  102,547  people  through  various  off-site  programs.  Some 
179,251  students  in  5,043  organized  school  groups  visited  the  sites — a gain  of  13 
percent  over  the  previous  period — and  section  staff  members  presented  423  class- 
room programs  to  an  additional  37,179  young  people.  School-group  attendance 
accounted  for  11  percent  of  total  visitation  (up  1 percent).  Non-school -group 
visitation  numbered  2,785  groups  and  74,811  people  (up  16  percent);  employees 
made  non-school  off-site  presentations  to  65,368  individuals  in  298  organizations 
(up  77  percent).  Nearly  a thousand  volunteers  contributed  95,143  hours  of  time  at 
sites,  while  individuals  convicted  of  driving  while  impaired  gave  another  6,386 
hours  of  community-service  labor.  To  duplicate  this  work  with  paid  staff  would 
have  required  an  additional  twenty-five  full-time  employees. 

At  individual  sites  visitation  was  mixed,  with  some  sites  reporting  gains, 
while  others  had  losses  compared  to  1986-1988.  Fort  Fisher  retained  its  traditional 
first  place  with  301,151  visitors  for  the  biennium.  Elizabeth  II  was  second  with 
145,287.  Spencer  Shops  (131,050)  and  Brunswick  Town  (115,077)  rose  to  take  third 
and  fifth  positions  respectively.  Reed  Gold  Mine  with  130,162  was  in  fourth  place. 
Among  sites  with  significantly  increased  visitation  in  the  period  were  Bath  (up  18 
percent),  Bentonville  (46  percent),  Brown  Memorial  (198  percent),  Brunswick 
Town  (27  percent),  Fort  Dobbs  (21  percent),  Halifax  (20  percent),  Spencer  Shops 
(37  percent),  and  Thomas  Wolfe  Memorial  (13  percent).  Places  with  attendance 
nearly  the  same  as  in  1986-1988  included  Alamance  Battleground,  Bennett  Place, 
Duke  Homestead,  House  in  the  Horseshoe,  Iredell  House,  and  Polk  Memorial. 
Ay  cock  Birthplace,  Caswell -Neuae,  Elizabeth  //,  Fort  Fisher,  Reed  Gold  Mine, 
Somerset,  Town  Creek,  and  Vance  Birthplace  reported  less  visitation. 


Historic  Sites 


In  addition  to  basic  operating  and  repair  funds,  the  state  made  available 
money  for  capital  improvements  at  a number  of  sites.  The  General  Assembly  in 

1989  provided  $482,000  for  improvements  at  Brown  Memorial,  $75,000  in  extra 
funds  for  the  visitor  center  at  Thomas  Wolfe  Memorial,  $463,000  for  renovation 
and  an  addition  to  the  Ziegler  House  as  a visitor  center  for  Historic  Edenton,  and 
$200,000  to  restore  the  Roundhouse  at  Spencer  Shops. 

The  section  or  its  support  groups  received  notable  contributions  from  the 
private  sector.  Home  Creek  Farm  gained  an  entrance  road  worth  $155,000  from 
Vulcan  Materials  Company-Mideast  Division,  and  the  Winston-Salem  Foundation 
awarded  (for  the  second  time)  $9,540  for  summer  internships  there.  The  A.  J. 
Fletcher  Foundation  made  a $42,000  grant,  matched  by  the  Historic  Halifax 
Restoration  Association,  to  restore  the  Tap  Room  at  Historic  Halifax.  The  Cole 
Foundation  of  Charlotte  provided  $10,000  to  the  Friends  of  Town  Creek  for 
archaeology  along  the  Pee  Dee  River.  Other  significant  contributors  to  various  sites 
included  the  Belk  Tyler  Foundation,  Branch  Banking  and  Trust  Corporation, 
Thomas  Ebright,  Bill  and  Rebecca  Hart,  the  Hornet’s  Nest  Chapter  of  the  Antique 
Automobile  Club  of  America,  Lowe’s  of  Durham,  Martin  Marietta,  Norfolk 
Southern  Corporation,  Philip  Morris  USA,  and  the  Spencer  Moose  Lodge.  The 
section  also  received  artifacts  as  gifts.  Finally,  hundreds  of  supporters  at  various 
sites  served  as  volunteers;  without  their  efforts  many  programs  simply  would  not 
have  been  possible. 

On  October  1, 1989,  Duke  Homestead  opened  its  expanded  tobacco  museum; 
the  exhibits  had  been  built  largely  in-house  after  two  rounds  of  very  high  bids.  The 
5,500  square  feet  of  displays  encompassed  more  than  thirty  exhibits  on  tobacco 
culture  and  history.  The  Tobacco  History  Corporation  was  partner  to  the  section 
in  the  effort.  The  following  June  Spencer  Shops  and  the  North  Carolina  Transpor- 
tation History  Corporation  opened  “Bumper  to  Bumper,*  an  automobile  exhibit  in 
the  Flue  Shop  with  cars  from  each  decade  of  the  twentieth  century  displayed  in 
front  of  period  facades.  More  than  a dozen  autos  were  on  view.  At  Thomas  Wolfe 
Memorial,  negotiations  with  the  city  of  Asheville  delayed  design  of  a new  visitor 
center  and  Blowed  planning  of  exhibits  as  well;  by  June,  1990,  both  projects  were 
moving  toward  formal  bidding.  As  the  biennium  ended,  renovation  of  the  Ziegler 
House  for  a visitor  center  in  Edenton  reached  the  bid  stage  before  being  put  on  hold 
by  state  budget  authorities. 

In  the  fall  of  1988  the  section  initiated  planning  for  the  125th  anniversary  of 
the  end  of  the  Civil  War.  Two  dozen  cultural  agencies  held  about  forty  events  in 

1990  for  the  occasion.  One  standout  was  a program  at  Fort  Fisher  in  January  with 
a night-time  reenactment  of  one  of  the  surrenders  of  the  fort.  The  largest  program, 
at  Bentonville  in  March,  drew  35,000  visitors  in  three  days. 

Hurricane  Hugo  in  September,  1989,  caused  major  damage  at  piedmont  sites, 
knocking  out  power  and  destroying  hundreds  of  large  trees.  Reed  Gold  Mine  was 
particularly  hard  hit  and  closed  for  a time.  Yet,  much  progress  was  made  in 
cleaning  up  after  the  storm.  That  December,  a weekend  fire  destroyed  the  attic  and 
roof  of  Bath’s  Palmer-Marsh  House,  a National  Historic  Landmark.  Within  sixty 
hours  the  section  had  a temporary  vinyl  tarpaulin  over  the  house.  Nearly  all  the 
furnishings  were  saved  by  local  residents.  A federal  damage  assessment  team 
evaluated  the  structure,  and  planning  for  repairs  began. 
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Near  the  end  of  the  biennium  the  home  office  moved  most  workers  from 
Blount  Street  to  532  North  Wilmington  Street  after  getting  surprise  word  that  the 
lieutenant  governor's  staff  needed  the  former  section  house.  The  archaeology  and 
property  development  branches  remained  in  the  basement  and  outbuildings  of  the 
former  home  because  of  space  needs. 

Each  home  office  staff  member  (and  many  field  employees  as  well)  functioned 
both  as  part  of  a branch  and  in  appropriate  administrative,  supervisory,  technical, 
or  project-oriented  capacities,  serving  the  various  sites  and  the  overall  program. 
Set  forth  below  are  representative  duties  of  the  administrator  and  staff  members 
of  the  Raleigh  office  who  served  under  his  guidance.  Individuals  are  cited  within 
the  branch  organization;  branch  heads,  of  course,  performed  a variety  of  planning, 
supervisory,  and  budgetary  functions  for  their  branches  in  addition  to  the  high- 
lights mentioned  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

After  discussion  of  home  office  branches,  this  report  summarizes  selected 
activities  at  the  sites,  general  management  of  which  falls  under  the  Operations 
Branch.  Often  staff  members  from  several  sites  and  the  home  office  aided  comple- 
tion of  projects  at  particular  sites. 

ADMINISTRATION  BRANCH 

The  administrator  coordinated  and  oversaw  all  internal  and  external  ac- 
tivities of  the  agency,  including  communications  with  news  media,  the  legislature, 
other  governmental  bodies  and  officials,  and  private  organizations  and  citizens. 
His  internal  responsibilities  included  general  direction  and  in  some  cases  detailed 
supervision  of  personnel,  budget,  operations,  training,  interpretation,  site  develop- 
ment, and  archaeology.  The  section  secretary  oversaw  all  secretarial  matters  in 
the  home  office  and  aided  in  editing  the  monthly  Staff  Bulletin. 


ARCHAEOLOGY  BRANCH 

The  head  archaeologist  and  research  archaeologist  continued  identification, 
evaluation,  interpretation,  and  protection  of  archaeological  resources  at  sites.  More 
than  twenty-five  excavation,  survey,  monitoring,  and  inspection  projects  were 
undertaken.  Mcgor  field  projects  included  excavation  both  at  a farmhouse  chimney 
and  dryhouse  at  Home  Creek  and  in  a bailer  pit  at  Reed  Gold  Mine,  as  well  as 
testing  at  the  Ziegler  House  in  Edenton.  The  staff  also  took  part  in  excavations  at 
Quaker  Meadows,  exhibits  at  Upper  Hill  at  Reed  Gold  Mine,  creation  of  a Somerset 
Place  master  plan,  and  relocation  of  a cemetery  to  Polk  Memorial.  Other  ventures 
supported  included  landscaping  at  Brown  Memorial,  artifact  conservation  and 
analysis,  and  report  writing. 

INTERPRETATIONS  BRANCH 

The  branch  head  oversaw  all  interpretive  activities  at  the  sites,  coordinated 
branch  actions,  and  supervised  relations  with  outside  consultants  and  contractors. 
He  organized  the  branch  into  units.  Among  major  branch  accomplishments  of  the 
period  were  completion  of  exhibits  at  the  Duke  Homestead  tobacco  museum,  the 
Flue  Shop  at  Spencer  Shops,  and  Upper  Hill  at  Reed  Gold  Mine.  The  125th 
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anniversary  programs  drew  more  than  50,000  guests  to  state  and  other  sites.  An 
ongoing  visitor-studies  program  began  in  1988. 

The  curator  of  visual  communications  coordinated  final  planning,  construc- 
tion, and  installation  of  the  complete  new  exhibits  at  the  Duke  Homestead  Tobacco 
Museum  and  was  co-chairman  of  the  committee  directing  the  125th  anniversary 
activities.  He  revamped  audiovisual  programs  at  Bentonville  and  Alamance,  led  a 
team  that  wrote  a new  master  plan  for  Historic  Bath,  and  directed  an  exhibits 
intern. 

The  curator  of  collections  supervised  design  and  installation  of  auto  exhibits 
at  Spencer's  Flue  Shop  and  coordinated  contractual  design  in  progress  for  Wolfe 
exhibits.  All  CUMAS  automated  artifact  records  for  Duke  Homestead  were  com- 
pleted, and  the  site  staff  as  Burned  daily  responsibility  for  the  artifact  storage 
facility.  At  Brown  Memorial,  artifact  fumigation  began.  Various  parties  did  much 
artifact  conservation  for  Wolfe  Memorial.  The  curator's  assistant  worked  on  a 
furnishings  plan  with  many  new  reproductions  for  Iredell  House.  Items  lost  in  a 
1988  robbery  at  Benton ville's  Harper  House  were  replaced. 

The  research  curator  coordinated  activities  at  Home  Creek  Farm,  guiding 
contractors  and  interns  in  planning,  research,  and  programs.  He  edited  exhibit  text 
for  Spencer,  Duke,  and  Reed  and  directed  ongoing  work  on  displays  for  Fort  Fisher. 
He  edited  the  Staff  Bulletin  and  section  reports.  The  minority  interpretations 
specialist  joined  the  research  unit  and  continued  his  study  of  Charlotte  Hawkins 
Brown;  he  also  wrote  a tour  script  for  the  Brown  Memorial,  revised  the  site’s 
National  Register  nomination,  and  aided  the  site  and  its  support  group  with 
numerous  projects.  He  also  assisted  outside  agencies  with  matters  dealing  with 
black  history  and  the  section. 

The  programs  officer  supervised  regional  specialists  and  aided  special  inter- 
pretive programs  at  most  of  the  sites.  She  oversaw  staff  development  programs, 
including  seven  staff  training  courses,  began  a visitor  studies  program,  coordinated 
state  history  bowl  contests,  was  co-chairman  of  the  125th  anniversary  committee, 
and  personally  directed  plans  for  the  final  program  of  the  series  at  Somerset  Place. 

The  western  specialist  gave  off-site  programs  for  394  school  groups  totaling 
7,249  students  in  fifteen  counties.  She  helped  ten  sites  with  special  events  and 
living  history,  conducted  several  staff  workshops,  obtained  reproduction  items  for 
western  sites,  and  produced  thirteen  items  of  reproduction  clothing.  She  coor- 
dinated section  work  at  Charlotte’s  Southern  Spring  Show  and  other  promotional 
affairs. 

The  eastern  specialist  was  heavily  involved  in  125th  anniversary  actions, 
serving  as  lead  interpreter  at  both  Bentonville  and  Fort  Fisher.  With  East  Carolina 
University  (ECU)  he  produced  a sold-out  medical  history  symposium  at  Benton- 
ville. He  conducted  visitor  studies  at  Elizabeth  //,  Bentonville,  Bennett  Place,  and 
Duke  Homestead,  recruiting  volunteers  at  ECU  to  aid  him,  and  taught  courses  on 
weapons  safety. 

The  special  projects  officer/director  of  marketing  completed  a design  for  the 
expanded  Duke  Homestead  exhibits.  In  his  new  marketing  role,  he  was  section 
representative  on  the  Travel  Council  of  North  Carolina  and  guided  participation 
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in  several  trade  shows.  New  publications  included  a prototype  guidebook  for  one 
site.  At  the  Andrew  Jackson  Memorial,  construction  began  on  a regional  museum. 


MANAGEMENT  SERVICES  BRANCH 

The  management  services  branch  head  provided  administrative  and  finan- 
cial management  services  as  chief  budget  officer  for  the  section.  She  reviewed  site 
and  branch  budgets  and  allocated  funds.  She  also  worked  closely  with  the  North- 
eastern Historic  Places  Office  on  two  annual  grant  cycles  and  with  Elizabeth  II  on 
voyage  preparations  and  budgets.  She  assisted  with  the  division’s  Regional  History 
Sites  program. 


OPERATIONS  BRANCH 

The  branch  head  supervised  and  supported  all  daily  operations  at  the  sites. 
He  oversaw  management  and  personnel  practices,  implemented  the  state  perform- 
ance management  system  for  some  one  hundred  employees  at  all  sites,  visited  sites 
for  periodic  inspections  and  special  projects  work,  and  attended  many  meetings  of 
site  support  groups.  He  also  worked  on  developing  sites  and  budget  planning  and 
direction  for  the  branch.  The  operations  assistant  worked  with  the  branch  head  in 
personnel  matters,  purchasing  and  distributing  supplies  and  equipment  for  sites, 
processing  site  reports,  and  handling  monthly  payrolls.  In  addition,  she  served  on 
the  departmental  safety  committee  and  aided  branch  budget  management. 

Traveling  technicians  provided  the  sites  with  preventive  and  emergency 
maintenance;  made  physical  improvements  in  plumbing,  mechanical,  and  electri- 
cal systems;  and  engaged  in  carpentry  and  painting.  The  specialists  worked 
throughout  the  state,  often  in  conjunction  with  other  branches  and  site  staffs.  The 
branch  secretary  supported  the  efforts  of  the  head  and  operations  assistant.  She 
gave  particular  attention  to  data  entry  and  budgetary  matters  and  attended  site 
special  events. 


PROPERTY  DEVELOPMENT  BRANCH 

The  branch  oversaw  design  and  construction  administration  for  many 
projects.  The  consulting  engineer/branch  head  provided  project  administration  for 
aspects  of  the  Duke  Homestead  exhibits;  renovation  of  the  Flue  Shop  and  initial 
repairs  to  the  Roundhouse  at  Spencer  Shops;  various  repairs  at  Halifax  and  Reed; 
and  design  of  a parking  lot  at  Brown  Memorial  and  the  visitor  center  at  Thomas 
Wolfe  Memorial.  The  construction  designer  aided  with  many  of  these  projects,  often 
preparing  complete  drawings  and  specifications  for  the  smaller  ventures,  and 
provided  computer  support  for  the  entire  section.  The  designer  also  worked  on  roof 
repairs  at  Caswell -Neuae  and  Town  Creek.  The  restoration  specialist  gave  project 
coordination  to  design  of  the  Wolfe  Memorial  and  Ziegler  House  visitor  centers, 
repairs  to  the  fire-damaged  Palmer-Marsh  House,  renovation  of  three  buildings  at 
Brown  Memorial,  repairs  at  Bennett  Place,  and  initial  work  at  the  Hauser  House 
at  Home  Creek.  He  also  worked  on  projects  at  Halifax,  Somerset,  and  Spencer 
Shops. 
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ALAMANCE  BATTLEGROUND 

The  manager  improved  his  professional  skills  with  several  staff  development 
courses  and  enhanced  site  promotion  by  working  closely  with  a number  of  area 
tourism  bureaus  and  chambers  of  commerce.  He  also  was  chairman  of  a group  that 
brought  a drama  on  the  bicentennial  of  the  United  States  Constitution  to  Alamance 
County.  Various  organizations  continued  to  aid  the  site:  the  Alamance  Long  Rifles 
Club  met  at  the  site  and  helped  with  programs  and  improvements  to  the  physical 
plant.  Scouts  produced  an  open-hearth  cooking  workshop  and  a training  videotape. 
An  Elon  College  intern  spent  ten  hours  in  interpretive  work.  Among  site  repairs 
were  a new  roof  for  the  Allen  House— its  first  since  1967 — and  a renovated 
audiovisual  show. 


AYCOCK  BIRTHPLACE 

Among  special  events  were  programs  throughout  the  year  that  offered 
students  and  the  general  public  hands-on  experiences  in  nineteenth-century  farm 
and  domestic  activities.  One  new  event  was  splitting  oak  rails.  Staff  members 
attended  a workshop  on  historic  spinning  and  weaving  in  Vermont  and  then 
demonstrated  their  own  similar  program  for  other  state  sites.  To  further  authentic 
agriculture,  the  site  introduced  a flock  of  period  Dominique  chickens  and  attempted 
to  raise  cotton.  The  section  maintenance  garage  was  moved  away  from  the  site  to 
rented  space,  allowing  the  site  to  expand  its  cramped  section  supply  depot.  An 
intern  began  research  on  rural  clothing  in  eastern  North  Carolina.  The  site  hosted 
a meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Museums  Council. 

HISTORIC  BATH 

A fire  in  December,  1989,  destroyed  the  roof  and  attic  of  the  Palmer-Marsh 
House,  a National  Historic  Landmark,  and  damaged  the  second  floor  and  furnish- 
ings. The  section  has  added  a temporary  roof,  removed  the  furnishings,  received  a 
damage  assessment  from  the  National  Park  Service,  and  begun  some  repairs.  The 
site  raised  admission  fees  for  the  first  time  since  1962;  the  new  basic  rates  were 
$1.00  per  building  for  adults  and  50  cents  for  children.  The  Historic  Bath  Commis- 
sion began  an  internship  program  as  part  of  the  applied  history  curriculum  at  East 
Carolina  University.  Grants  to  the  site  from  the  Northeastern  Historic  Places 
Office  and  the  Division  of  Travel  and  Tourism  enabled  production  of  a teachers’ 
packet  and  models  of  structures  at  the  site. 

BENNETT  PLACE 

The  staff  volunteers  hosted  eight  special  events  during  the  period.  The 
largest,  held  in  commemoration  of  the  125th  anniversary  of  the  end  of  the  Civil 
War,  lasted  four  days  and  included  a number  of  lectures  and  a reenactment  of  the 
surrender.  The  site  produced  and  offered  for  sale  its  new  guidebook,  The  Dawn  of 
Peace , by  William  M.  Vatavuk.  Bennett  Place  cosponsored  the  annual  fall  meeting 
of  the  North  Carolina  Museums  Council  in  1989.  Late  that  year  the  staff  learned 
of  a proposal  to  rezone  land  adjacent  to  the  site.  Because  the  proposed  rezoning 
would  have  a negative  impact  upon  the  site,  section  staff  members  subsequently 
negotiated  a compromise  with  a developer.  Several  magazines  with  nationwide 
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circulation  and  North  Carolina  Public  Television  provided  substantial  coverage  of 
Bennett  Place  during  the  period. 

BENTONVILLE  BATTLEGROUND 

In  March,  1990,  the  site  presented  what  may  have  been  the  largest  military 
living  history  program  ever  given  in  the  state;  the  affair  drew  more  than  2,300 
participants  and  nearly  35,000  spectators  to  a reenactment  of  several  phases  of  the 
battle  of  Bentonville.  As  a result  of  public  interest  in  the  event,  the  site  began  a 
continuing  land-acquisition  program  with  the  aid  of  the  national  Association  for 
the  Preservation  of  Civil  War  Sites,  Inc.  As  the  biennium  closed,  the  association 
purchased  7 .24  acres  of  historic  land  adjacent  to  the  site  for  donation  to  Bentonville 
Battleground.  With  the  completion  of  Interstate  40  and  projected  development, 
prospects  for  further  land-conservation  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  site  appeared  good. 

CHARLOTTE  HAWKINS  BROWN  MEMORIAL 

The  staff  increased  special  events  and  moved  the  major  such  activity,  the 
weekend  African-American  Heritage  Festival,  to  June  to  coincide  with  Dr.  Brown’s 
birthday  and  to  increase  attendance.  While  visitation  overall  remained  modest, 
substantial  gains  (30  percent)  occurred  in  general  visitation  during  1989-1990. 
Employees  tripled  the  total  audience  at  off-site  programs  for  the  same  year.  The 
Charlotte  Hawkins  Brown  Foundation,  assisted  by  the  section,  published  a reprint 
edition  of  Brown’s  book  of  manners,  The  Correct  Thing.  Section  staff  completed  a 
master  plan  for  the  site  and  continued  planning  for  building  restoration  and  a 
parking  lot. 


BRUNSWICK  TOWN 

The  staff  conducted  a workshop  for  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  social-studies 
teachers  and  implemented  new  educational  programs  for  students  involving  a 
scavenger  hunt  and  a discovery  tour  of  the  site.  The  Friends  of  Brunswick  Town, 
Inc.,  received  initial  tax-exempt  Btatus  from  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  The  site 
continued  its  program  of  regular  special  events  and  coordination  of  the  summer 
Southport-Fort  Fisher  ferry  tour  guide.  Activities  for  the  125th  anniversary  of  the 
end  of  the  Civil  War  centered  on  Fort  Anderson,  built  over  a part  of  colonial 
Brunswick  Town,  and  included  a film  festival  and  a commemorative  ceremony.  An 
intern  undertook  a study  of  visitors  and  their  expectations  at  the  site. 

CASWELLrNEUSE 

Workers  completed  an  access  and  interpretive  ramp  to  the  Neuse  that  allows 
visitors  to  see  easily  into  the  hull  of  the  vessel.  For  the  125th  anniversary  the  site 
held  a highly  successfully  symposium  that  drew  more  than  fifty  participants  from 
throughout  the  Southeast  to  hear  four  scholars  lecture  on  Confederate  naval 
history.  The  staff  increased  emphasis  on  visitation  development  through  work  with 
the  Lenoir  County  tourism  authority,  resulting  in  a new  billboard  and  "adoption” 
of  a highway  in  return  for  a free  sign  on  the  road.  The  boat  shelter  received  a new 
roof,  and  an  employee  undertook  substantial  research  on  Harmony  Hall  in  Kinston. 
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The  staff  discovered  that  the  United  States  Navy  in  Norfolk  held  a Brooke  gun  but 
was  unable  to  arrange  a loan  of  the  artifact. 

DUKE  HOMESTEAD 

The  aforementioned  construction  and  grand  reopening  of  the  tobacco 
museum  was  the  major  activity  of  the  period.  Section  and  site  staff  and  volunteers 
worked  many  hours  to  build  the  exhibits  after  commercial  bids  exceeded  the  budget 
in  mid-1988.  Heavy  publicity  and  linking  the  opening  both  to  an  existing  special 
event  and  a Duke  family  reunion  resulted  in  attendance  significantly  greater  than 
at  the  opening  of  the  site  itself  in  1977.  The  staff  held  its  usual  array  of  other  special 
events  during  the  years  and  expanded  Spring  Living  History  for  schools.  Ap- 
propriate Dominique  chickens,  an  old  and  rare  breed,  became  part  of  the  site.  All 
employees  were  offered  opportunities  for  staff  development. 

ELIZABETH  II 

The  Elizabeth  II  made  three  voyages  during  the  period,  among  them  its  first 
trip  outside  the  state  to  the  Chesapeake  Bay  for  appearance  in  a National  Park 
Service  film  about  Christopher  Columbus.  The  ship’s  boat,  Silver  Chalice , also 
made  several  excursions  away  from  the  site.  Staff  and  supporters  completed  study 
of  the  questions  of  whether  to  outfit  the  Elizabeth  II  with  an  engine,  and  the 
Cummins  Diesel  Motor  Company  subsequently  offered  two  diesel  engines  for 
possible  installation  on  the  vessel.  Maintenance  included  chemical  treatment  of  a 
deteriorated  stem  and  capstan  and  repair  of  cracked  ribs  on  the  ship.  To  benefit 
students,  the  site  produced  a teacher  packet  and  became  cosponsor  of  a local  history 
club.  The  Outer  Banks  History  Center  was  dedicated  in  May,  1989,  adjacent  to  the 
site. 


FORT  DOBBS 

During  the  period  the  staff  focused  on  increasing  school  activities  and  visits 
by  coordinating  a Heritage  Week  with  other  agencies  and  having  week-long 
hands-on  programs  for  fourth-grade  students  from  area  public  and  private  schools. 
All  site  special  events  continued,  with  the  Cub  Scout  Day  Camp  completing  its 
eleventh  successful  year.  Much  work  was  required  on  the  nature  trail  after  storm 
damage  in  1989.  A new  air-conditioning  and  heating  system  was  installed  in  the 
office  of  the  visitor  center. 


FORT  FISHER 

The  staff  and  numerous  volunteers  hosted  the  most  ambitious  special  event 
yet  at  the  site  as  a 125th  anniversary  program.  The  event  culminated  in  a 
night-time  first-person  re-creation  of  the  surrender  of  the  fort;  Massachusetts 
reenactors  portrayed  the  Twenty-Seventh  U.S.  Colored  Infantry.  Bids  were  let  for 
construction  of  a support  platform  for  a gun  at  Sheppard’s  Battery,  a major 
reconstruction  project.  Wayside  trail  exhibits  were  designed  and  sent  north  for 
production.  The  Fort  Fisher  Restoration  Committee,  in  addition  to  funding  the  last 
two  items  mentioned,  took  the  lead  in  buying  for  the  State  Archives  an  1864 
logbook,  or  orders  book,  appraised  at  $6,000.  Research  included  a study  of  Con- 
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federate  uniforms.  A public  hearing  was  held  in  hopes  of  finding  funds  to  combat 
continuing  erosion. 


HISTORIC  HALIFAX 

A historian  using  a grant  from  the  American  Association  for  State  and  Local 
History  completed  a report  on  free  blacks  in  Halifax  County;  the  report  has  been 
used  to  begin  summer  interpretation  of  a free  person  of  color.  Other  new  programs 
included  construction  of  period  working-class  costumes  and  an  experimental 
country  fair  special  event.  The  staff  increased  cooperation  with  various  tourism 
development  agencies,  and  the  number  of  serious  visitors  taking  site  tours  rose. 
Halifax  was  plagued  with  problems  with  its  physical  plant:  the  visitor  center  roof 
failed  and  was  replaced,  and  several  other  buildings  continued  to  have  leaks  and 
water  damage.  Yet,  four  historic  buildings  were  painted,  and  planning  for  restora- 
tion of  the  Tap  Room  continued  with  successful  completion  of  private  fund-raising 
for  the  project. 


HORNE  CREEK  FARM 

The  first  steps  toward  making  the  farm  an  operating  state  historic  site 
occurred  in  the  biennium.  In  the  summers  of  1988  and  1989  the  Winston-Salem 
Foundation  provided  three  interns,  who  gave  tours  and  other  programs  at  the  farm. 
Afourth  intern,  state-funded,  worked  in  the  second  summer.  Section  personnel  and 
a Wake  Forest  University  field  school  conducted  archaeological  investigations  at 
the  farm  site.  Vulcan  Materials  Company-Mideast  Division  donated  an  entrance 
road  worth  $155,000.  The  section  completed  a master  site  plan,  and  the  first 
permanent  employee  began  work  in  early  1990.  Restoration  of  the  farmhouse 
commenced,  and  the  site’s  support  group  began  planning  a fund-raising  campaign. 

HOUSE  IN  THE  HORSESHOE 

Changes  in  site  programs,  particularly  special  events,  and  expanded  ac- 
tivities with  local  chambers  of  commerce  and  tourism  agencies  resulted  in  in- 
creased visitations.  Other  publicity — in  this  case,  national  attention — resulted 
from  the  loan  of  a 1790s  secretary  for  an  extended  furniture  exhibit  in  Wilmington. 
The  visitor  center  received  a new  display  as  well  as  a computer  and  other  office 
equipment.  The  newly  formed  House  in  the  Horseshoe  Preservation  Committee, 
Inc.,  opened  a gift  shop  at  the  site.  The  site  required  many  repairs  to  well  pumps 
and  air  conditioners.  Ultraviolet  filters  were  installed  in  windows  of  the  Alston 
House,  and  unused  underground  fuel  tanks  were  dug  up  and  removed. 

IREDELL  HOUSE 

The  site  accepted  a ca.  1830  dairy  from  Bandon  Plantation  for  eventual 
display  at  the  Iredell  House.  Early  in  the  period  Governor  James  G.  Martin  visited 
the  site  to  review  plans  for  a proposed  addition  to  the  Ziegler  House  to  serve  as  a 
visitor  center  for  Historic  Edenton.  In  mid-1989  the  legislature  appropriated 
$463,000  for  the  Ziegler  House  project.  The  following  year,  however,  state  budget 
problems  led  to  postponement  of  the  work.  The  Iredell  House  received  a working 
reproduction  of  a 1742  harpsichord,  which  was  purchased  with  donated  funds  and 
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a grant  from  the  Belk  Tyler  Foundation.  Costumed  staff  members  publicized  the 
site  at  a state  welcome  center  on  Interstate  95. 

NORTHEASTERN  HISTORIC  PLACES  OFFICE 

NEHPO  made  eighteen  grant  awards,  bringing  to  eighty-three  the  cumula- 
tive number  of  projects  funded  by  these  grants.  One  of  the  most  notable  recent 
works  was  a wayside  marker  honoring  General  Billy  Mitchell,  exponent  of  air 
power.  The  office  continued  to  aid  the  Newbold-White  House  with  events,  division 
services,  and  research,  and  it  assisted  the  Historic  Albemarle  Tour  during  a staff 
vacancy  and  oriented  new  staff.  NEHPO  has  begun  working  with  Northeast  North 
Carolina  Tomorrow  on  a project  to  produce  a locator  map  depicting  all  attractions 
in  the  Albemarle  region. 


POLK  MEMORIAL 

The  site  held  a three-day  Polk  family  reunion  with  Polks  coming  from  as  far 
away  as  France  for  the  historical  program.  The  state  Department  of  Transportation 
relocated  some  one  hundred  graves  from  a Polk  cemetery  in  Pineville  to  the  site  to 
make  way  for  road  building;  archaeologists  studied  the  cemetery  for  the  project. 
During  the  period  commercial  development  replaced  much  of  the  rural  landscape 
that  previously  surrounded  the  site.  Polk  co-hosted  the  annual  section  staff  meet- 
ing in  1989.  Personnel  exhibited  displays  at  several  area  shows  and  conventions, 
attended  staff  development  courses,  and  held  several  special  scheduled  events. 

REED  GOLD  MINE 

A stonemason  rebuilt  the  foundation  walls  around  the  engine/mill  house  on 
Upper  Hill,  and  site  personnel  installed  in  the  vicinity  of  the  foundation  new 
outdoor  exhibits  on  mining  at  Upper  Hill.  Hurricane  Hugo  caused  much  woodland 
damage  at  the  site.  Workers  from  several  sites  repaired  the  moisture-damaged 
stamp  mill  and  mill  building,  but  major  restoration  problems  remained.  Other 
repairs  included  new  siding  on  the  visitor  center  and  a replacement  oil  storage  tank 
mounted  aboveground.  The  staff  received  training  in  mine  safety,  cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation,  and  numerous  interpretive  skills.  The  site  twice  hosted  a new  special 
event — a state  gold-panning  championship.  Cumulative  attendance  passed  the 
one-million  mark  in  late  1989. 

SOMERSET  PLACE 

The  staff  held  a second  Homecoming  special  event  and  reunion,  which  drew 
2,500  people  and  national  publicity.  A contractor  cleared  vegetation  along  the 
lakefront,  restoring  the  long-lost  view  of  the  receded  lake  from  the  Collins  Mansion. 
A NEHPO  grant  made  possible  a publication  on  the  Pettigrew  family.  The  new 
Somerset  Place  Foundation,  a site  support  group,  held  its  initial  meetings.  The 
Btaff  co-hosted  two  writers’  conferences  with  the  International  Women’s  Writer’s 
Guild,  as  well  as  a seven-day  experimental  seminar  on  antebellum  plantation  life 
for  teachers  from  throughout  the  state.  Interpretation  of  slave  life  also  expanded 
with  a revised  master  plan,  many  new  artifacts,  and  repairs  to  a fireplace  in  the 
kitchen. 
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SPENCER  SHOPS 

Visitation  and  general  activity  continued  at  the  recent  high  level,  with 
volunteers  contributing  33,661  hours  of  service  to  run  the  train  ride  and  work  on 
restoration  of  numerous  rail  cars  and  locomotives.  Programs  included  five  train 
excursions  (primarily  steam)  from  the  site,  four  auto  shows,  and  other  annual 
events.  The  new  exhibit  on  automobile  transportation  opened  in  June,  1990,  with 
fifteen  cars  on  display.  The  Transportation  History  Corporation  produced  a 
videotape  history  of  the  site,  Of  Men  and  Machines , which  was  shown  on  public 
television  several  times  and  is  for  sale  as  well.  The  United  States  Postal  Service 
issued  a special  stamp  depicting  the  railway  mail  car  displayed  at  Spencer.  The 
site  received  more  than  $32,000  worth  of  gifts,  as  well  as  a locomotive,  a 160-ton 
derrick,  and  several  cars. 


TOWN  CREEK  INDIAN  MOUND 

A Georgia  State  University  crew  did  filming  for  a one-hour  documentary 
movie,  Voices  in  the  Wind , at  the  site;  staff  and  local  volunteers  spent  many  hours 
aiding  the  venture.  The  staff  and  the  interpretations  branch  planned  for  a coming 
learning  center  facility.  The  staff  received  training  in  such  prehistoric  technology 
as  making  cordage,  starting  a fire  by  friction,  and  fashioning  spears  and  atlatls. 
Prisoners  under  the  experimental  military-style  “IMPACT"  system  did  much 
labor-intensive  work  at  the  site,  such  as  construction  of  some  30  percent  of  the 
palisade  and  a water  line  for  the  learning  center.  The  site  support  group  bought 
electronic  equipment  for  the  site. 


VANCE  BIRTHPLACE 

The  staff  produced  a series  of  special  events,  three  of  them  dealing  with  the 
Civil  War.  One  was  a two-day  encampment  by  reenactors  featuring  first-person 
living  history  impressions  of  recruiting  activities  in  1862.  Another,  for  the  126th 
anniversary  of  the  end  of  the  war,  was  the  160th  birthday  program  for  Zeb  Vance, 
with  Dr.  Gordon  McKinney  of  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  as 
speaker.  Other  special  events  were  the  fall  and  spring  Pioneer  Living  Days,  a 
militia  encampment,  a Christmas  open  house,  and  a regional  history  bowl.  The 
staff  rebuilt  the  fence  around  the  site  with  chestnut  rails.  A design  for  use  of  the 
site  as  a pilot  project  for  access  by  handicapped  people  was  under  review. 


THOMAS  WOLFE  MEMORIAL 

Negotiations  with  city  preservationists  ended  in  approval  of  a revised  visitor 
center  design.  At  the  end  of  the  period  the  plans  were  almost  ready  for  bidding. 
Meanwhile,  staff  members  and  home  office  employees  continued  refining  plans  for 
exhibits  at  the  structure.  The  memorial’s  support  group  received  tax-exempt 
status,  closing  a four-year  effort  by  accountants.  Employees  trained  twenty 
Asheville  High  School  students  as  docents,  and  the  entire  junior  class  and  their 
parents  toured  the  house.  The  memorial  drew  national  publicity  from  a Charles 
Kuralt  television  show  and  a speech  by  a presidential  candidate  in  1988. 
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The  1988-1990  biennium  proved  to  be  a record  one  in  several  respects.  In  the 
first  year  of  the  reporting  period  the  section  collected  an  unprecedented 
$158,993.72  in  receipts,  breaking  the  previous  record  by  more  them  $20,000.  Even 
though  receipts  in  the  second  year  dropped  back  to  $136,410.21,  that  figure  still 
represented  the  third  highest  in  the  section’s  history.  Taken  together,  the  two 
years’  receipts  totaled  $295,403.93,  exceeding  the  previous  biennial  record  of 
$261,465.76  by  almost  $34,000.  Moreover,  in  April,  1990,  the  section  achieved  a 
significant  milestone:  it  surpassed  $1,000,000  in  sales  since  1982.  To  mark  the 
occasion,  the  North  Carolina  Literary  and  Historical  Association  hosted  a reception 
on  June  27, 1990,  in  the  rotunda  of  the  State  Capitol  for  members  of  the  Historical 
Publications  staff. 

During  the  reporting  period  the  section  distributed  98,070  publications.  The 
publications  were  distributed  as  follows: 


Frances  W.  Kunstling  continued  to  give  meticulous  attention  to  the  section’s 
marketing  program,  while  Rose  P.  Ennemoser,  Henri  T.  Dawkins,  Trudy  M. 
Rayfield,  and  Alisa  F.  Richardson  diligently  processed  orders  and  carefully  kept 
track  of  inventory.  The  section  mounted  book  exhibits  at  the  Southern  Historical 
Association  in  Norfolk,  Virginia  (1988),  and  Lexington,  Kentucky  (1989).  Upon  the 
publication  of  a new  sports  history  by  Jim  L.  Sumner  in  the  spring  of  1990,  the 
book  was  featured  in  a front-page  story  in  the  Greensboro  Daily  News,  and  Sumner 
was  a guest  on  two  radio  programs  on  WPTF  in  Raleigh. 

Eight  issues  of  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Review  were  published  during 
the  biennium.  The  July,  1988,  issue  was  distributed  to  1,711  subscribers,  but  that 
number  had  declined  to  1,576  by  the  April,  1990,  issue.  Twelve  issues  of  Carolina 
Comments  were  mailed  to  approximately  the  same  number  of  addresses.

Back  Issues  of  Review 
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During  the  reporting  period  47  articles  were  submitted  to  the  North  Carolina 
Historical  Review , the  exact  number  submitted  in  the  1986-1988  biennium.  Of 
these,  24  were  accepted,  compared  with  22  in  the  previous  biennium.  Nevertheless, 
a small  inventory  of  articles  continued  to  plague  the  editors,  though  the  quality  of 
the  articles  remained  consistently  high.  Indeed,  Gregory  D.  Massey’s  article  “The 
British  Expedition  to  Wilmington,  January-November,  1781,*  published  in  the 
October,  1989,  issue,  won  the  prestigious  Pershing  Prize,  sponsored  by  the  Reserve 
Officers  Association  of  the  United  States  and  the  American  Military  Institute.  In 
all  the  Review  published  30  articles,  223  book  reviews,  and  76  brief  book  reviews. 
Annual  indexes  were  also  prepared  for  both  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Review 
and  Carolina  Comments . 


NEW  PUBLICATIONS 

The  section  issued  ten  new  titles  during  the  reporting  period.  With  the 
cooperation  of  the  North  Carolina  Commission  on  the  Bicentennial  of  the  United 
States  Constitution,  the  section  published  North  Carolina  Votes  on  the  Constitu- 
tion: A Roster  of  Delegates  to  the  State  Ratification  Conventions  of 1788  and  1789 , 
by  Stephen  E.  Massengill.  The  book  played  an  important  part  in  the  bicentennial 
observance  of  the  July,  1788,  ratification  convention  that  met  in  Hillsborough.  In 
quick  succession  in  the  summer  and  fall  of  1988  the  section  published  William  C. 
Harris’s  North  Carolina  and  the  Coming  of  the  Civil  War;  William  S.  Powell  and 
Virginia  W.  Powell  (eds.),  England  & Roanoke:  A Collection  of  Poems,  1584-1587 , 
the  last  volume  in  the  400th  Anniversary  pamphlet  series;  Robert  J.  Cain  and 
others  (eds.),  Records  of  the  Executive  Council,  1735-1754 , Volume  VIII  of  The 
Colonial  Records  of  North  Carolina  [Second  Series]',  and  Stephen  E.  Massengill  and 
Robert  M.  Topkins,  A North  Carolina  Postcard  Album,  1905-1925. 

The  fillip  in  sales  for  fiscal  year  1988-1989  could  be  attributed  directly  to  the 
postcard  album.  Out  of  a pressrun  of  1,000,  nearly  400  copies  were  sold  within  two 
months  of  publication.  Moreover,  every  major  daily  newspaper  in  the  state  except 
the  Charlotte  Observer  published  either  a review  or  feature  story  about  the  book 
by  the  end  of  December,  1988.  In  January,  1989,  the  book  received  an  Award  of 
Excellence  from  the  Printing  Industry  of  the  Carolines,  Inc.  (PICA),  the  second 
PICA  award  the  section  has  received.  In  1984  Silversmiths  of  North  Carolina, 
1696-1860 , by  Mary  Reynolds  Peacock,  received  a similar  award. 

Keeping  pace  with  the  bicentennial  commemorations  taking  place  across  the 
state,  the  section  issued  John  C.  Cavanagh’s  Decision  at  Fayetteville:  The  North 
Carolina  Ratification  Convention  and  General  Assembly  of  1789  in  April,  1989. 
Again,  the  pamphlet  was  published  in  cooperation  with  the  North  Carolina  Com- 
mission on  the  Bicentennial  of  the  United  States  Constitution.  The  following  month 
the  Forty-second  Biennial  Report  of  the  North  Carolina  Division  of  Archives  and 
History,  July  1, 1986,  through  June  30, 1988  was  issued. 

Late  in  1989  the  section  published  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Review: 
Supplement  to  Fifty-Year  Index,  1974-1983 , which  editorial  assistant  and 
proofreader  Lisa  D.  Bailey  saw  through  press.  Publication  of  the  index  was  made 
possible  by  a $2,500  grant  from  the  Kellenberger  Historical  Foundation,  which  also 
helped  subsidize  the  fifty-year  index  to  the  Review. 
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The  biennium  concluded  in  the  spring  of  1990  with  the  publication  of  Jim  L. 
Sumner’s  A History  of  Sports  in  North  Carolina ; Roy  Parker’s  Cumberland  County : 
A Brief  History,  the  eleventh  in  the  county  history  series;  and  Marcus  B.  Simpson 
and  Sallie  W.  Simpson’s  Whaling  on  the  North  Carolina  Coast . The  Simpsons’ 
pamphlet  was  actually  a reprint  of  their  award-winning  article  that  appeared  in 
the  January,  1988,  issue  of  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Review. 

Reprints  of  popular  titles  absorbed  a generous  portion  of  the  section’s  print- 
ing budget.  In  all,  the  section  reprinted  more  than  thirteen  publications,  including 
posters  and  charts.  (See  Appendix  XXV,  Part  A.)  Pressure  to  keep  in  print  best- 
selling titles  remained  intense.  In  June,  1989,  the  state  budget  office  granted  the 
section  permission  to  use  $15,000  in  overrealized  receipts  for  reprints.  As  a result, 
25,000  copies  of  The  Pirates  of  Colonial  North  Carolina  were  reprinted,  temporarily 
easing  demand  on  that  title’s  inventory.  Still,  it  was  difficult  to  keep  in  print  other 
popular  titles  such  as  North  Carolina  Legends  and  North  Carolina  Lighthouses. 
With  the  statewide  commemoration  of  the  125th  anniversary  of  the  end  of  the  Civil 
War,  demand  for  the  section’s  Civil  War  titles  increased  substantially,  aided  by  a 
special  promotional  brochure  offering  the  titles  for  sale  at  a discount. 

Significant  progress  was  made  on  a number  of  other  publications.  Most 
notably,  Volume  XII  of  North  Carolina  Troops,  1861-1865:  A Roster  could  have  been 
published  during  the  reporting  period  if  revenue  shortfalls  throughout  state 
government  had  not  forced  the  section  to  halt  production  on  the  volume  in  the 
spring  of  1990.  Nevertheless,  the  volume  will  appear  shortly  after  the  new  fiscal 
year  commences.  Volume  I of  The  Papers  of  David  Settle  Reid  was  in  press  at  the 
end  of  the  biennium,  and  the  printer  had  delivered  part  of  the  galley  proofs  to 
in-house  editor  E.  T.  Malone,  Jr.  Similarly,  Volume  VIII  of  The  Papers  of  William 
Alexander  Graham  was  ready  for  typesetting.  A Guide  to  North  Carolina  Highway 
Historical  Markers , the  first  publication  prepared  by  the  section  with  its  desk-top 
publishing  equipment,  awaited  funds  in  the  next  biennium  for  printing  and 
binding.  Kathleen  B.  Wyche  not  only  prepared  the  Graham  Papers  for  publication 
but  also  assumed  responsibility  for  desk-top  publishing  applications  in  the  section. 
Meanwhile,  Jan -Michael  Poffhad  Volume  I of  Governor  James  G.  Martin’s  papers 
nearly  ready  for  typesetting.  Robert  M.  Topkins,  in  addition  to  his  manifold  duties 
as  editor  of  Carolina  Comments  and  head  of  the  General  Publications  Branch,  late 
in  the  biennium  submitted  Robert  E.  Ireland’s  Entering  the  Auto  Age:  The  Early 
Automobile  in  North  Carolina,  1900-1930  to  the  printer  for  printing  and  binding. 
Joe  A.  Mobley’s  Pamlico  County:  A Brief  History  was  also  ready  for  typesetting  at 
the  end  of  the  biennium.  It  too  was  delayed  by  the  state’s  revenue  shortfall.  Finally, 
as  part  of  its  contribution  to  the  state’s  commemoration  of  the  end  of  the  Civil  War, 
the  section  readied  for  publication  facsimile  editions  of  two  novels  by  Private 
William  D.  Herrington,  a Confederate  soldier  from  Pitt  County.  The  “novelettes" 
were  originally  published  in  1864  and  1865.  W.  Keats  Sparrow  assisted  the  section 
in  preparing  the  novels  for  publication  and  writing  an  introduction. 

COLONIAL  RECORDS  BRANCH 

In  addition  to  publishing  Volume  VIII  of  the  Colonial  Records,  the  branch 
made  substantial  progress  on  Volume  IX  The  ninth  volume  will  complete  the  series 
of  Executive  Council  records  up  to  the  outbreak  of  the  American  Revolution.  The 
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documentary  portions  of  the  volume  (702  pages)  were  proofread,  corrected,  and 
filmed  in  anticipation  of  publication.  Meanwhile,  Wiliam  A.  Owens,  Jr.,  and  Susan  M. 
Trimble  compiled  the  index.  At  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  they  were  revising, 
combining,  and  harmonizing  entries.  Robert  J.  Cain  also  began  research  for  the 
introduction. 

The  staff  of  the  Colonial  Records  Branch  now  accomplishes  much  of  its  work 
through  the  use  of  computers.  For  example,  a special  program  was  designed  to 
prepare  the  index  for  Volume  IX  on  the  department’s  Prime  computer.  Staff 
members  have  also  contributed  to  the  State  Archives  finding-aid  system  (MARS) 
descriptions  of  thousands  of  records.  In  addition,  Trudy  M.  Rayfield  has  been 
preparing  Church  of  England  records  on  a microcomputer  for  publication  in 
Volumes  X and  XI.  These  records  will  eventually  be  transmitted  to  the  Prime 
computer. 

Alexander  J.  Murdoch  continued  to  carry  on  exhaustive  research  in  Edin- 
burgh for  the  Scottish  Records  Program.  He  has  uncovered  a vast  amount  of 
material  relating  to  colonial  ties  between  Scotland  and  North  Carolina.  At  the  end 
of  the  biennium  Dr.  Cain  began  planning  renewal  of  the  NEH  grant  underwriting 
Dr.  Murdoch’s  research.  The  original  grant  of  $34,000  was  matched  by  a $35,000 
appropriation  from  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  of  1987  at  its  1988 
session,  as  foreseen  in  the  previous  biennial  report. 

CIVIL  WAR  ROSTER  BRANCH 

As  previously  noted.  Volume  XII  of  the  Civil  War  Roster  could  have  been 
published  during  the  biennium  except  for  the  budgetary  cutbacks  in  state  govern- 
ment. Weymouth  T.  Jordan,  Jr.,  the  editor,  conducted  extensive  research  in  letters, 
newspapers,  and  diaries  for  regimental  histories  in  this  volume,  and  the  sources 
for  the  service  records  were  also  expanded  to  include  newspapers  and  the  1860 
census.  Under  a contractual  arrangement  with  Broadfoot  Publishing  Company  of 
Wilmington,  Volumes  I-V  of  the  Roster  were  reprinted  with  addenda  by  Mr.  Jordan. 
Two  more  volumes  are  anticipated  in  the  reprint  series. 

The  principal  challenge  facing  the  branch  during  the  biennium,  however,  was 
a staff  shortage.  A reduction  in  force  throughout  state  government  forced  the 
elimination  of  the  half-time  clerk-typist  III  in  July,  1989.  Additional  turnover  in 
staff  left  the  editor  with  insufficient  help.  The  arrival  of  Ann  W.  Little  as  transcrib- 
ing typist  HI  on  February  1, 1990,  stabilized  that  position,  but  temporary  help  had 
to  be  used  for  other  secretarial  needs.  As  a stopgap  measure,  Mrs.  Rayfield, 
clerk-typist  IV,  began  dividing  her  time  equally  between  the  Civil  War  Roster  and 
Colonial  Records  branches.  This  expedient  deprived  the  Colonial  Records  Branch 
of  her  full-time  services,  but  it  did  allow  work  on  Volume  XIII  of  the  Civil  War 
Roster  to  resume.  Even  so,  that  volume  is  behind  schedule  despite  the  dedicated 
efforts  of  Mr.  Jordan  and  his  staff. 

ADVISORY  EDITORIAL  COMMITTEE 

The  Advisory  Editorial  Committee  met  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Greensboro  on  October  7, 1988;  however,  no  meeting  was  held  in  1989.  In  recent 
years  attendance  at  the  annual  meeting  had  been  so  poor  that  it  was  deemed 
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unnecessary  to  convene  every  year.  In  1989,  therefore,  an  annual  report  was  sent 
to  members  of  the  committee. 

Thomas  C.  Parramore  of  Meredith  College  replaced  John  L.  Bell,  Jr.,  of 
Western  Carolina  University  on  July  1,  1988,  for  a five-year  term.  John  David 
Smith  of  North  Carolina  State  University  replaced  Don  Higginbotham  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  on  July  1, 1989,  for  a five-year  term. 
Sally  G.  McMillen  of  Davidson  College,  replacing  Kay  H.  Huggins  of  East  Carolina 
University,  will  commence  a five-year  term  on  July  1, 1990. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

During  the  reporting  period  the  section  moved  to  a point  at  which  nearly  all 
of  its  typesetting  is  done  on  computers.  The  purchase  of  additional  computer 
equipment  assured  editors  complete  control  of  the  disks  and  hard  copy  submitted 
to  printers  for  typesetting.  This  innovation  speeded  delivery  of  nearly  error-free 
galley  proofs.  Computerization  has  produced  savings  of  more  than  40  percent  in 
the  costs  of  typesetting.  The  section  still  needs  to  convert  completely  to  IBM-com- 
patible equipment,  but  even  the  disks  generated  by  the  older  Medicated”  microcom- 
puters can  now  be  converted  with  relative  ease.  The  addition  of  a desk-top 
publishing  capability  also  promises  to  make  the  section’s  work  more  productive 
and  efficient. 

The  last  biennial  report  mentioned  a Legislative  Research  Commission 
studying  printing  in  state  government  The  work  of  that  commission  resulted  in 
Senate  Bill  62,  which  the  General  Assembly  of  1989  enacted.  The  new  law  enjoined 
the  Department  of  Administration  (DOA)  to  issue  stricter  printing  guidelines 
throughout  state  government.  William  S.  Price,  Jr.,  director  of  the  Division  of 
Archives  and  History,  appointed  section  administrator  Jeffrey  J.  Crow  to  the 
committee  formed  by  the  Department  of  Cultural  Resources  to  respond  to  the  new 
DOA  guidelines.  Once  on  the  committee,  Dr.  Crow  was  asked  to  draft  the 
department’s  Publication  Procedures  Manual,  which  he  submitted  at  the  end  of 
the  biennium.  Unfortunately,  the  new  guidelines  complicate  the  bureaucratic 
procedure  for  obtaining  printing.  They  also  will  create  additional  editing  respon- 
sibilities for  the  section,  as  the  division’s  publications  officer  (the  state  historical 
publications  administrator)  must  now  approve  and  monitor  all  printing  in  the 
division. 

The  professional  staff  continued  to  play  an  active  role  in  national,  state,  and 
local  historical  organizations.  Kathleen  B.  Wyche  attended  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association  for  Documentary  Editing  in  New  Orleans,  October  20-22,  1988. 
Drs.  Cain  and  Crow,  Joe  A Mobley,  William  A Owens,  Jr.,  Jan-Michael  Poff,  and 
Frances  W.  Kunstling  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Southern  Historical 
Association  (SHA)  in  Norfolk,  Virginia,  November  9-12,  1988,  and  Kunstling, 
Wyche,  Crow,  and  Mobley  also  traveled  to  Lexington,  Kentucky,  November  8-11, 
1989,  for  the  SHA  meeting.  Dr.  Crow  served  on  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the 
SHA  in  1988  and  chaired  the  same  committee  in  1989.  In  addition,  at  the  1989 
SHA  meeting  he  presented  a paper  titled  “An  Apartheid  for  the  South:  Clarence 
Poe’s  Crusade  for  Rural  Segregation." 

Dr.  Crow  also  traveled  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Organization  of 
American  Historians  in  St  Louis,  April  7-9, 1989,  and  in  Washington,  D.C.,  March  22-24, 
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1990.  On  those  occasions  he  attended  meetings  as  a member  of  the  Publications 
Committee  of  the  American  Association  for  State  and  Local  History  (AASLH)  and 
as  AASLITs  representative  on  the  Advisory  Panel  of  the  Historical  Documents 
Study,  sponsored  by  the  American  Council  of  Learned  Societies  and  the  National 
Historical  Publications  and  Records  Commission.  The  Advisory  Panel  of  the  His- 
torical Documents  Study  met  three  other  times  in  Washington,  D.C. 

Dr.  Cain  served  on  the  steering  committee  of  the  Scottish  Heritage  Sym- 
posium, which  now  meets  yearly  in  Fayetteville.  He  also  completed  a term  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Presbyterian  Historical  Association.  E.  T.  Malone,  Jr., 
joined  the  Communications  Commission  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina.  In  the  May,  1989,  issue  of  Carolina  Comments  Mr.  Malone  published 
“How  Twentieth-Century  Novelists  Deal  with  Eastern  North  Carolina,”  a paper  he 
delivered  at  a symposium  sponsored  by  East  Carolina  University  in  November, 
1988.  He  also  presented  a paper  titled  “Hidden  Treasures:  Sifting  through  the 
Literary  Lost  and  Found”  to  the  North  Carolina  Writers’  Conference  in  July,  1989. 
His  article  “Reduced  Circumstances,  Pious  Women,  and  the  Episcopal  Church” 
appeared  in  the  September/October,  1989,  issue  of  the  Communicant , the 
newspaper  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

Both  Malone  and  Jordan  received  awards  from  the  North  Carolina  Society 
of  Historians  in  1989.  Mr.  Malone  received  the  Smithwick  Award  for  an  article  on 
Malcolm  Fowler,  which  appeared  in  the  Harnett  County  News , and  Mr.  Jordan 
accepted  the  Merit  Award  for  his  more  than  twenty  years’  work  on  the  Civil  War 
Roster. 


In  addition  to  publications  by  staff  members  already  cited  in  this  report,  Mr. 
Jordan  published  The  Battle  of  Bentonville  (Wilmington:  Broadfoot  Publishing 
Company,  1990).  Mr.  Mobley  enjoyed  a one-month  sabbatical  in  February,  1989, 
to  complete  the  research  and  writing  for  his  history  of  Pamlico  County.  As  a 
consequence  of  his  work  on  the  county’s  history,  he  was  invited  to  give  two  talks  at 
Pamlico  County  Community  College.  Dr.  Crow  published  "The  Whiskey  Rebellion 
in  North  Carolina”  in  the  January,  1989,  issue  of  the  North  Carolina  Historical 
Review  and  an  op-ed  article  in  the  January  24, 1989,  issue  of  the  News  and  Observer 
(Raleigh).  His  essay  on  North  Carolina  slavery  appeared  in  the  Dictionary  of 
Afro-American  Slavery , edited  by  Randall  M.  Miller  and  John  David  Smith 
(Westport:  Greenwood  Press,  1988).  He  also  contributed  an  essay  to  and  coedited 
with  Paul  D.  Escott  and  Charles  L.  Flynn,  Jr.,  Race,  Class,  and  Politics  in  Southern 
History:  Essays  in  Honor  of  Robert  F.  Durden  (Baton  Rouge:  Louisiana  State 
University  Press,  1989). 

The  work  of  the  North  Carolina  Literary  and  Historical  Association  con- 
tinued to  require  the  steady  attentions  of  Dr.  Crow  as  secretary-treasurer  and  Mrs. 
Dawkins  as  assistant  secretary-treasurer.  Besides  the  association’s  usual  business, 
Dr.  Crow  and  Mrs.  Dawkins  helped  plan,  arrange,  and  stage  the  symposium  “New 
Light  on  Eighteenth-Century  North  Carolina  Literary  Sources."  Despite  a 
postponement  from  September  22  to  November  17,  1989,  because  of  Hurricane 
Hugo,  the  symposium  was  a tremendous  success.  More  than  150  people  attended 
the  conference  at  Tryon  Palace  in  New  Bern,  and  the  Kellenberger  Historical 
Foundation  helped  underwrite  the  event  with  a grant  of  nearly  $6,000.  Elizabeth  F. 
Buford  deserves  special  commendation  for  her  efforts  as  project  director.  Dr.  Crow 
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also  helped  plan  the  North  Carolina  women’s  history  symposium  “Private 
Lives/Public  Roles,”  which  convened  on  March  26,  1990,  again  with  a capacity 
crowd. 

As  the  biennium  came  to  a close,  further  budgetary  cuts  were  a certainty. 
The  shortage  of  secretarial  support  for  editors  promised  to  become  even  more  acute, 
and  the  implementation  of  untested  publication  procedures  presaged  initial  con- 
fusion and  increased  demand  for  editorial  services.  Still,  with  new  publications  in 
the  offing,  strong  demand  for  the  program’s  publications,  and  the  resolute  profes- 
sionalism of  the  staff,  one  must  view  the  coming  biennium  with  optimism. 
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NORTH  CAROLINA  MUSEUM  OF  HISTORY 
John  D.  Ellington,  Administrator 

Documents  pertaining  to  construction  of  the  new  Museum  of  History  building 
were  submitted  to  the  Office  of  State  Construction  on  September  29,  1988.  The 
revised  construction  budget  was  $28,242,850.  The  1988  General  Assembly  ex- 
empted the  museum  project  from  the  standard  bid  process,  thereby  providing  for 
a Bingle  prime  construction  contractor.  Bids  were  opened  on  February  2, 1989.  Nine 
firms  bid  on  the  project.  Clark  Morris  Company,  of  Dallas,  Texas,  submitted  alow 
bid  of  $25,831,300.  Several  optional  features  were  not  chosen  because  of  added 
costs.  On  June  7, 1989,  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  History  Associates  agreed 
to  raise  an  additional  $1,200,000  to  cover  the  costs  of  purchasing  the  major  optional 
features.  This  pledge  brought  the  total  commitment  by  the  Associates  to 
$4,378,067. 

Construction  of  the  new  facility  began  on  April  24, 1989.  Excavation  of  a hole 
425  feet  by  300  feet  by  50  feet  was  completed  in  September,  1989.  By  mid-June 
1990,  the  three-level  underground  parking  decks  were  finished.  The  most  recent 
projections  indicate  the  “topping  out"  of  the  building  by  Thanksgiving,  1990,  and 
completion  of  the  building  in  November,  1991. 

Meetings  were  held  with  the  mayor  and  other  officials  of  Elizabeth  City  in 
the  fall  of  1988  concerning  the  need  for  an  expanded  facility  for  the  Museum  of  the 
Albemarle.  On  May  1, 1989,  the  city  council  of  Elizabeth  City  agreed  to  donate  1.96 
acres  of  land  for  the  site  of  a new  building. 

The  site  is  located  in  downtown  Elizabeth  City  at  the  intersection  of  two 
principal  streets,  Ehringhaus  and  Water.  The  1989  General  Assembly  ap- 
propriated $150,000  for  advanced  planning.  The  architectural  firm  of  Hayes,  Seay, 
Mattem  and  Mattem,  Virginia  Beach,  Virginia,  was  selected  on  January  23, 1990. 
Public  meetings  were  held  beginning  on  April  17,  and  the  Hayes,  Seay  firm 
submitted  a preliminary  program  document  on  May  15, 1990.  A delay  in  schematic 
design  development  until  August  1, 1990,  was  instigated  to  provide  time  to  explore 
the  possibility  of  acquiring  additional  land  adjacent  to  the  museum  site.  The 
additional  land  would  allow  better  siting  of  the  building. 

COLLECTIONS  BRANCH 

During  the  biennium,  Collections  Branch  staff  placed  emphasis  on  projects 
related  to  the  new  building.  Guided  by  procedures  in  the  “Collections  Move  Master 
Plan" — written  by  the  chief  registrar — staff  and  volunteers  entered  25,080  in- 
dividual artifact  records  into  the  Cultural  Materials  Accession  System  (CUMAS). 
Classifications  targeted  for  data  entry  included  agricultural  and  scientific  tools, 
decorative  and  functional  boxes,  postcards,  photographs,  phonograph  records, 
North  Carolina  colonial  monies,  and  Confederate  currency.  To  facilitate  data  entry, 
photography,  and  packing  for  the  move  to  the  new  building,  the  second-floor  gallery 
was  converted  into  a work  area.  Office  efficiency  was  improved  by  the  installation 
of  a personal  computer.  The  branch  also  acquired  a 1990  Chevrolet  van  with  an 
environmentally  controlled  14-foot  cargo  bay  and  an  electronic  security  system. 
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Seven  exhibitions  were  prepared  and/or  dismantled:  “North  Carolina  and  the 
Olympics,"  “The  Museum  Collects ,*  “First  Family  Fashions,"  “North  Carolina 
Quilts:  Selections  From  the  N.C.  Quilt  Projects,"  “North  Carolina  Quilts:  Selections 
From  the  Museum  Collections,"  “Traditional  North  Carolina  Pottery,"  and  “Your 
Constitution:  Private  Rights  and  Public  Freedoms.”  Staff  members  assisted  the 
Museum  of  the  Cape  Fear  with  three  exhibitions. 

The  curator  of  textiles  served  as  project  director  for  the  Museum  of  History 
Reproduction  Costume  Project.  Four  designers  completed  six  sets  of  reproduction 
women’s  costumes  used  as  visual  aids.  Governor  Martin  appointed  the  curator  of 
textiles  as  North  Carolina’s  liaison  to  the  national  program  “500  Years  of  American 
Clothing,"  a project  affiliated  with  the  1992  Christopher  Columbus  Quincentenary 
Jubilee.  A 1990  summer  intern  prepared  bibliographies,  resource  files,  and  visual 
aids  on  late  fifteenth-  and  sixteenth-century  European  costumes  and  textiles. 
These  resources  will  provide  references  for  museum  staff  and  patrons  during  the 
1992  commemoration. 

Members  of  the  curatorial  staff  made  ninety-four  patron  visits  and  acquisi- 
tion trips.  They  made  presentations  for  the  Museum  of  History  Associates’  Mem- 
bership Days,  and  the  associate  curator  served  as  liaison  to  that  organization.  Staff 
members  presented  seventy-five  programs,  which  reached  6,057  listeners.  They 
inventoried  furnishingB  and  decorative  accessories  housed  in  the  Executive  Man- 
sion, and  they  processed  nineteen  loans. 

The  textile  conservator  examined  745  artifacts  and  treated  152.  Work  on  the 
comprehensive  survey  of  the  textile  and  costume  collection  continued.  Fire- 
damaged  artifacts  from  the  Palmer-Marsh  House  in  Bath  were  examined  and 
transported  to  Tryon  Palace  Restoration  Complex  in  New  Bern  for  storage.  During 
summer,  1989,  Pace  Art  Conservation  Enterprises  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  con- 
tinued a program  to  stabilize  selected  paintings  in  the  collection. 

The  branch  secretary  received  a fellowship  to  attend  the  1990  Minority 
Museum  Professional  Residency  Program  and  Training  Congress  in  Washington, 
D.C.  In  June,  1989,  the  chief  registrar  attended  the  Seminar  for  Historical  Ad- 
ministration in  Williamsburg,  Virginia.  The  chief  registrar  served  as  treasurer  of 
the  North  Carolina  Museums  Council  and  as  a member  of  the  Southeastern 
Museums  Council.  The  curator  of  textiles  served  as  chair  of  the  Textiles  and 
Clothing  Section,  North  Carolina  Home  Economics  Association;  national 
secretary/treasurer  of  the  Textiles  and  Clothing  Section,  American  Home 
Economics  Association;  and  vice-chair  of  the  Publications  Committee,  Costume 
Society  of  America. 

Additional  projects  included  the  design  of  “North  Carolina  Women:  Reclaim- 
ing Their  Place  in  History,"  a brochure  for  the  women’s  history  project;  the 
development  of  a graphics-standards  manual  for  exhibition  labeling;  the  creation 
of  an  artifact-handling  workspace  on  the  second  floor  of  the  present  museum;  and 
the  installation  of  a computer  to  assist  with  exhibition  and  graphic  design.  Branch 
staff  members  attended  classes  in  microcomputer  concepts,  Pagemaker  I and  U, 
and  Microsoft  Word. 
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The  curator  completed  the  Public  Manager  Program  and  was  declared  a 
certified  public  manager.  Her  project  paper,  “Developing  Plans  For  Museum 
Exhibition  Design  and  Production,"  tied  for  the  most  outstanding  project  award. 

The  branch  installed  six  exhibitions  that  consisted  of  nearly  500  artifacts, 
including  quilts,  pottery,  gowns,  farm  equipment,  furnishings,  and  documents. 
“North  Carolina  Quilts:  Selections  from  the  N.C.  Quilt  Project"  opened  on  the 
second  floor  on  September  16, 1988.  A two-color  program  guide,  a brochure,  and  a 
banner  advertised  the  exhibit.  Sixty-seven  quilts  were  mounted  on  padded,  add- 
free  tubes.  Oak  frames  were  adapted  to  display  thirty-seven  quilts  for  “North 
Carolina  Quilts:  Selections  from  the  Museum  Collection,”  which  opened 
February  1, 1989. 

“Traditional  North  Carolina  Pottery"  opened  October  30, 1988.  The  exhibit 
consisted  of  seventy-three  pieces  from  nine  North  Carolina  potteries,  as  well  as  five 
photo-illustrations. 


DESIGN  BRANCH 

The  planned  new  building  has  necessitated  an  expansion  of  branch  respon- 
sibilities beyond  exhibition  design  and  construction  to  include  publication  and 
program  design  and  illustration,  photography,  and  production.  To  reflect  these 
additions,  the  name  was  changed  from  Exhibits  Branch  to  Design  Branch.  The 
addition  of  a photographer  and  an  audiovisual  specialist  to  the  staff  increased 
production  capabilities. 

Branch  personnel  constructed  scale  models  of  the  new  building  and  of 
individual  galleries  to  show  overall  layout  and  to  assist  with  the  planning  of 
exhibitions.  The  latter  models  average  3 feet  deep  by  4 feet  wide  by  2 feet  tall. 

Staff  members  planned  a number  of  audiovisual  programs  for  the  new 
building.  They  contacted  museums  and  vendors  for  information  about  computer, 
slide,  film,  and  video  presentations  and  costs.  Employees  visited  Epcot  in  Orlando, 
Florida,  as  well  as  production  companies  and  Multimedia  Expo  in  New  York  to 
view  video  walls  and  multi -image  productions.  They  toured  regional  museums  to 
study  exhibition  techniques,  staffing,  equipment,  audiovisual  systems,  and  sign- 
age. Some  of  the  seven  museums  visited  included  Discovery  Place,  Charlotte;  the 
South  Carolina  State  Museum,  Columbia;  and  the  War  Memorial  Museum  of 
Virginia,  Newport  News. 

Rewiring  and  new  lights  helped  to  make  safer  an  exhibition  of  gowns 
belonging  to  twenty-five  first  ladies  of  North  Carolina,  which  took  place  from 
January  6 to  June  11, 1989.  Volunteer  Bob  Pickett  developed  a system  of  motion 
detectors  and  timers  to  control  lighting.  “The  Museum  Collects"  opened  August  22, 
1989.  Displayed  were  78  seldom-shown  artifacts,  with  92  accompanying  labels  and 
8 photographs.  “Your  Constitution:  Private  Rights  and  Public  Freedoms"  opened 
November  16,  1989.  The  branch  installed  168  artifacts  in  or  on  39  cases,  6 
platforms,  and  236  linear  feet  of  walls.  The  exhibit  utilized  144  labels,  1 interactive 
unit,  3 videos,  16  illustrations,  and  123  photographs  to  examine  a variety  of  topics. 
A program  calendar  and  banner  accompanied  the  exhibit. 

The  staff  assisted  other  branches  with  documentation  and  conservation  of  a 
sewing  machine,  a lunch  counter,  and  musical  instruments;  the  moving  of  large 
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artifacts;  illustration,  design,  and  printing  of  “Another  View  of  History,*  an 
audiovisual  guide;  sign  printing  and  project  installation  for  the  annual  Tar  Heel 
Junior  Historian  Awards  Day;  design  and  photography  for  the  Museum  of  the 
Albemarle  brochure;  a directory  slatsyBtem;  and  an  updated  Historical  Publica- 
tions display.  In  1990  the  curator  began  serving  as  coeditor  of  the  NCMC  Newslet- 
ter. 


EDUCATION  BRANCH 

To  prepare  for  the  new  building,  branch  staff  upgraded  existing  programs, 
promoted  extension  services,  and  increased  opportunities  for  the  public  to  evaluate 
programs.  Membership  in  the  Tar  Heel  Junior  Historian  Association  (THJHA) 
increased  by  15  percent  (16,996  members,  379  clubs,  73  counties).  Former  adviser 
Anne  Kennedy  received  an  American  Association  for  State  and  Local  History 
Certificate  of  Commendation  in  1988.  The  THJHA  has  received  more  of  these 
awards  than  any  other  historical  organization  in  the  state.  More  than  500  par- 
ticipants attended  Awards  Day  1989,  and  450  did  so  in  1990.  Governor  James  G. 
Martin  presented  the  Adviser  of  the  Year  Award  in  1990  and  announced  winners 
of  the  Christopher  Crittenden  State  History  Quiz.  A total  of  172  projects  from 
sixty-one  clubs  entered  the  arts,  literary,  and  media  contests.  Participating  ad- 
visers evaluated  the  conventions.  The  executive  secretary  produced  four  magazine 
supplements. 

Audiovisual  program  circulation  grew  to  2,093  (a  43  percent  increase)  with 
145,810  viewers  (a  137  percent  increase).  Viewers  returned  evaluations  of  59 
percent  of  the  programs.  A new  promotional  brochure  funded  by  the  Museum  of 
History  Associates  was  mailed  to  public  and  private  schoolteachers  and  to  councils 
on  aging. 

Members  of  the  Education  Branch  produced  nine  audiovisual  activity  pack- 
ets. A grant  from  the  Junior  League  of  Raleigh,  Inc.,  funded  the  addition  of  “To 
Govern  a People:  North  Carolina  Law*  and  Tar  Heel  Mysteries  and  Legends  * The 
latter  was  also  produced  on  videotape.  “Fort  Macon*  and  “Moravians*  were  rewrit- 
ten and  new  visuals  added.  “The  Black  Presence  in  North  Carolina*  received  new 
slides,  and  the  original  audio  track  was  remixed.  “Getting  Started  in  Genealogy,* 
“Walton  War,"  and  “Wedgwood  China*  were  removed  from  circulation.  Eight 
programs  from  other  agencies  were  added  to  the  service.  The  Holocaust  Council 
presented  “Anne  Frank  in  the  World  Exhibition,"  “Lessons  from  Anne  Frank,"  “The 
Holocaust:  A Personal  North  Carolina  History,"  and  "Ripples  in  Time."  The  North 
Carolina  Commission  on  the  Bicentennial  of  the  United  States  Constitution 
provided  “Against  the  Tide:  1788  Constitution  Ratification  Debate"  and  “We  the 
People:  North  Carolina  and  the  Constitution."  The  division’s  Archaeology  Branch 
contributed  “Archaeology  in  North  Carolina."  The  Mansion  at  200  North  Blount 
Street,"  produced  by  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Cultural  Resources  and 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  Center  for  Public  Television,  was  also  added. 

The  museum’s  docent  program  was  strengthened  through  improved  training 
and  educational  materials.  Teacher  evaluations  of  museum  programs  and  docent 
evaluations  of  the  volunteer  program  served  as  indicators  of  strengths  and  weak- 
nesses. New  docents  were  trained  each  fall.  Twenty  graduates  were  placed.  Special 
training  sessions  were  held  for  five  exhibitions:  One  hundred  fifty-three  volunteers 
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gave  the  museum  8,280  hours — the  equivalent  of  more  than  four  full-time 
employees.  “Behind-the-scenes”  volunteers  worked  on  exhibition  and  collection 
research,  organizing  and  indexing  photographic  files,  transcribing  oral  history 
tapes,  entering  computer  data,  and  assisting  with  textile  conservation.  Others 
helped  with  THJHA  Awards  Day  and  Education  Branch  programs  and  mailings. 
A new  touch  talk,  “lighting  the  Past,”  was  developed.  Branch  staff  members  wrote 
postvisit  leaflets  for  “lighting  the  Past,”  “Ruffled  Ruffs  and  Shining  Armor,”  and 
“This  Bountiful  Land”  and  previsit  packets  for  the  exhibit  on  the  Constitution  and 
both  exhibits  on  quilts.  The  coordinator  produced  training  manuals  for  all  touch 
talks  and  a docent  directory.  Ten  newsletters  were  issued  yearly. 

Docents  gave  82  percent  of  the  724  touch  talks  and  93  percent  of  the  1,204 
guided  tours.  A total  of  34,910  visitors  received  programs.  Visiting  groups  num- 
bered 3,360  (131,378  individuals,  an  increase  of  8 percent).  There  were  399,613 
visitors  (an  11  percent  increase). 

One  of  the  first  tasks  of  the  in-house  special  programs  coordinator  was  to 
evaluate  the  exhibition  “North  Carolina  Quilts:  Selections  from  the  N.C.  Quilt 
Project”  by  gathering  data  from  docents  and  visitors.  The  report,  issued  in 
February,  1989,  iB  the  museum’s  first  exhibition  evaluation. 

A commitment  was  made  to  children’s  programs.  “Saturday  at  the  Museum” 
held  nine  programs  yearly.  In  1989  children’s  summer  workshops  were  reinstituted 
for  the  first  time  since  1982.  Seven  were  planned;  four  required  two  sessions  to 
meet  public  demand. 

The  eighteen-year-old  “Month  of  Sundays”  series  featured  documentaries, 
full-length  films,  lectures,  musical  performances,  and  a variety  of  live  demonstra- 
tions and  displays.  Ancillary  program  series  were  developed  for  the  Constitution 
and  both  quilt  exhibitions.  Quilt  programs  (lectures,  films,  demonstrations,  and  a 
symposium)  were  especially  popular:  eight  received  television  coverage.  Other 
programs  included  a four-part  lecture  series  on  collectibles,  a teacher  workshop  on 
voting  rights,  and  special  commemorative  programs  on  the  125th  anniversary  of 
the  Civil  War  and  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  Raleigh  and  Gaston  Railroad. 
Approximately  66,000  program  brochures  and  flyers  were  mailed.  The  “Month  of 
Sundays”  mailing  list  grew  from  421  in  November,  1988,  to  723  by  June,  1990  (a 
72  percent  increase).  Two  volunteers  conducted  six-month  publicity  studies.  Each 
concluded  that  promotional  flyers  were  more  effective  in  gamering  publicity  for 
museum  programs  than  were  press  releases. 

The  “Folkways”  video  series  and  two  other  videotapes  were  used  as  vehicles 
for  staff  development  in  preparation  for  the  planning  of  the  Folklife  Gallery  in  the 
new  building. 

The  curator  spoke  at  the  1988  annual  meeting  of  the  AASLH  and  coordinated 
in-house  arrangements  for  the  “Private  Lives/Public  Roles”  women’s  history  sym- 
posium in  March,  1990.  Branch  members  spoke  to  fifteen  groups,  including  the 
UNC  Sea  Grant  Program,  the  1990  North  Carolina  Social  Studies  Conferences, 
Lowes  Grove  School  of  Durham,  and  the  1989  Fall  Conferences  of  Children’s 
Librarians.  In  February,  1989,  branch  personnel  presented  “Resources  for  Social 
Studies  Teachers”  to  familiarize  future  teachers  with  museum  programs.  Students 
from  Methodist  and  Campbell  colleges  and  Fayetteville  State  and  Pembroke  State 
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universities  attended.  Anthony  Jeffries  and  Melissa  Koch  of  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Greensboro  and  Chapel  Hill  respectively  worked  as  interns 
during  the  summers  of  1989  and  1990. 

RESEARCH  BRANCH 

The  Research  Branch  completed  the  development  of  five  major  temporary 
exhibitions:  “North  Carolina  Quilts:  Selections  from  the  N.C.  Quilt  Project,"  “North 
Carolina  Quilts:  Selections  from  the  Museum  Collection,*  “First  Family  Fashions," 
“Your  Constitution:  Private  Rights  and  Public  Freedoms,"  and  "The  Museum 
Collects.”  For  the  quilt  exhibitions,  staff  members  completed  label  copy  and  wrote 
and  compiled  publicity  materials.  They  conducted  background  research,  wrote 
label  copy,  and  compiled  a glossary  far  Tirst  Family  Fashions."  For  the  Constitu- 
tion exhibition,  the  staff  completed  research  and  wrote  label  copy  and  brochure 
text.  The  Research  staff  assisted  the  Collections  Branch  in  identifying  and  securing 
many  of  the  artifacts  for  the  exhibition.  They  engaged  in  research  and  compared 
label  text  for  “The  Museum  Collects." 

Members  of  the  branch  revised  sections  of  the  current  chronology  exhibition, 
wrote  new  label  copy  for  the  “Lafayette  Escadrille"  and  the  “1840s  Print  Shop" 
exhibits,  conducted  research  on  and  organized  for  presentation  to  the  Department 
of  Cultural  Resources  the  Second  North  Carolina  Battalion  Confederate  flag,  and 
wrote  a history  of  the  flag  for  its  exhibition  in  the  State  Capitol. 

Future  exhibitions  requiring  research  included  those  on  North  Carolina 
women’s  history  and  the  North  Carolina  Sports  Hall  of  Fame.  With  Dr.  Margaret 
Supplee  Smith,  project  coordinator,  the  research  staff  created  a preliminary  outline 
for  tiie  exhibition  on  women’s  history  and  continued  to  develop  a story  line  for  it. 
Staff  members  produced  a detailed  outline  for  the  North  Carolina  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame  exhibition  and  conducted  preliminary  research  to  prepare  the  exhibition’s 
label  copy.  They  also  served  as  members  of  a committee  to  plan  for  the  folklife  and 
chronology  exhibitions. 

Branch  personnel  developed,  wrote,  and  published  four  issues  of  the  Tar  Heel 
Junior  Historian  magazine  and  two  issues  of  the  newsletter  Crossroads. 
Copyrights  for  volumes  27,  28,  and  29  were  obtained.  The  editor  initiated  back- 
ground research  and  arrangements  for  production  of  future  issues  of  the  magazine. 

The  librarian  maintained  and  developed  the  museum  staff  research  library 
by  ordering  and  cataloging  books,  ordering  and  routing  periodicals,  compiling  past 
exhibit  file  materials,  discarding  outdated  publications,  and  giving  research  assist- 
ance to  the  staff. 

The  Research  Branch  staff  was  actively  involved  in  museum  programs  and 
presentations.  The  curator  presented  a lecture  titled  “The  North  Carolina  Dough- 
boy in  the  Great  War,  1917-1919"  to  the  Little  River  Historical  Society;  conducted 
a museum  workshop  on  the  life  of  the  common  soldier  in  the  Civil  War;  made  a 
presentation  on  the  development  of  "The  Museum  Collects"  exhibition  as  part  of  a 
museum  lecture  series  and  to  a meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Museums  Council; 
chaired  a session  of  the  North  Carolina  Women’s  History  Symposium,  sponsored 
by  the  Division  of  Archives  and  History;  and  made  special  presentations  of  the 
Constitution  exhibition  to  the  members  of  the  United  States  Bicentennial  Commis- 
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sion  on  behalf  of  Congressman  David  Price,  as  well  as  to  a delegation  of  students 
from  the  Soviet  Union.  The  editor  presented  to  the  North  Carolina  Museums 
Council  a program  on  applications  of  desk-top  publishing.  The  senior  researcher 
made  several  presentations  on  the  museum’s  Civil  War  flag  collection. 

WESTERN  OFFICE/MOUNTAIN  GATEWAY  MUSEUM 

The  Mountain  Gateway  Museum  acquired  the  William  Hathaway  property, 
adjacent  to  the  Mauney  House  in  Old  Fort.  It  also  purchased  two  smaller  parcels 
of  land  in  order  to  make  the  southern  property  line  uniform.  Tentative  plans  were 
made  to  develop  the  newly  acquired  property.  These  plans  include  the  addition  of 
picnic  and  restroom  facilities,  a reconstructed  log  bam,  outdoor  exhibitions,  and  a 
replica  of  a historic  covered  bridge  across  Mill  Creek  to  connect  the  new  property 
with  the  existing  museum  property.  Other  plans  include  the  possible  construction 
of  an  amphitheater  and  the  extension  of  the  balcony  in  the  museum  to  provide 
additional  exhibit  space. 

Capital-improvement  projects  included  new  hand-split  oak  shingle  roofs  for 
the  Morgan  and  Stepp  cabins,  an  air-conditioning  system  for  the  museum  building, 
and  a new  telephone  system.  A tree  specialist  was  hired  to  save  one  of  the  oldest 
maple  trees  in  the  state,  located  near  the  museum  building. 

Ten  copies  of  the  museum  orientation  program  were  duplicated  onto  one 
video  tape  by  WLOS-TV  in  Asheville.  The  museum  brochure  was  reprinted. 

Staff  members  presented  educational  programs  to  students  at  Flat  Rock 
Junior  High  School,  Flat  Rock;  Strauss  Elementary  School,  Brevard;  Black  Moun- 
tain Middle  School,  Black  Mountain;  Estes  Elementary  School,  Skyland;  and 
Scott’s  Creek  Elementary  School  in  Jackson  County.  The  museum  representative 
was  involved  in  History  Day  activities  at  Valley  SpringB  Middle  School  in  Skyland 
and  served  as  a judge  for  the  regional  History  Day  competition  at  Western  Carolina 
University  in  Cullowhee. 

Staff  members  assisted  the  Western  North  Carolina  Historical  Association 
in  planning  historical  tours  to  Burke  County;  Jonesborough/Greeneville,  Ten- 
nessee; and  the  southern  part  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway  from  Asheville  to,  and 
including,  Cherokee.  They  also  assisted  in  selecting  the  recipient  of  the  historical 
association’s  annual  achievement  award. 

Museum  employees  held  discussions  with  groups  interested  in  establishing 
local  museums  in  Andrews,  Asheville,  Bakers ville,  Black  Mountain,  Canton,  Cher- 
ryville,  Franklin,  Glendale  SpringB,  Lake  Junaluska,  Ldncolnton,  and  Mt.  Airy.  The 
following  museums  were  established  and  opened:  Biltmore  Village  Historic 
Museum,  Asheville;  Macon  County  Historical  Museum,  Franklin;  Museum  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction  of  the  Methodist  Church,  Lake  Junaluska;  and  Swan- 
nanoa  Valley  Museum,  Black  Mountain. 

The  grounds  of  the  Mountain  Gateway  Museum  continued  to  be  used  for  two 
local  celebrations — Old  Fort  Pioneer  Day,  sponsored  by  the  Old  Fort  Heritage 
Committee,  and  Old  Mountain  Christmas,  sponsored  by  the  Old  Mountain 
Christmas  Committee.  Museum  visitation  grew  to  34,458,  a 79  percent  increase. 
The  museum  specialist  position  was  upgraded  to  the  level  of  curator  in  the  spring 
of  1990.

MUSEUM  OF  THE  ALBEMARLE 

Msyor  exhibitions  included  “Quilts,*  “Strike  Up  the  Band,*  “Blacks  in 
America:  A Photographic  Record,*  “The  Historic  Albemarle:  Summer  Tour  *89," 
“From  the  Inside  Out:  Changing  Fashion  Silhouettes  and  Undergarments,  1880- 
1930,"  “Main  Street,  ca.  1905,"  "Always  Ready:  The  Coast  Guard  in  the  Albemarle, 
1790-1990,"  and  the  reinstallation  of  the  permanent  gallery  from  piracy  to  the 
Victorian  era.  Museum  staff  members  designed  the  following  lobby  and  traveling 
exhibits:  “Critters  and  Quilts ,*  “Indian  Pottery,"  “The  BlessingB  of  Liberty,"  and 
“Duck  Hunting."  They  constructed  exhibits  for  the  New  East  Bank  of  Elizabeth 
City  and  Historic  Chicamacomico. 

Educational  programs  included  a children’s  film  series,  children’s  summer 
workshops,  quilting  workshops,  nine  programs  in  conjunction  with  “Blacks  in 
America:  A Photographic  Record,"  children’s  Christmas  workshops,  a trip  to 
Winterthur,  a newcomer’s  open  house,  “The  Museum  Visits  the  Mall,"  A Civil  War 
reenactment  program,  and  a teacher’s  workshop  titled  “Going  to  the  Source."  New 
touch  talks  included  "A  Child’s  Life  in  the  Early  19th  Century,"  “Trade  And 
Industry,"  and  a series  of  programs  for  pre-schoolers.  The  school  program  brochure 
was  updated  in  1988  and  reformatted  in  1990.  Teaching  units  developed  included 
“ Elizabeth  11*  “Historic  Murfreesboro,"  and  “Blacks  in  America:  A Photographic 
Record."  All  were  funded  with  grant  monies. 

A grant  from  the  Institute  of  Museum  Services  enabled  the  museum  to  hire 
a registrar  in  August,  1988.  The  Museum  of  the  Albemarle  Board  of  Trustees  and 
other  sources  funded  the  position  for  an  additional  year.  Interns  from  Elizabeth 
City  State  University  and  volunteers  assisted  the  registrar  in  completing  the 
inventory  of  the  collection. 

A two-room,  one-and-one-half  story,  eighteenth-century  house  was  donated 
and  moved  to  the  museum.  Fumigation  of  the  structure  was  completed,  and  a tarp 
was  placed  over  it  for  protection.  Part  of  the  move  was  funded  through  the  state 
budget,  with  other  monies  provided  by  the  Museum  of  History  Associates  and  the 
Elizabeth  City  Historic  Neighborhood  Association.  The  Associates  also  provided 
funds  for  new  highway  signs  and  a new  museum  brochure.  The  board  of  trustees 
held  fund  raisers  for  the  proposed  new  facility. 

The  book  On  the  Shores  of  the  Pasquotank  was  printed,  published,  and 
distributed  to  more  than  1,400  individuals.  Interest-free  loans  and  grants  from 
several  agencies  paid  for  salaries,  printing,  and  publishing.  Two  thousand  copies 
of  the  book  were  printed. 

The  Museum  of  the  Albemarle  received  grants,  donations,  and  interest-free 
loans  from  a number  of  organizations.  The  Northeastern  Historic  Places  Office  gave 
$4,950  to  fund  the  exhibit  “Blacks  in  America:  A Photographic  Record,"  as  well  as 
educational  programs  and  a teaching  unit;  the  Elizabeth  City  Foundation  donated 
$10,000  and  an  additional  $10,000  in  gifts  from  local  sources  to  fund  in  part  On  the 
Shores  of  the  Pasquotank ; the  North  Carolina  Federation  of  Historical  Societies 
made  available  a $7,000  interest-free  loan  to  fund  in  part  On  the  Shores  of  the 
Pasquotank ; the  Covington  Foundation  ($5,000),  the  Museum  of  the  Albemarle 
Board  of  Trustees  ($5,000),  the  Guild  of  Museum  Friends  ($1,400),  and  the  Belk 
Foundation  ($500)  contributed  to  the  continued  funding  of  the  registrar  position; 
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Ford  Motor  Company  gave  $2,000  for  the  Building  Fund  and  $5,000  for  the 
museum’s  general  fund;  and  the  Northeastern  Historic  Places  Office  donated 
$1,365  to  fund  a teachers’  workshop. 

Visitation  during  the  biennium  was  21,755,  up  by  15  percent.  Visitation  at 
places  where  traveling  exhibits  were  displayed  was  22,037.  Approximately  4,400 
individuals  received  guided  tours;  4,068  were  given  touch  talks;  4,457  came  to 
in-houBe  programs;  3,044  attended  extension  programs;  and  3,286  viewed 
audiovisual  programs  on  loan.  Programs  were  presented  to  19,262  participants,  a 
30  percent  increase. 


MUSEUM  OF  THE  CAPE  FEAR 

Work  began  on  two  capital  projects:  restoration  of  the  1897  Edgar  Allen  Poe 
House  and  development  of  Arsenal  Park.  Phase  I exterior  restoration  of  the  Poe 
House  “sealed"  the  building,  retarding  or  eliminating  any  deterioration.  Museum 
officials  worked  with  the  city  of  Fayetteville’s  departments  of  Community  Services 
and  Parks  and  Recreation  on  the  development  of  Arsenal  Park.  The  city  expended 
a total  of  $258,000  to  acquire  2.5  acres  of  the  proposed  3.5-acre  Arsenal  Park. 

Construction  of  the  Central  Business  District  Loop  extension,  which 
separated  the  three  components  of  the  Museum  of  the  Cape  Fear  Historical 
Complex,  began.  The  North  Carolina  Department  of  Transportation  mitigated  the 
impact  of  highway  construction  on  the  historic  site  by  constructing  retaining  walls 
and  footings  for  a proposed  pedestrian  overpass.  Advisory  board  members  and 
supporters  were  successful  in  getting  the  pedestrian  overpass  included  in  the 
Fayetteville  Urban  Area  Transportation  Improvement  Program.  The  Museum  of 
History  Associates  provided  $6,200  to  hire  Hicks  Architects  to  produce  color 
renderings  and  a site  plan  for  the  complex. 

Permanent,  special,  and  traveling  exhibits  consumed  considerable  staff  time. 
“McLaurin’s  General  Store,"  which  extended  the  chronology  into  the  first  quarter 
of  the  twentieth  century,  was  installed.  A 1,500-year-old  dugout  canoe  was  added 
to  the  native  American  gallery.  The  introduction  of  a collection  of  Scottish  militaria 
constituted  a revision  to  the  Highland  Scots  section. 

Staff  members  installed  six  special  exhibits:  “First  Peoples  of  the  Cape  Fear," 
“Model  Trains:  Tracking  Time,"  "Black  Women:  Achievements  against  the  Odds," 
“Archaeology:  A Window  on  the  Past,"  “1789  and  Beyond:  North  Carolina  and  the 
United  States  Constitution,"  and  “Cloak  and  Banner  Uniforms  and  Flags  of 
Confederate  North  Carolina." 

Two  traveling  exhibits  were  produced:  “Celebrating  the  Constitution,"  for  the 
Cumberland  County  Public  Library  and  Information  Center,  and  “Historic  Fay- 
etteville,” at  the  North  Carolina  Legislative  Building  in  Raleigh. 

The  special  exhibits  program  spawned  a plethora  of  public  programs.  “Black 
Women:  Achievements  against  the  Odds”  featured  a film  and  lecture  series.  A 
lecture  and  film  series,  a children’s  archaeology  workshop,  a teacher  in-service 
workshop,  a video  production  on  archaeological  methods  and  techniques,  and  four 
days  of  fieldwork  on  the  grounds  of  the  Edgar  Allen  Poe  House  augmented 
“Archaeology:  A Window  on  the  Past."  “1789  and  Beyond:  North  Carolina  and  the 
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United  States  Constitution*  included  two  panel  discussions.  The  exhibit  also 
featured  a film  series. 

Not  all  public  programming  was  related  to  special  exhibits.  The  inaugural 
Scottish  heritage  symposium  was  cosponsored  by  the  museum  and  East  Carolina 
University’s  Division  of  Continuing  Education.  The  1989  conference  com- 
memorated the  Argyll  Colony  and  appropriately  was  titled  “Our  Scottish  Heritage: 
250th  Anniversary  of  the  Argyll  Colony."  The  museum’s  researcher  presented  a 
paper  at  the  symposium. 

The  museum  twice  participated  in  the  annual  Olde  Fayetteville  by 
Candlelight  Tour;  sponsored  an  “Afternoon  of  Traditional  Crafts,"  in  conjunction 
with  the  city  of  Fayetteville’s  annual  Dogwood  Festival;  sponsored  the  Arsenal 
Encampment,  in  conjunction  with  the  125th  anniversary  of  General  William  T. 
Sherman’s  assault  on  Fayetteville;  and  participated  in  Fayetteville’s  activities 
associated  with  the  yearlong  celebration  of  North  Carolina’s  ratification  of  the 
federal  Constitution,  which  included  hosting  a reception  for  members  of  the  North 
Carolina  General  Assembly  in  the  spring  of  1989. 

Museum  employees  developed  a five-year  master  plan  that  identified  seven 
areas  of  staff  concern.  The  plan  was  formatted  in  three  sections:  immediate 
priorities;  two-year/three-year  objectives;  and  five-year  objectives.  The  document 
has  facilitated  the  management  of  growth  in  programs  and  services,  as  well  as  the 
identification  and  implementation  of  operational  objectives. 

Collections  management  was  addressed  by  securing  an  intern  from  Fayette- 
ville State  University.  The  three-month  internship  evolved  into  a part-time  posi- 
tion. CUMAS  forms  were  processed  (326  forms,  75  percent  of  the  collections).  All 
collections  data  were  entered  into  a data-base  system.  An  inventory  of  the  Poe 
Collection  was  completed. 

The  museum  utilized  interns  in  the  areas  of  program  and  audience  develop- 
ment. A University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  graduate  student  conducted 
a telephone  survey  that  measured  demographics,  public  awareness,  and  visitor 
behavior. 

“First  Peoples  of  the  Cape  Fear,"  a slide  packet  with  accompanying  script, 
was  produced  by  a Sandhills  Community  College  student.  Another  slide  packet, 
“Pathfinders,"  was  completed  by  a Campbell  University  senior.  A Methodist  Col- 
lege student  completed  research,  composed  outlines,  and  created  activity  sheets 
for  in-house,  special-emphasis  tours  interpreting  native  Americans  and  early 
economic  activity  in  the  Cape  Fear  region.  New  in-houBe  tours,  using  reproduction 
objects,  were  “First  Peoples  of  the  Cape  Fear*  and  “Tar  Heels  and  Naval  Stores." 

Growth  characterized  the  volunteer  program.  Volunteer  staff  expanded  by 
85  percent,  and  the  docent  corps  increased  fivefold. 

The  museum  received  grants  from  the  following  organizations:  $2,500  from 
the  Fayetteville/Cumberland  County  Bicentennial  Committee  for  the  exhibit  *1789 
and  Beyond:  North  Carolina  and  the  United  States  Constitution";  two  grants 
totaling  $1,875  from  the  North  Carolina  Humanities  Council  for  the  panel  discus- 
sion “Civil  Rights:  Protestors  and  the  Press"  and  for  archaeological  fieldwork  at  the 
Poe  House;  $1,600  from  the  North  Carolina  Division  of  Travel  and  Tourism  to  fund 
in  part  a new  museum  brochure;  $1,042  from  the  North  Carolina  Commission  on 
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the  Bicentennial  of  the  United  States  Constitution  for  the  panel  discussion  “The 
Environment  and  Individual  Rights”;  a total  of  $2,462  from  the  Florence  Rogers 
Charitable  Trust,  the  Arts  Council  of  Fayetteville/Cumberland  County,  the  St. 
Andrew's  Society  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  Fayetteville  Convention  and  Visitors’ 
Bureau  for  the  Scottish  heritage  symposium;  and  $600  from  Cross  Creek  Mall  to 
underwrite  “An  Afternoon  of  Traditional  Crafts* 

The  researcher  served  as  a panelist  for  the  spring,  1990,  meeting  of  the  North 
Carolina  Museums  Council.  The  curator  attended  the  twelve-day  Winedale 
Museum  Seminar  in  November,  1988. 

Visitation  totaled  48,569,  a figure  that  exceeded  projections  by  approximately 
10  percent.  However,  traveling  exhibits  proved  to  be  the  most  effective  means  of 
reaching  people:  240,000  persons  reviewed  the  two  aforementioned  traveling 
exhibits. 

Docents  and  museum  staff  combined  to  give  477  tours  to  13,913  persons; 
5,835  attended  in-house  programs;  another  5,445  participated  in  extension 
programs;  and  441  individuals  reviewed  14  audiovisual  programs.  The  total  num- 
ber of  persons  reached  by  the  programs  and  services  of  the  Museum  of  the  Cape 
Fear  exceeded  294,000. 
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In  1990  the  Capitol  marked  the  160th  anniversary  of  its  completion  with 
special  programs.  These  programs  and  projects  were  the  result  of  several  years’ 
planning  by  Capitol  staff.  An  art  contest  sponsored  by  Northern  Telecom,  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction,  and  the  State  Capitol  Foundation  recognized  ten 
student  artists  whose  workB  were  chosen  as  those  most  representative  of  life  in 
North  Carolina  during  the  150-year  period  in  which  the  Capitol  has  been  in 
existence.  The  winners  were  honored  at  a ceremony  in  the  House  chamber,  and  the 
works  were  displayed  first  in  the  Capitol  and  later  in  the  Secretary  of  State’s  office. 
A ten-minute  video  on  the  history  and  symbolism  of  the  Capitol,  starring  and 
narrated  by  former  Secretary  of  State  Thad  Eure,  premiered  in  the  House  chamber 
on  June  8.  On  June  10  a “Feast  for  Five  Hundred"  was  held  on  the  Capitol  grounds 
to  commemorate  the  original  dedication  of  the  building.  The  feast  was  followed  by 
a lecture  on  the  Capitol  and  Greek  Revival  architecture  by  Roger  Kennedy  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution. 

Two  other  programs — a pilot  living  history  program  and  the  “Last  Signal 
Message  of  the  War"— commemorated  both  the  sesquicentennial  and  the  125th 
anniversary  observance  of  the  end  of  the  Civil  War  in  North  Carolina.  In  regard  to 
the  latter  anniversary,  the  Capitol  cooperated  with  the  Historic  Sites  Section  in 
January,  1990,  to  host  the  ceremony  that  began  the  yearlong  observance.  Plans 
were  made  to  climax  the  150th  anniversary  by  greatly  expanding  the  Capitol’s  July 
Fourth  celebration  by  adding  a parade  and  more  stages  of  entertainment. 

Numerous  physical  changes  in  and  around  the  Capitol  Building  occurred 
during  this  biennium.  In  1988  the  General  Assembly  appropriated  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Administration  $500,000  for  improvement  to  the  Capitol  grounds.  Bell- 
Glazener  Design  Group  of  Raleigh,  master  planners  for  the  grounds,  provided 
construction  drawings  for  the  improvements.  All-season  grass  sod  was  placed  on 
about  60  percent  of  the  grounds  as  the  first  phase  of  the  work  began. 

Further  changes  to  the  grounds  occurred  because  of  the  placement  of  the 
Veterans’  Memorial  on  the  north  side  of  the  building.  This  monument  to  honor 
veterans  of  World  Wars  I and  II  and  the  Korean  War  created  much  controversy 
during  its  planning  and  construction.  The  Veteran’s  Memorial  Commission 
selected  Richard  Amlung  of  Bear  Creek,  North  Carolina,  as  the  sculptor  for  the 
project.  When  the  design,  which  called  for  a lOVfc -foot -tall  bronze  statue  of  Lady 
Liberty  mounted  on  a 3 1V^ -foot- tall  stone  obelisk,  was  announced,  several  groups 
came  out  in  opposition  to  the  project  because  they  felt  the  size  was  inappropriate 
for  the  Capitol  grounds.  After  many  months  of  discussions  and  editorials,  the 
project  proceeded  as  planned — with  one  exception.  The  original  site  was  to  have 
been  just  west  of  the  Vietnam  Veterans’  Memorial.  Instead,  it  was  decided  to 
redesign  the  driveway  located  on  the  north  side  of  the  building  and  place  the 
monument  there.  Stonework  for  the  memorial  was  done  by  Joyner’s  Memorials  of 
Wilson,  and  all  bronze  castings  were  completed  by  New  Arts  Foundry  of  Baltimore, 
Maryland.  Clancy  and  Theys  Construction  Company  of  Raleigh  demolished  the 
driveway  and  had  nearly  completed  construction  of  the  new  drive  and  surrounding 
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walkways  at  the  end  of  the  reporting  period.  Dedication  ceremonies  took  place  at 
the  monument  on  May  27, 1990. 

The  Woodmen  of  the  World  made  a special  donation  of  142  flags  to  be  used 
in  and  around  the  Capitol.  One  hundred  United  States  flags  were  donated  to  be 
flown  around  the  square  on  patriotic  holidays;  fifteen  United  States  and  fifteen 
North  Carolina  flags  were  donated  to  be  flown  over  the  building;  and  six  of  each 
were  donated  to  be  flown  over  surrounding  buildings. 

Several  changes  occurred  in  the  occupancy  of  the  interior  spaces  following 
the  inaugural  activities  of  January,  1989.  Thad  Eure  left  office,  vacating  the 
first-floor  northeast  suite  he  occupied  for  fifty-two  years  as  secretary  of  state.  Newly 
elected  lieutenant  Governor  James  C.  Gardner  moved  into  those  two  rooms. 
Members  of  his  staff  moved  into  offices  on  the  third  floor  above  both  the  House  and 
Senate  clerks’  offices.  These  offices  were  occupied  until  May,  1990,  when  the 
majority  of  the  lieutenant  governor’s  staff  moved  to  the  Hawkins-Hartness  House. 
The  lieutenant  governor  and  a few  staff  members  continue  to  occupy  the  Capitol’s 
first-floor  suite.  The  committee  room  on  the  second-floor  west  hall  was  assigned  to 
Secretary  of  State  Rufus  L.  Edmisten  for  use  as  a ceremonial  office. 

Years  of  use  have  gradually  taken  a toll  on  the  antique  legislative  chairs  in 
the  Capitol.  The  joints  have  become  so  fragile  that  continued  repair  is  impossible. 
Faced  with  prohibiting  all  use  of  the  chambers  or  replacing  most  of  the  antique 
chairs  with  reproductions,  the  Capitol  staff  and  the  board  of  the  State  Capitol 
Foundation  invited  furniture  companies  to  submit  bids  for  reproducing  the  chairs 
in  the  House  and  Senate.  Negotiations  were  under  way  at  the  end  of  the  biennium. 

CAPITAL  AREA  VISITOR  CENTER 

The  Visitor  Center  underwent  a number  of  megor  physical  improvements 
during  the  biennium.  These  improvements  included  landscaping  the  front  lawn, 
rewiring  the  house,  installing  mini  blinds,  painting  the  interior,  and  replacing  the 
carpet  on  the  first  and  second  floors.  The  addition  of  a full-time  cleaning  crew 
greatly  improved  the  upkeep  of  the  facility. 

A video  player  and  television  set  acquired  during  the  period  enable  visitors 
to  view  tapes  on  area  attractions.  Several  slide  programs  were  duplicated  for  use 
as  previsit  materials  to  be  mailed  to  teachers.  The  supply  still  does  not  meet  the 
demand,  however.  Thanks  to  a grant  from  the  Junior  League  of  Raleigh,  the 
Museum  of  History  was  able  to  assist  the  center  by  mailing  out  the  orientation 
programs  on  the  Executive  Mansion  and  on  Raleigh.  The  orientation  slide  program, 
which  is  shown  in-house,  was  out  of  order  for  several  months  in  early  1990.  Because 
of  recent  changes  in  the  area  caused  by  construction,  the  program  is  in  need  of 
updating,  as  is  the  audiovisual  equipment. 

During  the  reporting  period  the  center  attempted  to  improve  working 
relationships  with  other  visitor  service  organizations  in  the  area.  The  Raleigh 
Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  worked  closely  with  the  center  staff  on  several 
projects  and  generously  provided  maps,  visitors’  guides,  and  donations  of  money 
so  that  center  staff  members  could  attend  workshops  and  seminars.  The  center 
helped  sponsor  for  members  of  the  travel  and  hospitality  industry  such  programs 
as  the  "Raleigh  Fly-in”  and  a reception  for  the  North  Carolina  Bus  Association. 
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Semiannual  meetings  were  initiated  between  many  of  the  organizations  in  the  area 
that  deal  with  visitor  services.  These  meetings  improved  the  communication 
network  among  the  agencies.  The  center  newsletter  Around  the  Dome  helped  to 
facilitate  communication  as  well. 

Mansion  Notes,  a newsletter  for  Executive  Mansion  docents,  was  initiated  in 
the  biennium.  The  office  of  the  mansion’s  curator/decorator  was  moved  to  the 
second  floor  of  the  center  in  1990.  The  number  of  special  events  at  the  mansion 
doubled  during  the  biennium.  Staff  members  began  planning  for  commemorating 
the  mansion’s  centennial  in  1991. 

Visitation  increased  steadily  throughout  the  period.  The  greater  demand  for 
services  from  the  public  resulted  in  an  expanded  volunteer  program  at  the  center. 
During  the  period  volunteers  contributed  1,052  hours.  Visitors  came  from  every 
state  and  many  foreign  countries.  Shown  below  is  a summary  of  statistics.

STATE  CAPITOL  BRANCH 

The  initiation  of  the  long-awaited  living  history  program  was  the  highlight 
of  this  reporting  period.  The  pilot  program,  which  was  the  result  of  several  months 
of  research  and  writing  by  Capitol  staff,  featured  six  actors  portraying  characters 
who  related  their  experiences  in  Raleigh  at  the  end  of  the  Civil  War.  Local  actors 
were  hired  to  play  the  parts,  and  the  program  was  presented  on  four  days  in  April 
and  June,  1990.  Several  private  foundations  and  civic  groups  provided  funds  for 
the  program. 

The  annual  Christmas  programs  continued  to  be  popular.  The  Downtown 
Raleigh  Development  Corporation  took  over  much  of  the  planning  of  the  activities 
on  the  Fayetteville  Street  Mall  held  in  conjunction  with  the  tree-lighting  ceremony, 
allowing  the  Capitol  staff  to  concentrate  on  planning  the  ceremony  itself.  The 
Raleigh  Merchants  Bureau  continued  to  cooperate  in  planning  and  carrying  out 
the  ceremony  as  well.  The  Raleigh  Garden  Club,  the  Fallon  Park  Garden  Club,  and 
Capitol  volunteers  planned  and  executed  the  Christmas  decorations. 

Several  events  commemorating  the  bicentennial  of  the  Constitution  took 
place  in  the  Capitol  or  on  the  grounds.  Capitol  volunteers  and  staff  assisted  with 
some  of  the  programs,  which  were  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Bicentennial 
Committee.

Forty-third  Biennial  Report 


Eleven  new  volunteers  were  trained  during  the  reporting  period,  but  not  all 
of  them  continued  with  the  program  afterward.  During  the  biennium  volunteers 
contributed  3,533  hours  of  service  to  Capitol  programs.  The  period  ended  with 
twenty-seven  active  volunteers  on  the  role. 

Visitation  for  this  biennium  rose  by  more  than  7Vfe  percent  over  the  last 
biennium.  More  significantly,  the  number  of  guided  group  tours  rose  by  more  than 
9 percent  This  steady  increase  in  guided  tours  creates  additional  workloads  for 
the  two  education  staff  members,  making  the  section  even  more  dependent  on 
volunteer  workers.  Shown  below  is  a summary  of  statistics.

RESEARCH  BRANCH 

The  branch  documented  with  photographs  the  offices  of  Secretary  of  State 
Thad  Eure  prior  to  his  retirement  in  January,  1989.  Future  researchers  will  have 
a photographic  record  of  the  way  the  office  appeared  at  the  end  of  Mr.  Eure’s 
fifty-two-year  tenure.  With  funding  provided  by  the  State  Capitol  Foundation,  an 
independent  consultant  conducted  paint  research  in  the  suite  prior  to  its  being 
repainted  for  occupation  by  the  lieutenant  governor. 

Early  in  the  biennium  it  was  discovered  that  the  paint  research  done  for  the 
1970s  restoration  is  not  accurate  and  that  a new  study  is  needed  to  determine 
correct  paint  colors.  In  late  1988  the  firm  of  Biltmore,  Campbell,  Smith  Restora- 
tions of  Asheville  provided  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  work.  The  estimate  given  at 
that  time  for  a comprehensive  research  project  was  $30,000.  As  yet  the  money  to 
undertake  the  project  has  not  been  secured.  Concern  about  the  fire  protection 
system  in  the  Capitol’s  timbered  attics  led  the  departments  of  Administration  and 
Insurance  to  conduct  a study  of  the  structure’s  fire-safety  equipment. 

On  April  26,  1990,  the  Capitol  sponsored  a reenactment  of  the  last  signal 
message  sent  from  the  Capitol  roof  at  the  end  of  the  Civil  War  by  lieutenant  George 
Round  of  the  United  States  Army  Signal  Corps.  The  Signal  Corps  Association,  a 
reenactment  group,  fired  rockets  that  had  been  reproduced  specifically  for  the 
program.  The  message  repeated  the  original  “Peace  on  earth,  good  will  to  men." 
Descendants  of  Lieutenant  Round  attended  the  ceremony,  in  which  the  governor 
participated.  A special  exhibit  of  artifacts  related  to  Lieutenant  Round’s  life  was 
on  display  in  the  rotunda.  Centel  Cellular  was  a major  financial  contributor  to  the 
project. 


STATE  CAPITOL  FOUNDATION 

The  Christmas  fund  raisers  during  the  biennium  were  expanded  in  an  effort 
to  raise  awareness  of  the  sesquicentennial.  In  December,  1988,  the  event  was  held 
at  the  Capital  City  Club.  Journalist  Charles  Kuralt  presented  excerpts  of  his 
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program  “North  Carolina  Is  My  Home  * The  following  year  a dinner/dance  was  held 
at  the  Marriott.  A twenty-piece  band  provided  entertainment,  and  two  airlines  and 
four  major  resorts  provided  prizes,  which  were  given  away. 

The  July  Fourth  fund  raisere  also  expanded  during  the  biennium.  More  and 
varied  performers  and  exhibitors  resulted  in  larger  crowds  each  year.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  biennium,  the  foundation  began  to  plan  for  a much  enlarged  July 
Fourth  celebration  to  commemorate  the  Capitol  Be squi centennial. 

In  October,  1989,  the  foundation  created  a guidance  committee  to  oversee  the 
150th  anniversary  events.  In  addition,  it  employed  a public  relations  firm  to  assist 
in  planning  and  publicizing  programs  associated  with  the  commemoration. 

The  following  companies  and  foundations  awarded  grants  to  the  Capitol 
during  the  period:  the  Cannon  Foundation,  $25,000  for  education;  the  Bryan 
Foundation,  a $25,000  challenge  grant  in  honor  of  William  C.  Friday;  the  Raleigh 
Junior  League,  $700;  Carolina  Telephone  and  Telegraph,  $1,500;  First  Union 
Capitol  Center,  $5,400;  the  North  Carolina  American  Institute  of  Architects,  $500; 
Northern  Telecom,  $3,000;  North  Ridge  Chiropractic,  $2,000;  IBM,  $1,000; 
Carolina  Power  and  Light,  $8,000;  Burroughs  Wellcome,  $4,000;  Centel  Cellular, 
$8,000;  and  Mallinckrodt,  $260.  Treasury  reports  were  not  complete  at  the  time  of 
this  report,  but  financial  achievements  for  the  foundation  for  the  period  October  1, 
1976,  through  June  30, 1990,  are  estimated  to  be  $1.1  million. 
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ADMINISTRATION 

The  1988-1990  biennium  saw  the  Tryon  Palace  section  reach  its  largest 
annual  visitation  ever,  with  more  than  81,000  ticketed  admissions  in  fiscal  year 
1988-1989.  Plans  to  pass  this  benchmark  in  1989-1990  were  dashed,  however,  as 
unusual  weather  patterns  and  other  uncontrollable  events  led  to  a 16  percent 
decrease  from  the  previous  year’s  high.  This  drop  came  at  a time  when  the  section 
was  under  strong  pressure  from  the  state  legislature  and  local  organizations  to 
bolster  attendance  as  part  of  the  promotion  of  tourism  in  eastern  North  Carolina. 

Inclement  weather  first  affected  visitation  during  December,  1988,  which 
saw  a 20  percent  decrease  from  the  same  month  during  the  previous  year.  While 
strong  monthly  attendance  figures  were  posted  from  January  through  May,  the 
remainder  of  1989  and  the  first  half  of  1990  were  weak.  Poor  weather,  including 
precipitation  and  record  cold  temperatures,  led  to  decreased  attendance 
throughout  the  1989  Christmas  season.  The  last  day  of  tours  before  the  Christmas 
holiday  had  to  be  canceled  when  15  inches  of  snow  blanketed  the  city  in  a 
thirty-six-hour  blizzard.  The  area  then  proceeded  to  have  one  of  the  mildest  winters 
in  memory.  Spring  flowers  bloomed  in  January  and  February,  1990.  Tulips  planted 
for  the  April  garden  festival  “Tulips  by  Twilight*  were  long  past  their  prime  by  the 
time  of  the  event.  Attendance  for  the  garden  months  of  April  and  May  declined  by 
more  than  22  percent  from  the  previous  year. 

Seeking  new  ways  to  reach  the  public,  the  section  embarked  on  a series  of 
symposia  focusing  on  themes  in  New  Bern’s  history.  The  first,  “New  Light  on 
Eighteenth-Century  North  Carolina  Literary  Sources,"  was  cosponsored  with  the 
North  Carolina  Literary  and  Historical  Association,  the  Federation  of  North 
Carolina  Historical  Societies,  and  the  Division  of  Archives  and  History.  Originally 
scheduled  for  September  22,  1989,  it  was  rescheduled  for  November  after  Hur- 
ricane Hugo  threatened  North  Carolina’s  coast.  The  second  program  in  this  series, 
“A  Union  City  in  the  Midst  of  the  Confederacy:  The  Federal  Occupation  of  New 
Bern,"  cosponsored  with  the  Special  Programs  Office  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Wilmington,  was  scheduled  for  September  21, 1990.  The  twenty-first 
and  twenty-second  annual  Decorative  Arts  Symposia,  cosponsored  with  the 
Division  of  Continuing  Education  at  East  Carolina  University,  were  also  success- 
fully produced  during  the  biennium,  with  high  attendance  both  times. 

The  Tryon  Palace  section  was  pleased  to  co-host  the  fiftieth  anniversary  gala 
celebration  of  the  North  Carolina  Preservation  Foundation,  Inc.,  October  27-29, 
1989.  Noted  preservationist  William  J.  Murtagh  was  the  keynote  speaker,  with 
special  guests  Lord  Tryon  and  his  daughter  Miss  Tryon,  collateral  descendants  of 
royal  Governor  William  Tryon.  The  following  spring,  the  section  welcomed  the 
North  Carolina  Beekeeper’s  Association  by  featuring  exhibitions  on  the  handling 
of  bees  and  beeswax  crafts,  as  well  as  a special  exhibit  by  the  assistant  horticul- 
turist and  a lecture  on  bees  and  beekeeping  through  history  by  Dr.  John  T. 
Ambrose,  professor  of  entomology  at  North  Carolina  State  University. 


Tryon  Palace 


The  chief  new  project  under  development  remained  the  New  Bern  Academy, 
which  occupied  large  segments  of  staff  time,  particularly  in  the  Interpretations  and 
Technical  Services  branches.  During  the  biennium  the  Interpretations  staff  com- 
pleted exhibit  scripts,  purchased  artifacts,  and  selected  graphics,  while  the  Tech- 
nical Services  branch  began  construction  of  the  interior  walls  and  platforms  to  hold 
the  exhibit  cases.  Rathe  Productions,  Inc.,  museum  consultants,  completed  exhibit 
specifications.  The  actual  installation  of  exhibits  and  the  opening  of  the  museum 
were  scheduled  for  the  fall  of  1990.  Community  interest  in  the  project  remained 
high.  The  museum  facility  focuses  on  four  major  themes  in  New  Bern’s  history  and 
serves  to  place  the  restoration’s  other  exhibition  buildings  in  a more  comprehen- 
sible historical  context. 

Although  the  section  exceeded  all  goals  for  receipts  during  the  biennium,  the 
staff  faced  the  challenge  of  marketing  the  restoration  and  continuing  full  opera- 
tions in  the  face  of  budget  cutbacks  in  other  areas.  For  example,  the  loss  of  a 
housekeeping  assistant  in  June,  1989,  came  at  a time  when  the  conservation  and 
housekeeping  staff  were  beginning  a more  stringent  cleaning  regimen  in  the 
exhibition  areas,  which  have  suffered  as  a result  heavy  visitor  flow.  Cutbacks  in 
state  funding  during  1989-1990  and  anticipation  of  further  reductions  in  the 
coming  biennium  have  left  the  staff  with  fewer  resources  at  a time  when  an  aging 
physical  plant  is  becoming  increasingly  more  expensive  to  maintain.  At  the  same 
time,  federal  legislation  has  mandated  much-needed  improvements  in  accessibility 
to  public  accommodations  for  disabled  persons  and  an  increase  in  the  minimum 
wage — changes  that  are  likely  to  have  a significant  and  costly  impact  on  the  Tryon 
Palace  section  and  its  operations. 

This  biennium  has  marked  a period  of  reorganization  in  almost  every  area 
of  the  Tryon  Palace  section.  On  April  1,  1990,  the  Administrative  Operations 
Branch  was  created  with  responsibility  for  clerical  and  accounting  functions,  group 
tour  scheduling,  switchboard  operations,  and  the  Tryon  Palace  Shops.  The  position 
of  controller,  funded  from  private  sources,  was  filled  in  May,  1990,  to  take  charge 
of  accounting  functions  for  the  Tryon  Palace  Commission  and  the  Tryon  Palace 
Shops,  inventory  control  for  the  shops,  statistical  tracking,  and  oversight  of  the 
section’s  state  budget. 


COMMUNICATIONS  BRANCH 

The  primary  challenge  facing  the  Communications  Branch  for  much  of  the 
biennium  has  been  to  identify  the  most  effective  marketing  strategy  in  a period  of 
declining  attendance.  The  determination  to  pursue  new  audiences  was  reflected  in 
the  section’s  expanded  efforts  to  encourage  representatives  of  the  national  and 
international  travel  and  tourism  industry  to  steer  or  bring  their  patrons  to  eastern 
North  Carolina.  In  1988  and  again  in  1989,  staff  members  were  included  in  the 
team  representing  North  Carolina  at  the  World  Travel  Market,  a week-long 
international  convention  of  the  travel  industry  held  annually  in  London,  England. 

The  addition  of  a communications  assistant  during  most  of  the  biennium 
contributed  to  a marked  expansion  of  the  Tryon  Palace  section’s  promotional 
activities.  The  information  and  communications  specialist  and  his  assistant  were 
able  to  represent  the  section  at  more  bus-tour  markets  than  ever,  including  stops 
in  New  Orleans,  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  and  Charlotte.  Printed  publicity  for  the 
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period  was  also  extensive.  One  major  article  covering  New  Bern  (including  Tryon 
Palace),  Edenton,  and  Beaufort  appeared  in  April,  1989,  in  the  Washington  Post} 
and  was  later  syndicated  to  newspapers  in  Connecticut,  New  York,  Michigan,  Ohio, 
and  North  Carolina. 

The  participation  of  the  information  and  communications  specialist  in  profes- 
sional organizations  such  as  North  Carolina  Coast  Host  and  the  Travel  Council  of 
North  Carolina  contributed  to  a high  profile  for  the  Tryon  Palace  section  in  eastern 
North  Carolina’s  tourism  industry.  Other  noteworthy  marketing  efforts  during  the 
biennium  included  a feature  story  in  Going  Places  magazine  (an  American 
Automobile  Association  publication  reaching  800,000  readers)  and  a 1990  summer 
tabloid,  a colorful  guide  to  summer  events  at  Tryon  Palace,  80,000  copies  of  which 
were  distributed  along  North  Carolina’s  beaches. 

INTERPRETATIONS  BRANCH 

This  branch  was  created  in  April,  1990,  from  the  Research,  Collections,  and 
Education  branches.  For  the  first  time,  a single  branch  has  taken  responsibility  for 
most  aspects  of  public  interpretation,  including  program  planning,  guide  training, 
the  collection  and  arrangement  of  artifacts,  permanent  and  temporary  exhibits, 
craft  demonstrations,  on-site  school  programs,  annual  symposia,  costume  research, 
documentary  research,  and  the  reference  libraiy . 

Attrition  among  the  guide  staff  has  made  the  training  of  replacements  a 
critical  task.  At  the  midpoint  of  the  biennium,  more  than  77  percent  of  the  guides 
were  over  sixty  years  of  age  and  24  percent  were  over  the  age  of  seventy.  Since  new 
guides  tend  not  to  be  natives  of  New  Bern  or  even  of  North  Carolina,  historical 
background  training  has  become  particularly  crucial  in  maintaining  a well- 
informed  interpretive  corps.  In  addition,  supervisors  have  reported  difficulties  in 
finding  qualified  candidates  willing  to  work  for  minimum  wage  with  no  benefits. 
The  Btafif  is  responding  to  these  problems  by  seeking  alternative  ways  of  making 
the  position  of  guide  at  Tryon  Palace  more  appealing  and  is  working  either  to  slow 
the  rate  of  attrition  or  to  attract  more  new  faces. 

The  historic  sites  specialist  II  position  was  redefined  in  March,  1990,  as 
curator  of  interpretation  to  oversee  guide  training  and  resource  development. 
Other  staff  members  completed  a system  of  room  inventory  boxes,  giving  guides 
quick  access  to  current  information  about  every  artifact  located  within  each 
exhibition  room.  An  interpretive  survey  conducted  in  November,  1988,  led  to  the 
development  of  a new  interpretation  of  the  Dixon-Stevenson  House,  standardized 
the  existing  tour,  and  provided  much  new  information  in  a handy  outline  form. 

Notable  interpretive  developments  observed  during  the  biennium  included 
an  emphasis  on  historically  documented  customs  and  practices  during  the  annual 
Christmas  season.  The  1988  celebration  marked  the  first  time  that  all  of  the  food 
presentations  had  been  researched  and  prepared  in-house  by  Tryon  Palace’s  foods 
interpreter,  leading  to  more  authentic  displays  of  cakes,  confections,  and  other 
foods.  Documented  eighteenth-century  dances  and  games  played  by  costumed 
first-person  characters  also  formed  part  of  the  interpretation. 
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TECHNICAL  SERVICES  BRANCH 

In  a reorganization  completed  in  August,  1988,  the  Technical  Services 
Branch,  formerly  the  Maintenance  Branch,  was  joined  by  the  conservator,  who 
added  supervision  of  housekeeping  in  the  exhibition  buildings  to  his  other  dutieB. 
The  conservator  also  took  major  steps  in  setting  up  a conservation  laboratory  in 
temporary  quarters,  as  well  as  monitoring  pest-control  problems  in  the  historic 
buildings  and  conservation  surveys  of  the  section’s  artifact  collections,  with  par- 
ticular emphasis  on  carpets,  mapB,  and  prints.  The  branch  secured  a matching 
Institute  of  Museum  Services  grant  for  the  study  of  humidity-control  problems  and 
equipment  in  the  exhibition  buildingB. 

In  December,  1989,  while  the  section  was  closed  for  the  Christmas  holidays, 
a backup  fuel-oil  burner  in  the  Daves  House  malfunctioned,  leading  to  the  ignition 
of  approximately  100  gallons  of  heating  fuel.  Fortunately,  all  fire-detection  and 
fire-suppression  systems  worked  perfectly,  and  no  damage  was  sustained  to  the 
structure  or  to  shop  inventoiy  stored  in  adjacent  rooms.  The  destroyed  boiler  was 
part  of  a set  of  equipment  scheduled  to  be  replaced  within  weeks  in  a major 
overhaul  of  the  heating  and  air  conditioning  systems  in  the  Daves  and  Dixon- 
Stevenson  houses. 

The  mounting  impact  of  years  of  deferred  maintenance  was  also  reflected  in 
the  major  projects  undertaken  by  the  Technical  Services  Branch  during  the 
biennium.  These  included  reroofing  of  the  Dixon-Stevenson  and  Jones  houses  and 
a new  ground-drainage  system  around  the  exterior  of  the  Dixon-Stevenson  House; 
exterior  painting  of  the  Disosway  House;  stripping  and  repainting  of  the  Commis- 
sion House  exterior;  renovation  of  the  interiors  of  both  shops;  renovations  to  the 
auditorium  projection  booth  and  roof;  and  new  construction  in  the  conservator’s 
workshop. 

The  General  Assembly  in  its  1988  session  voted  $100,000  to  be  used  for 
interior  renovations  to  the  Disosway  House,  a late  nineteenth-century  structure 
scheduled  for  conversion  into  badly  needed  office  and  conference  space  for  the 
Tryon  Palace  Section.  This  appropriation  represents  approximately  half  of  the 
amount  necessary  to  complete  the  project  and  will  be  used  to  install  major  systems. 
The  availability  of  the  balance  of  the  funding  needed  for  labor  and  materials  has 
not  yet  been  determined. 

During  the  biennium,  the  position  of  history  museum  specialist  I was  moved 
to  the  Technical  Services  Branch.  The  specialist  will  be  in  charge  of  purchasing 
and  requisitioning  of  materials;  quality  control  of  cleaning  operations;  supervision 
of  utility  workers;  management  of  audiovisual  equipment;  and  training  in  the  areas 
of  safety,  fire,  and  natural  disasters. 

GROUNDS  BRANCH 

During  the  winter  and  spring  of  1990  the  Grounds  Branch  undertook  a 
massive  project  to  improve  the  landscape  setting  of  Tryon  Palace.  The  goals  of  the 
improvement  were  twofold:  to  present  a more  authentic  setting  for  the  building 
and  to  improve  the  public  view  of  the  palace  from  the  surrounding  streets  and 
roadways.  Mondo  grass  ground  cover  was  removed  from  either  side  of  the  main 
drive  and  replaced  with  English  ivy,  a better  documented  plant  for  this  purpose. 
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The  canopy  of  tree  limbs  lining  the  main  drive  and  surrounding  streets  was 
raised— both  to  improve  the  view  and  to  admit  more  light.  Two  large  oaks  in  the 
palace  courtyard  and  two  others  on  the  river  side  of  the  building  were  removed  to 
restore  the  symmetry  of  the  facades.  Hedges  were  pruned  drastically  to  rejuvenate 
them.  The  loss  of  a large  tree  on  the  Academy  Green  led  to  the  planting  of  three 
water  oaks  in  locations  documented  by  nineteenth-century  photographs. 

The  eighteenth-century  configuration  of  gardens  around  Try  on  Palace  con- 
tinued to  spark  interest  during  this  biennium.  Ditching  associated  with  drainage 
work  behind  the  Dixon-Stevenson  House  revealed  cross  sections  of  yellow  sand  or 
marl  strata  in  locations  of  garden  paths  as  indicated  in  C.  J.  Sauthieris  1769  mapB 
of  New  Bern.  This  evidence  prompted  requests  by  the  horticulturist  for  new 
archaeological  and  dendrochronological  studies  of  the  site. 

The  horticulturist  and  assistant  horticulturist  continued  to  make  frequent 
off-site  palace-related  presentations.  The  spring  and  fall  garden  festivals  remained 
popular  with  the  public  (even  allowing  for  the  fickleness  of  the  weather),  while  the 
monthly  garden  workshop  series  was  very  successful— even  on  the  road,  as  staff 
members  discovered  in  April,  1989,  when  they  presented  sessions  on  perennials 
and  herbs  during  a plant  sale  sponsored  by  the  Historic  Wilmington  Foundation. 

CONCLUSION 

The  Tryon  Palace  section  marked  two  milestones  in  its  development  during 
the  biennium.  The  first  was  the  thirtieth  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the 
reconstructed  palace.  The  second  was  the  section’s  successful  completion  of  the 
accreditation  process  established  by  the  American  Association  of  Museums.  The 
achievement  of  accreditation  is  a major  acknowledgment  by  the  nation’s  museum 
community  of  an  institution’s  acceptance  of  and  adherence  to  professional  stan- 
dards. Ms.  Pat  Williams,  director  of  accreditation  for  the  association,  delivered  the 
newB  of  the  palace’s  accomplishment  to  the  Tryon  Palace  Commission  at  its  spring 
meeting  in  April,  1990,  and  commended  the  commission  and  the  restoration  for 
their  role  in  the  interpretation  of  North  Carolina’s  history. 
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The  Western  Office  concluded  its  role  in  the  North  Carolina  Museums 
Council  grant  “All  through  the  House:  Discovering  North  Carolina  Material  Cul- 
ture." The  last  of  the  workshops  funded  by  the  grant  was  conducted  in  September, 

1988,  in  Catawba  County.  Western  Office  staff  members  assisted  the  Archives  and 
Records  Section  in  transporting  a traveling  exhibit  on  the  bicentennial  of  the 
United  States  Constitution  from  Appalachian  State  University  in  Boone  to  Pack 
Memorial  Library  in  Asheville. 

The  Western  Office  gave  support  to  an  archaeological  project  that  dealt  with 
traditional  pottery-manufacturing  sites  in  Buncombe  County.  The  project,  funded 
under  a Certified  Local  Government  grant,  was  cosponsored  by  the  Asheville- 
Bun combe  Historic  Resources  Commission  and  the  Department  of  Cultural  Re- 
sources. Linda  Carnes,  an  archaeologist  and  doctoral  candidate  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  conducted  the  project  with  help  from  a team  of 
volunteers.  The  office  provided  assistance  in  planning,  arranging,  and  conducting 
the  spring,  1989,  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Museums  Council,  which  took  place 
in  Asheville,  April  30-May  2.  The  meeting  attracted  approximately  one  hundred 
museum  professionals  from  throughout  the  state. 

At  the  request  ofW  estem  Carolina  University  and  the  director  of  the  Division 
of  Archives  and  History,  the  staff  of  the  Western  Office  participated  in  a 
graduate/undergraduate-level  course  in  Cullowhee.  Dealing  with  the  broad  scope 
of  historic  preservation,  the  course  ran  for  fifteen  weeks  during  the  spring  semester 
and  involved  the  following  Western  Office  program  areas:  archaeology,  historic 
preservation,  archives  and  records,  historic  sites,  museums,  photographic  records, 
oral  history,  and  historical  publications.  The  course  was  offered  as  a part  ofW  estem 
Carolina  University's  Public  History  curriculum. 

Staff  members  consulted  with  staff  and  volunteers  at  the  Haywood  County 
Public  Library  in  Waynesville  concerning  the  preservation  and  utilization  of  a 
collection  of  historic  photographic  negatives.  Western  Office  employees  assisted 
the  Western  North  Carolina  Historical  Association,  headquartered  in  Asheville,  in 
selecting  a recipient  of  the  association's  annual  achievement  award.  The  associa- 
tion presented  the  award  during  a May,  1990,  meeting  at  the  Smith-McDowell 
House  in  Asheville.  On  the  Cherokee  Indian  reservation  and  in  Macon  County, 
Western  Office  personnel  joined  with  employees  of  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of 
History  in  promoting  the  Tar  Heel  Junior  Historian  Association  and  other  services 
offered  by  the  museum. 

The  Western  Office  acquired  three  additional  computers  during  the  biennium 
in  order  to  upgrade  its  capabilities  in  this  area.  The  Mountain  Gateway  Museum 
in  Old  Fort  purchased  three  parcels  of  land  adjacent  to  the  Mauney  House.  The 
land  will  be  used  for  future  expansion  of  the  Mountain  Gateway  Museum’s 
programs  and  services. 

During  a ceremony  at  the  Mountain  Gateway  Museum  on  September  30, 

1989,  the  U.S.  Forest  Service  formally  accepted  title  to  the  Catawba  Falls  property 
in  McDowell  County.  A special  tribute  was  paid  to  Mary  Virginia  Adams,  a 
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part-time  employee  at  the  museum,  for  her  efforts  to  ensure  that  the  property  be 
protected  for  future  generations.  Paul  Mears,  museum  specialist  at  the  Mountain 
Gateway  Museum  from  1982  to  1989,  passed  away  on  December  23, 1989,  after  a 
lengthy  illness. 

The  following  is  a brief  summary  by  program  of  some  of  the  other  activities 
of  the  staff  of  the  Western  Office: 


Archaeology  and  Historic  Preservation 

The  staff  archaeologist  maintained  an  active  public  education  program 
during  the  biennium.  He  presented  thirty-five  programs  to  school  groups  and  civic 
and  historical  organizations  in  eleven  counties.  In  cooperation  with  the  Friends  of 
North  Carolina  Archaeology,  Inc.,  five  public  programs  in  Asheville  were  organized 
and  hosted,  along  with  two  weekend  bus  tours  to  Etowah  Mounds  State  Park  in 
Cartersville,  Georgia,  and  Mound  State  Monument,  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama. 

The  Western  Office  archaeologist  provided  technical  assistance  to  a variety 
of  state,  local,  and  federal  agencies,  including  the  U.S.  Forest  Service;  the  National 
Park  Service;  the  Eastern  Band  of  the  Cherokee  Indians;  North  Carolina  State 
Parks;  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Transportation;  the  North  Carolina 
Department  of  Natural  Resources  and  Community  Development;  the  Soil  Conser- 
vation Service;  and  the  counties  of  Transylvania,  Buncombe,  Burke,  McDowell,  and 
Yancey.  He  assisted  archaeologists  at  Western  Carolina  University  in  Cullowhee, 
Appalachian  State  University  in  Boone,  the  Schiele  Museum  of  Natural  History  in 
Gastonia,  and  numerous  private  contracting  firms;  made  visits  to  thirty-nine  sites 
in  fifteen  counties  to  identify  and  evaluate  archaeological  resources;  and  evaluated 
643  projects  through  the  environmental  review  process.  He  visited  sites  in  four 
counties  in  response  to  the  Unmarked  Human  Burial  and  Human  Skeletal 
Remains  Protection  Act. 

The  staff  archaeologist  directed  two  mayor  excavation  projects  during  the 
biennium.  As  a result  of  construction  damage  to  native  American  human  burials 
in  a prehistoric  Cherokee  village,  he  led  emergency  salvage  excavations  over  an 
eight-week  period  at  the  Cane  River  site  in  Yancey  County.  More  than  100 
volunteers  and  students  contributed  3,600  hours  of  labor  to  the  project. 

Mayor  excavations,  lasting  approximately  six  weeks,  were  also  undertaken 
at  the  Quaker  MeadowB  plantation  in  Burke  County  as  a part  of  the  Regional 
History  Sites  program.  Staff  archaeologists  from  the  Office  of  State  Archaeology 
and  the  Historic  Sites  Section  were  assisted  by  ninety  volunteers  and  students, 
who  contributed  1,300  hours  of  work  to  the  project.  The  Western  Office  Archaeology 
Volunteer  program  remained  active,  with  eight  individuals  contributing  400  hours. 

The  restoration  speciailist  continued  to  give  assistance  to  state  grant  projects. 
Eight  new  projects  were  funded  in  fiscal  year  1988-1989,  but  no  new  projects  were 
funded  for  fiscal  year  1989-1990.  The  number  of  active  projects  decreased  from 
thirteen  to  seven  over  the  two-year  period.  A number  of  completed  projects  were 
considered  as  local  consultations  for  the  remainder  of  the  period.  Progress  on 
several  projects  was  monitored  171  times,  and  technical  assistance  was  given  134 
times. 
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Tax-act  activity  remained  steady  but  low  over  the  two-year  period,  with 
fifteen  Part  2 applications  and  sixteen  Part  3 applications  reviewed.  The  restora- 
tion specialist  provided  technical  assistance  86  times  on  a variety  of  projects.  A tax 
act  workshop  took  place  in  Hendersonville  for  the  city’s  newly  designated  historic 
district. 

Proposed  rehabilitations  to  state-owned  properties  were  reviewed  five  times, 
with  technical  assistance  given  six  times.  Under  Section  106  environmental  review, 
67  projects  were  evaluated,  and  technical  assistance  was  provided  96  times. 
Consultations  concerning  local  preservation  projects  increased  by  65  percent  over 
the  two-year  period,  more  than  making  up  for  a downswing  in  state  grant  activity. 
Technical  assistance  was  given  at  least  606  times. 

During  the  biennium,  the  restoration  specialist  served  as  a member  of  the 
following  local  committees:  the  Griffin  Awards  Committee  for  Buncombe  County, 
the  Henderson  County  Education  Foundation/Johnson  Farm  Committee,  the  Main 
Street  Hendersonville  Design  Review  Committee,  and  the  Asheville-Buncombe 
Technical  College  Decorative  Painting  Course  Committee.  In  addition,  he  was 
elected  to  the  board  of  advisers  for  Preservation/North  Carolina.  He  wrote  several 
articles  on  preservation  for  a local  magazine,  conducted  three  radio  interviews,  and 
delivered  two  lectures,  including  one  for  a course  on  historic  preservation  at 
Western  Carolina  University.  He  also  traveled  to  Mount  Pleasant,  South  Carolina, 
to  conduct  a survey  of  properties  damaged  by  Hurricane  Hugo  as  part  of  the  North 
Carolina  Historic  Preservation  Office’s  assistance  to  its  South  Carolina  counter- 
part. 

The  preservation  specialist  provided  technical  assistance  through  site  visits, 
office  visits,  and  telephone  calls  and  handled  some  1,200  requests  for  technical 
assistance.  While  some  requests  could  be  addressed  quickly,  most  required  addi- 
tional research,  mailings,  or  follow-up  correspondence.  She  administered  grants  in 
Watauga  and  Jackson  counties  for  countywide  surveys  and  in  Buncombe  County 
for  Certified  Local  Government  activities  such  as  the  preparation  of  National 
Register  nominations.  A Certified  Local  Government  was  formed  in  Transylvania 
County  and  was  awarded  a survey  grant.  The  specialist  attended  all  State  Profes- 
sional Review  Committee  meetings,  at  which  a dozen  nominations  were  presented 
and  more  than  fifty  properties  were  added  to  the  study  list  from  western  North 
Carolina. 

Approximately  140  projects  were  evaluated  for  the  environmental  review 
program,  and  several  consultants  received  assistance  with  file  and  map  research. 
Although  only  eight  Part  1 applications  were  reviewed  for  the  tax  act  program, 
many  of  the  requests  for  information  were  related  to  this  program. 

In  addition  to  handling  requests  for  information  concerning  the  new  Regional 
Histoiy  Sites  program,  the  preservation  specialist  participated  in  planning  for 
Quaker  Meadows  in  Burke  County  and  in  reviewing  and  writing  the  National 
Register  nomination  for  the  McElrqy  House  in  Yancey  County.  She  delivered 
thirty-one  speeches/lectures  and  was  featured  in  newspaper,  television,  and  radio 
interviews  during  the  two-year  period. 
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Archives  and  Records 

The  archives  and  records  analyst  made  164  visits  to  county  and  municipal 
governments  and  archival  institutions,  offering  assistance  and  advice  concerning 
management  of  records.  He  made  available  to  the  Western  Office  of  the  Attorney 
General,  the  Land  of  Sky  Regional  Council  of  Government,  the  town  of  Black 
Mountain,  and  the  town  ofWoodfin  Sanitary  Water  and  Sewer  Department  advice 
concerning  the  disposition  of  records.  He  met  with  members  of  the  Transylvania 
County  Historic  Properties  Commission  on  this  topic,  and  he  took  pari  in  a 
workshop  for  municipal  clerks  responsible  for  the  disposition  of  records. 

The  analyst  inventoried  and  scheduled  records  for  the  town  of  Montreat  and 
gave  technical  assistance  with  microfilm  projects  to  the  Appalachian  Collection 
and  the  Center  for  Appalachian  Studies  at  Appalachian  State  University.  He 
assisted  the  clerk  of  the  town  of  Bryson  City  in  preparing  a centennial  time  capsule. 
He  presented  a lecture  to  a public  history  class  at  Western  Carolina  University  and 
made  a speech  to  a combined  meeting  of  the  Rutherford  College  town  council  and 
the  local  historical  foundation. 

Historic  Sites 

The  historic  sites  specialist  presented  slide  programs,  demonstrations,  and 
exhibits  to  7,249  students  in  394  classes  in  fifteen  counties.  She  also  helped  plan, 
set  up,  and  operate  a booth  to  promote  the  state  historic  sites  at  the  Southern 
Spring  Show  in  Charlotte  and  assisted  in  setting  up  information  booths  for  the 
Asheville  Area  Tourism  Association  at  several  events  in  the  Asheville  Civic  Center. 
She  constructed  two  exhibit  boards  that  identified  the  specific  location  of  each  of 
North  Carolina’s  state  historic  sites. 

The  specialist  placed  teacher  study  packets  in  school  libraries  in  several 
western  North  Carolina  counties,  and  she  sent  letters  to  the  social  studies  coor- 
dinators in  School  Districts  7 and  8 to  inform  them  of  programs  available  through 
the  Western  Office.  She  conducted  an  in-service  workshop  for  school  librarians  in 
District  8.  The  workshop,  titled  “Into  the  Future  with  the  Past,”  presented  infor- 
mation and  resources  for  school  use.  One  new  program,  “Living  off  the  Land,*  was 
developed  during  the  biennium. 

The  historic  sites  specialist  assisted  with  programs  at  Alamance  Bat- 
tleground, Brunswick  Town,  Bentonville  Battleground,  Duke  Homestead,  Fort 
Dobbs,  Home  Creek,  House  in  the  Horseshoe,  Polk  Memorial,  Spencer  Shops, 
Thomas  Wolfe  Memorial,  and  Vance  Birthplace  and  with  History  Bowl  activities 
at  Vance  Birthplace,  Fort  Dobbs,  and  Polk  Memorial . She  either  made  or  purchased 
a variety  of  reproduction  clothing  items  for  a number  of  state  historic  sites. 

Museum  Services 

After  considerable  delay,  the  William  Hathaway  property  was  acquired 
adjacent  to  the  Mauney  House  in  Old  Fort.  Two  smaller  parcels  of  land  were  also 
purchased  to  make  the  southern  property  line  uniform.  Tentative  plans  were  made 
to  develop  the  additional  property  for  both  recreational  and  educational  purposes. 
These  plans  include  the  construction  of  picnic  and  rest  room  facilities,  a 
reconstructed  log  bam,  outdoor  exhibitions,  and  a replica  of  a historic  covered 
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bridge  across  Mill  Creek  to  connect  the  new  property  with  the  existing  museum 
property.  The  bridge  will  provide  a valuable  exhibit  unit  along  with  essential 
pedestrian  access  to  the  new  property.  Other  plans  include  the  future  construction 
of  a small  amphitheater  on  the  north  side  of  Mill  Creek  near  the  Stepp  Cabin  and 
the  extension  of  the  balcony  in  the  museum  to  provide  additional  exhibit  space. 
The  balcony  extension  would  also  improve  access  to  a second-floor  room,  making 
it  more  satisfactory  as  an  exhibit  area. 

Capital-improvement  projects  at  the  Mountain  Gateway  Museum  included 
new  hand-split  oak  shingle  roofs  for  the  Morgan  and  Stepp  cabins,  an  air-condition- 
ing system  for  the  museum  building,  and  a new  telephone  system.  A tree  specialist 
was  hired  in  an  attempt  to  stabilize  and  save  a tree  located  near  the  museum 
building.  The  tree  is  one  of  the  oldest  maples  in  the  state. 

Ten  new  copies  of  the  museum  orientation  program  were  duplicated  onto  one 
tape  by  WLOS-TV  in  Asheville.  This  allowed  the  staff  to  show  the  program  to 
visitors  without  having  to  rewind  the  tape  as  frequently  as  had  been  necessary  in 
the  past.  The  museum  reprinted  its  brochure  and  made  available  approximately 
30,000  copies  for  distribution. 

The  museum  representative  presented  educational  programs  to  students  at 
Flat  Rock  Junior  High  School,  Flat  Rock;  Strauss  Elementary  School,  Brevard; 
Black  Mountain  Middle  School,  Black  Mountain;  Estes  Elementary  School, 
Skyland;  and  Scott’s  Creek  Elementary  School,  Jackson  County.  He  participated 
in  History  Day  activities  at  Valley  Springs  Middle  School  in  Skyland  and  served 
as  a judge  for  the  regional  History  Day  competition  at  Western  Carolina  University 
in  Cullowhee. 

He  assisted  the  Western  North  Carolina  Historical  Association  in  planning 
historical  tours  to  Burke  County,  Jonesborough/Greeneville,  Tennessee,  and  the 
southern  part  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway  from  Asheville  to,  and  including, 
Cherokee,  and  he  helped  the  association  select  the  recipient  of  its  annual  achieve- 
ment award. 

The  museum  representative  held  discussions  with  groups  interested  in 
establishing  local  museums  in  Andrews,  Asheville,  Bakersville,  Black  Mountain, 
Canton,  Cherryville,  Franklin,  Glendale  Springs,  Lake  Junaluska,  Lincolnton,  and 
Mt.  Airy.  The  following  museums  were  established  and  opened:  Biltmore  Village 
Historic  Museum,  Asheville;  Macon  County  Historical  Museum,  Franklin; 
Museum  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  of  the  Methodist  Church,  Lake  Juna- 
luska; and  the  Swannanoa  Valley  Museum,  Black  Mountain. 

The  grounds  of  the  Mountain  Gateway  Museum  continued  to  be  used  for  two 
local  celebrations — Old  Fort  Pioneer  Day,  sponsored  by  the  Old  Fort  Heritage 
Committee,  and  Old  Mountain  Christmas,  sponsored  by  the  Old  Mountain 
Christmas  Committee.  Both  events  were  sponsored  each  year  of  the  biennium. 

Museum  visitation  grew  at  an  extremely  rapid  pace  during  the  biennium. 
Total  visitation  was  34,458,  an  increase  of  79  percent  over  the  previous  biennium. 
The  addition  of  two  informational  signs  on  Interstate  40  in  1987  accounted  for  some 
of  the  increase.  The  museum  specialist  position  was  upgraded  to  the  level  of  curator 
in  the  spring  of  1990  but  remained  vacant  as  of  June  30,  1990,  because  of  a 
statewide  hiring  freeze. 
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The  demand  for  technical  services  to  museums  and  other  historical  agencies 
continued  to  increase.  Some  projects  involved  major  assistance,  requiring  weeks  of 
work,  while  others  consisted  of  relatively  short  consultations.  The  Western  Office 
in  Asheville  and  the  Mountain  Gateway  Museum  Service  Center  in  Old  Fort 
worked  cooperatively  on  each  project  and  provided  technical  services  to  the  follow- 
ing museums  and  historical  agencies:  the  Archives  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction 
of  the  Methodist  Church,  Lake  Junaluska;  Ashe  County  Public  Library,  WeBt 
Jefferson;  Biltmore  Village  Historic  Museum,  Asheville;  Catawba  County  Histori- 
cal Museum,  Newton;  Canton  Historical  Museum,  Canton;  Cherokee  Historical 
Association,  Cherokee;  Cherryville  Museum,  Cherryville;  Eliada  Home,  Asheville; 
Fort  Defiance,  Lenoir;  Gaston  County  Museum  of  Art  and  History,  Dallas;  Great 
Smoky  Mountains  National  Park,  Cherokee;  Greensboro  Historical  Museum, 
Greensboro;  Haywood  County  Public  Library,  Waynesville;  High  Point  Museum, 
High  Point;  Historic  Burke  Foundation,  Morganton;  Lincoln  Cultural  Development 
Center,  Lincolnton;  Macon  County  Historical  Museum,  Franklin;  Moss-Johnson 
Farm,  Hendersonville;  Mountain  Heritage  Center,  Cullowhee;  Museum  of  North 
Carolina  Handicrafts,  Waynesville;  Presbyterian  Studies  Center,  Montreat;  Qual- 
la  Arte  and  Crafts  Mutual,  Cherokee;  Smith-McDowell  House,  Asheville;  Swan- 
nanoa  Valley  Museum,  Black  Mountain;  USS  Asheville  Committee,  Asheville; 
Valleytown  Cultural  Arts  and  Historical  Society,  Andrews;  Western  North 
Carolina  Antique  Tractor  and  Engine  Association,  Asheville;  and  Western  North 
Carolina  Historical  Association,  Asheville.
